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REPORT. 



To the Hon. John A. Martin, Oovemor of the State of Kansas: 

Sib — ^We have the honor to submit to you the fourth annual report of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners of this State. 

The report herewith submitted embraces the statements and reports of 
the different lines of railroad companies operating lines of railroads in this 
State, made to this office as required' by law, which exhibit in detail the 
doings in transportation, and the financial result of railroad operations in 
Kansas for the year ending June 80, 1886, and also statistical tables com- 
piled from the reports. We have incorporated in it reports of such cases of 
complaint as have engaged the attention of the Board the past year, which 
seem to possess a general interest and value. 

Quite frequently a complaint coming from one individual embraces a 
cause that affects in like manner a great number of others, and a decision 
of the Board comes in such cases to have an extended application. It is 
equivalent to the settlement of a principle to be applied to, and control in, 
all like cases and conditions. Quite often complaints come to the Board 
which involve the settlement of no principle, but arise from mistake or mis- 
understanding between the shipper and an agent of the company. These 
are investigated and adjusted without the necessity of a formal decision^ 
and since it would serve no useful purpose to report them, they do not appear 
in this report. 

An inspection of the railroads operated in this State shows that their 
condition has been well maintained, and some have been considerably im- 
proved during the year. All the leading lines are in fine order, and are 
maintained in the highest degree of efficiency. Several of the lesser roads^ 
which were allowed several years ago to get out of repair, have not yet been 
brought to a proper condition. Two, especially, which we have heretofore 
specially reported as needing extensive repairs, will need considerable atten- 
tion in this respect before they reach a first-class condition. We refer to 
the Central Branch and the Neosho division of the M. K. & T. roads. The 
road-bed of the Central Branch, and the cross-ties, are in excellent condition, 
but a considerable portion of the rails need immediate replacement with new 
steel. We have been advised that 3,500 tons of new steel were ready for 
shipment for use on this road, and would be forwarded without delay, to be 
laid in the track the present year. We are also assured that it is the purpose 
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of the company to prosecute the work of repair until this road is in first- 
class condition. 

The work of additional railroad building has been progressing with most 
remarkable celerity in Kansas the past year. Up to November Ist, 1886, 
upwards of 950 miles of new road were built. The work of track-laying 
will continue with unabated vigor until winter suspends operations. We 
deem ourselves justified in the expression of the belief that by the end of 
the year fully one thousand miles of new roads will have been added to the 
railroad mileage of Kansas the present year. In addition, a large amount 
of mileage is projected for the coming year, and it seems quite reasonable 
to anticipate as great activity in railroad building next as has characterized 
the past year. 

The number of miles of new railroad built in the United States the past 
year, up to November 1st, was 5,439. Kansas leads all the other States in 
respect to the construction of new mileage. 

It must be evident from the number of new lines projected by responsible 
companies into every portion of Kansas, and the eagerness manifested by 
those companies to occupy territory in this State, that the voting of bond 
aid by cities, counties and townships to aid in their construction is rendered 
wholly unnecessary. Eailroads will be built in Kansas in the future as fast 
as they will be needed, and much faster than the conditions existing will 
afford many of them a reasonable support, without the voting of another 
bond. But so long as the law remains upon the statute book permitting 
cities, counties and townships to vote bond aid, and thus burden themselves 
with taxation for a long period in the future, it will continue to be done. It 
is the easiest thing in the world to tempt a vote of this kind by provoking 
local rivalries over a projected but not definitely located line. The argu- 
ment that if you don't vote the aid the road will run through an adjoining 
township or city instead of through the particular locality whose aid is 
asked, is irresistible. It is not to be expected that railroad companies, 
whose intense rivalries lead them to build upon the most economical scale, 
or with the least possible expenditure of their own money, will resist the 
temptation of asking aid when it can be so easily obtained. We think the 
people of this State should be relieved from any further burdens of this 
character. In the past, most serious mischiefs have grown out of the prac- 
tice of voting this class of aid, and though the law is more guarded in its 
provisions to prevent the practice of fraud than formerly, it will be inevi- 
table that thousands of citizens will come to find themselves taxed to support 
enterprises of more than doub.tful utility. The only way to protect the peo- 
ple is to repeal the law. 

The extent to which the public is voting burdens upon itself to aid rail- 
road enterprises is, when summed up, quite startling. Up to 1884, there 
had been voted and issued by counties, cities and townships in this State, 
for this purpose, the aggregate sum of $9,504,385.50 in bonds. A consider- 
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able portion of this bond debt has passed through the courts, wherein the 
legality of the issue and validity of the bonds were put in issue and litigated. 
The almost invariable result has affirmed the binding nature of these obli- 
gations. Even at the present time, proceedings are pending before the U. 8. 
Circuit Court for Kansas, having for their object the coercion of tax levies 
for the payment of defaulted interest upon some of them. 

From information derived from answers addressed by this office to the 
county clerks of the different counties in the State, it appears that since 
July 1, 1885, to November 1, 1886, there has been voted by counties, cities, 
and townships the aggregate sum of $10,151,600. 

This is being continually increased by fresh bond-voting. Add to this 
the vast aggregate of debt incurred for school houses, court houses, bridges, 
water works, etc., and it will be seen that the people of the State are assum- 
ing a burden too great to be borne. The ambition to grow and expand fast 
may be indulged unwisely, and become a cause of weakness and decay. 



FINANCIAL REVIEW FOR THE YEAR 1885-6. 



We submit herewith a general review of the operations and financial re- 
sults of the railroads operating in this State for the year ending June 80, 
1886, and a comparison of the same with the traffic and financial outcome 
of the previous year. 

ATCHISON, TOPEKA io SANTA Ffi RAILROAD. 

Amount of stock issued and reported by this company to the Board up 
to June 30, 1885, $56,913,250, Amount issued up to June 30, 1886, $61,- 
445,250. Increase during the year, $4,532,000. 

This increase was due to an exchange of that amount of stock of the 
Atchison company for a like amount of the capital stock of the Gulf, Colo- 
rado & Santa F6 Railway Company, in Texas, a fuller account of which is 
given in another place in this report. 

The total amount of bonded debt of the company reported for 1885, was 
♦43,117,500. Amount reported for the year ending June 30, 1886, $42,- 
767,000. 

The amount of stock and debt per mile of road for 1885, is reported at 
♦39,001 ; and for the year ending June 30, 1886, $37,656.38. Number of 
miles of road operated the past year, 1,868.14 miles. Aggregate length of 
tracks operated, computed as single track, 2,244.82 miles. 

Number of tons of freight hauled for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1885, 2,541,072.6.

THE LEAVENWORTH, TOPEKA A; SOUTHWESTERN RAILROAD. 

This road is owned jointly by the Union Pacific and Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa F4 companies, and operated by the latter-named company. 
The length of road operated is 46 30-100 miles. The interest on the 
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bonded debt of the road has been reduced by agreement with the bond- 
holders from 6 to 4 per cent, per annum. The tonnage and traffic of this 
road have also declined the past year, as will be seen by a comparison for the 
two years last past.

THE MANHATTAN, ALMA &. BURLINGAME RAILROAD. 

The traffic over this road has fallen off considerably compared with pre- 
vious years, and its earnings have likewise diminished. The tonnage carried 
over the road the past year compared with the fiscal year of 1885, shows thus :

ATCHISON &. NEBRASKA RAILROAD. 

The report covers 144.72 miles, 37 of which are within this State, and the 
rest in the State of Nebraska. Its freight tonnage compared with the year 
1885, has considerably fallen off, as will be seen from a quotation of the 
figures : For the year 1885, the freight tonnage over the road was 439,581.92 
tons carried. In 1886, 376,415; decrease, 63,166.92 tons.

Thus it will be seen, that in this instance, while the freight tonnage has 
diminished the past year over this road, its freight earnings have increased. 
An explanation of this is afforded by reference to the tonnage table giving 
the number of tons of each class hauled. The diminution of tonnage occurs 
in those classes — such as grain, lumber, stone, brick, lime, cement, sand, and 
coal — which bear the lowest rates of freight, while there is a large increase 
in the tonnage carried of merchandise, and other articles which bear the 
highest rates. The tonnage in merchandise, etc., increased from 45,527 tons 
in 1885, to 77,265 tons in 1886 ; while the number of tons of grain carried 
over the road diminished from 205,894 tons in 1885, to 124,941 in 1886.

The bonded debt of this company is reported less by $83,000 than the 
amount stated in the former report. Forty-eight thousand dollars additional 
mortgage bonds were issued the past year by leased lines on account of new 
construction, and $181,000 old bonds retired and canceled. 
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The report of the tonnage and traffic shows a large reduction of the amount 
of grain, flour and meal carried over the line, and a considerable increase 
of tonnage in other classes of freight.

The loss of the company in freight earnings in the month of March last, 
during the strike on the Missouri Pacific road, was nearly $320,000. The 
subsequent earnings of the road indicate that its traffic has suffered no ma- 
terial detriment from that cause, except the loss occasioned by temporary 
arrest of its operations. The road appears to be in a prosperous condition. 
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THE MISSOURI, KANSAS A TEXAS RAILWAY. 

The report of this road covers 1,386 mil^, leased to and operated by the 
Missouri Pacific Company.

1886, .121 —a reduction of 3-100.

THE CENTRAL BRANCH RAILROAD.

The diminished tonnage, however, occurs 
chiefly in the item of grain.

THE MISSOUKI PACIFIC STRIKE OF 1886. 

In the last report issued by this Board, that for 1885, we were called upon 
to report the facts concerning a strike of a part of the employes of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway Company, extending through this and several other 
States, lasting about eight days, during which time the company was forcibly 
dispossessed of its property by the strikers, and its freight business brought 
to a standstill. This was amicably settled through the interposition of the 
Executives of the States of Kansas and Missouri ; and it was hoped that no 
cause would arise in the future to give recurrence to such an event. 

On the 6th of March last, without a sign of previous dissatisfaction among 
the workmen, the country was again startled by the announcement of an-

other strike upou the same railroad, of even more formidable proportions 
than the previous one of the year before. The same scenes were enacted 
by the strikers to accomplish their ends. The company was again forcibly 
dispossessed of its engines and other property, and intimidation and force 
were resorted to to prevent the operation of its works. This continued for 
more than a month, during which time the freight department of the road 
was paralyzed, and innumerable interests dependent on the orderly and con- 
tinued operation of the 5,000 miles of road affected, suffered most serious 
loss. The strikera, though composing but a part of the force of the road, 
threw vast numbers of their fellow-workmen, who were in no wise involved 
with them, out of employment, and 10,000 men were deprived for the time 
being of the means of earning a livelihood. Upon the company itself, whose 
works were thus forcibly held, immense loss was inflicted. This state of 
things continued until the patient endurance of the public was exhausted, 
and the strong arm of the State wrested from the grasp of the strikers the 
property unlawfully held. A very large number of the strikers permanently 
lost their places in the company's employ, and many have since been reduced 
to situations c^f distress. The aggregate of the various losses inflicted upon 
the railroad company, its employes and the public can never be fully or ac- 
curately known. It has been estimated to amount to several millions of 
dollars, an estimate strictlv within the bounds of reason. 

If such a strike, involving such grave consequences, could ever be justi- 
fied, its justification could rest only upon the clearest grounds and circum- 
stances of extreme aggravation. But the facts revealed that this strike 
was absolutely without a cause. The reason put forth was the discharge of 
one C. A. Hall, foreman of the freight-car shops of the Texas & Pacific 
road, at Marshall, Texas, an act for which the Missouri Pacific was not in 
the remotest degree responsible and could not control. The Texas road was 
operated through the agency of receivers under the direction of the United 
States court, and if any injustice had been done by the discharge of Hall 
the court was the only tribunal that possessed, besides the receivers, the 
power to right it. Why the Missouri Pacific should have been selected 
upon which to order a strike for such a cause rather than any other road, it 
is difi&cult to imagine. It would have served the purpose of the strikers 
quite as well to have ordered a strike in New York or Pennsylvania, and a 
strike upon any railroad in either of those States would have been as logi- 
cally connective with the alleged cause as a strike on the Missouri Pacific 
system. 

Though this was the assigned xjause, it was believed not to have been the 
real one for the strike. Some time prior to the discharge of Hall, a demand 
had been made upon the receivers by a committee, to transfer the manage- 
ment of the Texas & Pacific road, in several important respects, to a com- 
mittee to be appointed, one-half from the Knights of Labor and the rest 
by the railroad company. Besides the utter impracticability of the scheme 
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proposed, there was absolutely no power to create such a committee. The 
railroad company was divested of all power or control over the property ; 
it had no right to vest any power in the hands of any committee. The 
property was in the hands of the court, and the receivers appointed by that 
tribunal to manage the property possessed no authority to delegate their 
functions. To have complied with these demands would have divided the 
jurisdiction of the court with a labor organization, which would have been 
an illegal proceeding. The court could not in any event escape the respon- 
sibility of undivided jurisdiction. 

The impossibility of meeting these demands was explained to the com- 
mittee by Gov. Brown, one of the receivers. The committee that formu- 
lated them and put them forth, no doubt regarded them as a fair division of 
the management of the affairs of the road between themselves and the re- 
ceivers. In substance, they were : 

1. That no reduction in the rate of wages paid to*any employ^ of the 
road should be made, unless the same should be determined by a committee 
of six, three appointed by the Knights of Labor and three by the company. 

2. That all rolling stock used on the road, whether belonging to that or 
a foreign road, should be repaired in the company's shops. 

3. That no em ploy 4 should be discharged without just cause; the cause 
to be triable by the committee. 

4. All promotions to be made from the ranks. 

5. All extra time worked to be compensated at the rate of one and one- 
half. 

6. If it should become necessary to reduce expenses, the workmen to be 
consulted as to whether the working force or the number of hours should be 
reduced. 

7. All questions arising between the employ^ and the company to be 
submitted to and decided by the committee of six. 

It needs but a moment's consideration to see that such an arrangement 
takes out of the hands of the responsible manager all direction and control 
in respect to the matters embraced in it. The equally divided committee 
would, as is usually the case in such arrangements, be swayed by motives 
prompted by diverse interests. The arrangement would tend to perpetuate 
rather than allay strife and division. There would be no responsible con- 
trol anywhere. Efficiency and discipline would rapidly disappear from the 
workshops, and a disastrous result would terminate the engagement, and 
the usefulness of the road. 

It is difficult to imagine how, in the present state of human nature, any 
industrial enterprise requiring the employment of labor and skill, could be 
carried on successfully under such conditions as those under review. But 
when it is sought to apply them to the business of a great railroad, whose 
employ^ are counted by the thousands, comprehending men of various skill, 
possessing various degrees of ability tand diligence; when, too, the company 
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employing them is held hy the law to a strict accountability for injuries and 
losses occasioned by unskillful or negligent work of these same employ^, 
chaos would be inevitable. In all the affairs of mankind, both public and 
private, of any considerable character, responsible management roust be 
lodged at some point, and if successful, it must be placed where it can be 
eflSciently applied. To divide it is to weaken it ; to parcel it out equally 
between opposing interests, is to paralyze and destroy it. 

In narrating so important an event connected with the operation of rail- 
roads in this State the past year, we have no desire to point particular cen- 
sure. The parties who inaugurated the strike and carried it on have since 
acknowledged that it was a disastrous mistake. The public perceived that 
from the beginning. It is due, however, that the widespread evil conse- 
quences attending it should be pointed to as a warning against similar haste 
and recklessness in the future. 

. That the strike of March 6, 1886, was without any cause to support it, 
might justly be inferred from the fact that no complaint or bill of griev- 
ances, either real or imagined, was presented either to the railway company 
or the public. There was a good deal of talk on all hands about arbitra- 
tion between the company and the strikers, all of which, in the absence of 
any complaint, was unmeaning. That the strike was without cause, was 
strikingly confirmed by the joint letter of the Governors of the States of 
Kansas and Missouri, of March 20th, addressed to Vice President • and 
General Manager Hoxie. These high officers had, with a view of finding a 
basis of justice upon which to interpose their good offices for the settlement 
of the trouble, received a delegation from the strikers, and heard fully their 
side of the matter. In their subsequent letter to Mr. Hoxie, proposing a 
basis of settlement, they acquit the company of any violation of the terms 
of the agreement entered into the year before, upon which the previous 
strike was ended. Kor does it appear that the employ^ had become, or 
had reason to feel, dissatisfied with the terms of that agreement. Mr. 
Hoxie accepted the good offices of the two Governors, and acceded, in so far 
as was practicable, to the terms proposed. The terms of settlement pro- 
posed were intended to be easy and liberal towards the strikers ; and that 
they were so, it needs but a moment's thought to see. The strikers had 
entered upon an inexcusable revolt. They not only left their employment 
in a body, but they forcibly took possession of the company's rolling stock, 
disabled its engines, and stood guard to prevent, by intimidation and vio- 
lence, others taking the places made vacant by themselves. For fourteen 
days they had held the company's works and brought to the company very 
great loss, and inflicted injuries upon innumerable interests served by that 
system of railways. Yet the company proposed to take as many of them 
back as it could find places for, upon the same terms as before, and treat 
them as though nothing extraordinary had happened. 
These terms, however, were rejecteji by the leaders of the strike with 
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some heaty and the generous conduct of the two Governors was subjected to 
uncomplimentary reflections. 

It seems to have been, as was afterwards avowed, the purpose in ordering 
the strike to measure the strength of the Knights of Labor organization 
with the Missouri Pacific Company. But it came to be, and all such at- 
tempts, carried on with the means employed in this strike, must result in 
becoming, a measurement of strength with the constitution and laws, and 
the public authority of the country. To have surrendered to the strikers in 
this instance would have involved an abdication on the part of the company 
of all future management and control of its aflairs and property. It would 
have been a surrender to unlawful violence, and have stimulated turbulence 
and disorder in every part of the country ; disorganizing industries ; bring- 
ing, confusion to business and enforced idleness and distress to the working 
classes. 

Notwithstanding the salutary effect upon the public mind exerted by the 
firm attitude of Mr. Hoxie, the country has been visited with an epidemic 
of strikes and boycotts. This perturbed state of mind among a portion of 
the laboring classes has provoked much discussion in respect to remedies to 
be provided to prevent the recurrence of strikes and other similar disturb- 
ances. The method that finds most favor, and which, in the absence of 
anything original or novel, is the specific most usually recommended, is 
arbitration. And Congress and 8tate legislatures devise and pass into law 
arbitration bills, which find their way into the statute books, and there sleep 
the sleep of death. 

During the continuance of the Missouri Pacific strike, Congress made 
great haste to pass an arbitration bill specially applying to the settlement 
of disputes or differences arising between railway corporations engaged in 
inter-state commerce and their employes. Since it became a law, although 
there have been a number of strikes tp which it would apply, its provisions 
have never been invoked in the settlement of any dispute. It is hardly 
likely that they ever will be, at least for the settlement of strikes. 

The law provides that when controversies or disputes arise between cor- 
porations or others engaged in the business of transportation between two 
or more States and their employ^, either party may propose to the other to 
submit the difference to arbitration, and, if accepted, each party shall choose 
one and the two shall appoint a third person, who shall constitute a board 
of arbitration. The board thus to be selected are to be impartial and dis- 
interested in respect to the matters to be submitted. 

Such board, when constituted, is vested with powers appropriate and 
necessary to make a full investigation of the merits of the matter submitted, 
and to make findings and render a decision, which are required to be filed 
with the Commissioner of Labor of the United States, who is directed to 
publish the same. There is no method provided, and from the situation of 
the parties probably none can be provided, to make the award binding and 
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final. This is an inherent weakness in all laws providing for the arbitration 
of the class of disputes that give occasion for strikes. After a decision by 
such a board, the reserved right to strike, if the award is unsatisfactory, 
still remains, and it capnot be taken away by any law that can be passed. 

It is true that in some cases the moral effect of a decision might operate 
with sufficient force to command acquiescence; but it may reasonably be pre- 
sumed that such a result would only attend controversies of a minor char- 
acter, which are usually settled now by friendly conference between the 
employ^ and his chief. It will ever remain a serious obstacle to this method 
of settling this class of disputes, that the result brings the parties to no ob- 
ligatory settlement. 

The method of selection is not calculated to bring together an impartial 
tribunal. If the parties seeking men to represent them upon such a board 
were to select impartial persons, it would be, at least in the large majority 
of cases, a pure accident. This difficulty would be increased with the mag- 
nitude of the stake to be decided. 

Compulsory arbitration, if such a system could be devised which would be 
free from legal objections of a grave and fundamental character, promises 
nothing better in the way of accomplishment. It is quite certain that no 
law could be framed that could compel an employ^ of either a railroad cor- 
poration or any other employer of labor, to submit any controversy re- 
specting the manner or terms in which he shall dispose of his labor, or that 
would render any award, made even upon a voluntary submission, binding 
upon him respecting the same matter. The right of each to dispose of his 
personal labor without restraint from any source, is of so fundamental a 
character that it cannot be abridged without reducing the laboring man to 
a condition analogous to that of the slave. The fact that a man is a rail- 
road employ^, and the public may hrfve a more than ordinary interest in the 
object of his employment, cannot make a particle of difference. There is 
no power in the Government to coerce labor in any direction or foi* any pur- 
pose. No one is so vitally interested in preserving intact the absolute right 
to dispose of his labor to the best personal advantage, as is the workingman 
himself. And it is perfectly clear that, in so far as it respects the employer 
for whom, and the terms upon which, he will perform labor, he can never 
be subjected to any system of compulsory arbitration, unless the present 
laws defining and guaranteeing personal liberty shall have undergone a rad- 
ical change. Such a change is beyond the possibility of contemplation. 

On the other hand, it would not be equitable, and we think it would be 
subject to equally grave legal objection, to establish over any department of 
human enterprise or industry a system of compulsory arbitration, by the 
determination of which one of the parties at least could in no wise be bound. 
Heretofore, provisions for legal arbitrations have generally been confined to 
the subject-matter of disputes concerning contracts or property. In all such 
disputes the matters submitted for determination are capable of being finally 
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and conclusively disposed of. But questions involving absolute individual 
rights are above and beyond that kind of control, and arbitrations in respect 
to them can possess no legal value whatever. Doubtless these and kindred 
considerations have rendered laws providing for arbitration of such disputes 
as ordinarily arise between employer and employ^ inoperative. 

In submitting these remarks upon the subject of arbitration as a method 
of quieting labor troubles, we are far from wishing to be understood as 
passing condemnation upon it. We think that voluntary arbitration may 
be usefully resorted to in many cases, and that when the present prevailing 
impulse to strike and employ other means of coercion has worn itself out, 
arbitration may become more popular. But the prevailing temper among 
workingmen, and probably among the majority of employers, iSj at the 
present time, an insuperable bar to the adoption of friendly methods of 
settling differences. Usually a strike is preceded by peremptory demands 
upon the employer, sometimes without any demand at all. Such a course 
effectually closes the way to arbitration. It displays a spirit on the one 
hand, and begets a kindred one on the other, which is the farthest remove 
from the frame of mind that prompts arbitration. When the strike is on, 
and especially when it is accompanied with circumstances of unlawful 
aggression, as is now usually the case, the employer can hardly afford to 
surrender, or even submit to arbitration, unless he is ready to retire perma- 
nently from business. This, too, notwithstanding there may have existed 
just ground for dissatisfaction among the workmen. To do so would, in 
many instances, subject the employer thereafter to irresponsible caprice, 
and serve to place his active capital upon an ii/secure foundation. 

Any system of arbitration, to command confidence and perform a useful 
function in the settlement of troubles that ordinarily arise between employer 
and the employed, whether it be provided by statute or voluntary arrange- 
ment, must in some manner provide for the selection of a board at a time 
when peace and harmony exist between them. It is next to impossible to 
secure a suitable or impartial board, with a view to the determination of ex- 
isting disputes. Ordinarily, the motives of self-interest are too active and 
powerful to permit the accomplishment of so desirable an arrangement. 
Arbitration boards appointed in this manner are no longer an experiment in 
industrial countries in Europe. They have afforded peaceful solution of 
many vexed labor problems which have arisen there, and have been highly 
useful in maintaining harmony between the two classes. Besides the ques- 
tion of wages, it must almost inevitably happen in large establishments or 
extensive works, where much of the supervision is committed to subordi- 
nates, that individual cases of oppression, or other forms of injustice, will 
arise. The mischief of such perversion of power will scarcely ever be con- 
fined to those who immediately suffer the wrong. More especially is this 
the case when the injured party belongs to a friendly organization. The sym- 
pathy created by association will make the wrong done to one the concern 
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of all who are bound together by the common tie. Mutual helpfulness and 
sympathy among workingmen, when exerted through just and enlightened 
methods, are not to be discouraged, nor should they meet with arbitrary 
repulsion and defeat. On the other hand, such organizations should be 
careful not to extend their protection to indolence, inefficiency and unfaith- 
fulness. It is evident from the attention now being given to this subject 
that some common ground is being sought for, upon which the employer 
and employ^ may reach and maintain better understanding of each other's 
interests. 

Friendly and voluntary arbitration of such disputes or differences as may 
be appropriately dealt with by this method, seems to be the only available 
resource yet suggested ; and, if entertained in the right spirit, many of the 
complaints which otherwise could not be satisfactorily adjusted, may be 
successfully dealt with, and much of the strife and jealousies which now 
prevail may be avoided. As indicated above, we are not sanguine that 
anything of the kind is at present practicable. The prevailing temper is 
unfavorable ; and any attempt, upon a large scale, to introduce it, would 
break down, from the multitude of frivolous complaints which would be 
brought forward — complaints which would be stimulated by the irritable 
conditions which now exist. 

We are not certain that labor organizations embracing a promiscuous 
membership, is not one of the most formidable obstacles to the establish- 
ment of conditions favorable to friendly arbitrament. Into such an organ- 
ization there will be gathered, among men the large majority of whom are 
well meaning, many whose minds are dominated by selfish ambitions, who 
seek to promote their evil purposes by systematic agitation and strife ; men 
who, instead of seeking a basis of harmony, sow with industrious hand the 
seeds of discord into every neutral ground, and, exulting in the pride and 
power of organization and great numbers, wield them to break down and 
destroy rather than to build up and conserve. Ordering strikes upon rail- 
roads and other industrial establishments against which no cause exists^ for 
the purpose of coercing others into compliance with demands ; conducting 
boycotts against persons whose only offense is their refusal to join a combi- 
nation to destroy the business of a neighbor, involves the perpetration of 
outrages and wrongs revolting to a mind imbued with just sentiments. 

Moreover, a labor organization embracing a variety of classes and grades 
of artisans and workmen, is liable to be called on to take up the cause of 
one class whose interests and relations to their employer cannot be properly 
understood by the rest. When the dispute of one class is thus adopted by 
those who possess no direct interest in it, the element of antagonism is in- 
troduced, engendering ill feelings and strifes which stand in the way of 
reasonable adjustments. Persons who are affected through their imagina- 
tions chiefly are more apt to proceed to extremes and become intractable 
than those who are seeking the redress of real grievances. Excess of zeal 
is usually the bane of championship. 
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It is probably safe to assert that no system of arbitration can ever be 
successful, or be submitted to, that involves to a material extent the man- 
agement or control of private or individual properties, or of industrial en- 
terprises. The questions as to whom shall be or not be employed, or the 
amount of wages that shall be paid, involve the question of management 
and the question of profits. Individual cases of injustice, or of alleged in- 
justice to a class, may, upon occasions, be a proper subject of arbitration; 
but to surrender these questions wholly to the determination of persons hav- 
ing no direct interest in the capital employed or its pecuniary results, would 
have a tendency to introduce elements of uncertainty which would cause 
capital to be largely withdrawn from industrial pursuits. 

It is easier to impair the security of capital already invested than to in- 
duce other capital to enter the same jeopardy. 

In periods marked by feelings of widespread discontent among the wage- 
earning classes, there is a vague looking to the Government for relief. 
And the feeling that their discontent is the result of ill or unjust arrange- 
ments in society which the Government possesses the power to remedy, is 
strengthened by men who, by vague and deceptive promises, seek to ride 
into power upon its passing wave. It unfortunately never occurs to the 
workingman to ask these vague champions for their plan of relief, though 
such a course would result in puncturing numerous wind-bags. 

The question of wages is the all-important one to the workingman. There 
exists a feeling among them that they fail to get the share of the joint 
product of capital and labor to which an equitable division would entitle 
them. This lies at the foundation of all the trouble. If this were satis- 
factory, the occasional minor disputes and individual grievances which now 
frequently give rise to serious' trouble, would never become of sufficient 
magnitude to attract public notice. There is only one way in which the 
Government can determine the question of wages, or even materially affect 
it by its action, and that is to abolish the right to hold private property ; 
establish an absolute despotism over the people ; reduce them to slavery ; 
set task-masters to drive the indolent to their allotted work, and measure to 
each man his due. This is the plan of the anarchist, and is only feasible 
where the conditions are those of unmixed barbarism. 

It is not the purpose of this discussion to enter upon the general subject 
of wages and the factors that enter into the determination of rates of com- 
pensation for labor, but to simply indicate that, in so far as wages paid by 
railroad companies are concerned, they are not arbitrarily determined, 
nor are they materially affected, as is often supposed, by the amount of 
capital stock which a company carries, whether it represents real capital or 
only water. 

It needs but a moment's consideration to be convinced that a railroad 
company, to attract to its service and retain any length of time such vari- 
ety of skill and labor as its operations require, must pay wages fully equal 
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to those paid to the same classes of labor employed in prodttctive pursuits. 
There is no other way in which a railroad company can measure the value 
of the labor it employs. It has nothing to sell the public but labor, and 
the use of the instrumentalities — its road, rolling stock, etc. — employed to 
render that labor in the highest degree effective. It must pay the general 
rate paid similar classes of labor in productive employments, whether its 
stock be little or much, whether it be dividend-paying or dead. If it offered 
a rate of wage sensibly in excess of the rate obtaining in other lines of 
employment, the extra inducement would bring a surplus to . that depart- 
ment of industry, and set up a competition which would serve to reduce 
them again to the common level. Yet we do not think the rate of wages 
is determined, as is usually taught, by competition between employers and 
employ^. Competition plays but a subordinate part in determining this 
matter. In the main, we think it can be shown that the rate of wages is 
based upon the productive value of labor. The joint product of capital and 
labor creates a fund, whether it consist of money or commodities, out of 
which rents, profits and wages must be paid ; given the wages out of it, the 
residue is applied to rents and profits. The rent and profit represent the 
remuneration that capital draws to itself as a result of its employment. The 
amount of such remuneration cannot be determined beforehand, except upon 
that capital, which instead of being employed in productive enterprises, is in- 
vested in fixed or interest-bearing securities — Government bonds, and other 
like forms of investments. But where capital is being invested in productive 
lines, or other industrial pursuits, those conditions are sought for which will 
assure with reasonable certainty, considering the nature of the risks to be 
encountered, such remuneration for its use, at least, as could be derived from 
investments in fixed securities ; and this exclusive of such margin of addi- 
tional profit as observation has shown to be necessary to tempt capital into, 
and to cover the risks attending, uncertain ventures. If the profits on cap- 
ital in one country, thus actively employed, rise considerably above those 
derived from fixed investments — bonds, mortgages, etc. — capital will be 
drawn from the less to the more profitable forms of employment, until an 
eqiiilibrium of advantages between them is substantially produced. 

While it is not pretended that the increase on capital invested in fixed 
securities furnishes the only criterion of the value of its employment in 
other lines, it is contended that this exerts a powerful, if not commanding, 
influence. The vast volume of interest-bearing securities which has accu- 
mulated within a recent period constitutes a reservoir into which capital, 
which ceases to be profitable in other lines of employment, may be stored. 

If, by the undue stimulation of production in one department of product- 
ive industry, a larger number of articles or goods are produced than are 
demanded by the necessities or conveniences of the people, prices fall upon 
that line of products. Fluctuations in price are determined by the strength 
of the desire to sell compared with the desire to purchase. Falling prices 
3 
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lessen profits, which in turn will have a tendency to diminish production 
in the line of falling prices ; and the rate of wages paid to those engaged in 
that line will decline, not so much for the reason that there is less demand 
for the class of labor concerned in the production of the goods compared 
with the number of those seeking employment, as that the same amount of 
labor possesses a less productive value. The same amount of labor will 
suffice to produce a like amount of goods as before, but unless there has 
been a corresponding lowering of prices in all other lines, the product of 
the same amount of labor can no longer be exchanged for as much other 
goods as formerly. 

In periods when, by the invention of machinery, by which labor is econ- 
omized and its power of production increased, profits on capital will first 
experience the quickening effect, and the equilibrium between profits, wages 
and prices will be disturbed. But this again, by stimulating production, 
will lower prices, reducing the margin of profit on capital, and increase the 
wage-rate, not, perhaps, as measured in money, but as measured by the in- 
creased amount of commodities which the same amount of labor is able to 
command. 

Widespread labor disturbances, by impairing the security of capital em- 
ployed in business enterprises and diminishing productive profits, must ulti- 
mately affect injuriously the rate of wages. This discussion deals only with 
the general aspects of the question. No account is taken of exceptional 
instances where advantage is taken to drive a hard bargain. But neither 
do such instances lay the foundation for general discontent. 

Capital \cannot be coerced into any line of investment or business ; self- 
interest alone will determine the character of its employment. The amount 
of profit which capital is able to command in any country at any time, de- 
pends upon the amount of accumulated wealth existing and the opportuni- 
ties afforded for its profitable employment. That part of it which is 
invested in enterprises requiring the employment of labor, will only remain 
so invested so long as the average profit it earns is equal to that derived 
from other forms of investment. The play of competitive forces in business 
constantly tends to bring down exceptionally high profits in particular lines 
to the general average. Wages cannot be fixed or determined by any arbi- 
trary or government arrangement, since this involves the determination of 
the uses of property irrespective of the will or choice of its owner. This 
involves the denial of the right of private property, and destroys all incen- 
tive to its accumulation, which last is the dream of the anarchist. 
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PURCHASE OF THE GULF, COLORADO & SANTA ¥t RAIL- 

WAY BY THE ATCHISON COMPANY. 



The fact is noted in another part of this report, that the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa F^ Railroad Company has acquired, by exchange of the stock of 
that company to the amount of $4,532,000 for the same amount of the cap- 
ital stock of the Gulf, Colorado & Santa F6, the ownership of the last- 
named road. The exchange referred to absorbed all but a merely nominal 
amount of the capital stock of the last-named road. The number of miles 
of road embraced in the purchase is 536. The completed lines extend from 
Galveston to Fort Worth, with several minor divisions reaching Houston, 
Montgomery, and Dallas. 

The company gets from the State of Texas a land grant of sixteen sec- 
tions of 640 acres each, for each mile of road built and equipped. Since its 
acquisition by the Atchison company the road has been extended north 
from Fort Worth, at this writing, upwards of sixty miles, and a line is being 
pushed through the Indian Territory, south from Arkansas City, Kansas, 
to meet the line being built from Fort Worth. If no unforeseen obstacle 
interposes to prevent the progress of the work now going on at both ends 
of the line, it is not too much to expect that within one year the Gulf, Col- 
orado & Santa F6 will be linked to the Atchison system in Kansas. 

We regard this as a most important acquisition, both for the future of 
the Atchison system, and as afiTecting the trade and commerce of Kansas. 
Texas comprises a vast territory, large portions of which are well adapted 
to the growth of cotton. Already the production of this staple has become 
a leading feature in Texas agriculture. The conditions that prevail, viz., 
cheap lands, a favorable climate, and the low price of cereals, combine to 
render this the most profitable land product in the State. On the other 
hand, Kansas is better adapted to the growth of wheat and com. Already 
a large and constantly-increasing demand from Texas for Kansas wheat 
and flour and com, has sprung up. The Gulf, Colorado & Santa F6 traverses 
the cotton regions of that State, and the connection, between that and the 
Atchison system in Kansas will give ready and cheap access to a vast region 
which will create an ever-increasing demand for leading Kansas products. 

What Kansas needs is a market for her flour and cereals nearer home 
than is afibrded by prices based on foreign demand. We confidently expect 
that the building of a system of railroads between Texas and Kansas will 
solve that problem. 

In addition to the above, articles of incorporation have been filed in the 
States of Illinois, Iowa and Missouri, having for their object the building of 
a system of lines from several points on the Missouri river — Kansas City, 
Atchison, and St. Joseph — through Missouri and Iowa to the Mississippi 
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river, and from several points on the latter riVer leading to Chicago, to be 

operated in connection with the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6 system. 

With the completion of the line now being built to connect the Gulf, 

Colorado & Santa F6 with the Atchison system in Kansas, this State will 

have communication with Texas over two routes, the Missouri, Kansas & 

Texas, besides the one mentioned above. Doubtless others will follow in

(these constitute the shipping points on the Union Pacific Railj^ay for the above-named 
townships) to Leavenworth and Kansas City, are unjust and unreasonable, and that 
the charges made for these services performed on said railway are excessive, and we 
believe that the reductions asked for in the accompanying petitions should be made. 

We, your petitioners, therefore request said Board to inquire into the- same, and 
decide thereon as the right may appear.

PETITION. 

To the Trustees of the Townships of Dayton, Cambria, Walnut and Sm^ky View, 
County of Saline and State of Kansas: The undersigned are legal voters of and resi- 
dent within said townships, and they believe that the rate of freight tariff charged 
by the Union Pacific Railway Company, a company which operates its line of rail- 
road through each of said townships, on wheat and corn transported from Solomon 
City, New CambTia, Mentor, Assaria and Bridgeport (sliipping points on the Union 
Pacific Railway for the above-named townships) to Leavenworth and Kansas City, 
is unjust, unreasonable and excessive, and that the same should be modified and re- 
duced; and your petitioners are further of the opinion that said modified and reduced 
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charges shonld be at least two cents per bushel less on wheat and com from each of 
the above-named stations to the said Missouri river points. 

We, your petitioners, petition and requiBst that you, within a reasonable time, com- 
plain thereof to the Board of Railroad Commissioners of Kansas, and request such 
action in the premises as the facts and circumstances shall warrant and demand.

A similar petition, signed by 45 citizens of Saline county, but living in townships 
not on the line of the railroad, was presented to the Board. 

DECISION OF THE BOABD. 

The complaints from the above-named townships were presented together, and a 
like complaint from Wilson township, in Ellsworth county, was submitted at^the same 
time. These complaints are of considerable importance, and have occupied the care- 
ful and earnest attention of the Board. They allege that the freight rates on wheat 
and corn over the respondent's railroad are unreasonable, and should be reduced. 

The complainants were represented by Hon. A. P. Oollins, who presented to the 
Board an elaborate argument in writing in support of the complaints. We are 
not able to adopt all of Mr. Oollins's conclusions, and chiefly for the reason that 
we think the leading points in his argument are unsound; and since the views therein 
expressed are popularly held, and are deemed by him quite conclusive of the points 
suggested, we feel justified in examining them. One argument put forth why Kan- 
sas railroads can afford to reduce their rates, is drawn from a comparison of the 
ratio of operating expenses to earnings of a number of Kansas roads, with a like 
number of lines operating in the State of Illinois. These are set out in tabular form, 
as follows:

It is further shown that the average net earnings over operating expenses on the 
Illinois roads above, is 34.82 per cent, of gross earnings, and the average on the 
Kansas roads named is 44.68 per cent., a difference in favor of Kansas roads of 9.86 
percent. The writer then adds: **When the average Kansas railroad receives one 
dollar for services, there is 9.86 cents more of that dollar net profit to the railroad 
company than there is with the average of the best Illinois railroads. This show- 
ing does not prove the Western roads to be paupers, or even to have shared in 
the general depression of the country. The larger rate of profit is the direct result 
of higher Western rates, rates that were adjusted to a business in its infancy, and 
have not been correspondingly reduced as the circumstances and the increased 
growth of the country have demanded.'' 

The writer goes on to state: "If we compare the average proportion of earnings 
on Kansas roads in 1885 with 1884, we find the ratio of profit largely increased in 
1885 over 1884 — in 1884 it being 44.68, in 1885, 47.22. In this particular," says the 
writer, "I desire to call your attention to the fact that the Union Pacific and branches 
has led in the advance, with an increase of 10.05 cents on the dollar,. four times the 
average improvement in Kansas, showing that there is a reasonable latitude for 
granting the concession asked for in the complaint." 
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It is evident that the writer's idea is that the ability of a railroad company to 
reduce its freight rates, is to be determined from a comparison of its expenses to 
earnings, and that the ability of Kansas railroads to carry freights at as favorable 
rates as are charged on the leading lines in the State of Illinois, is to be deduced 
from the fact that the ratio of expenses to earnings is less on Kansas roads than ob- 
tains in the former State. The fact that the percentage of net earnings ta operat- 
ing expenses, on the U. P. road, were greater in 1885 than in 188i, showing an 
i^gregate redaction in expenses of $1,891,201.96, yet the net revenue received by the 
company from its business in 1885 was only $150,449.51 in excess of that received 
the year before, would seem to be sufficient to show Mr. Collins that his figures have 
led him astray. That they have, is easily deqionstrated from the examples he has 
furnished us. Take, for example, the St. L. A S. F. road, whose percentage of net 
earnings to expenses is the highest in the list of Kansas roads, and compare it with 
the road named first on the list of Illinois roads, viz., the Chicago A Alton. The 
difference is 14.04 in percentage of net earnings to expenses in favor of the Kansas 
road, or, more properly, the ratio of expenses is that much less. Yet the total earn- 
ings of the Chicago A Alton road for 1884 were $8,709,274.22, and the earnings per 
mile were $10,248.86, while the total earnings of the St. L. &i S. F. road were $4,324,- 
623.96, and the earnings per mile were $5,581.96. The net earnings per mile of the 
Alton road is $4,398.23, and the net earnings per mile of the Kansas road is 
$3,144.60. Iniitead of the Kansas road earning a profit Over the Illinois road of 
14.04 per cent., as claimed by Mr. Collins, the last-named road has a profit in its 
earnings of 28.51 per cent, in excess of the Kansas road. Both the larger percent- 
age of expenses to earninjo^s and the greater ratio of net earnings per mile of the 
Chicago & Alton road, are due to the fact that its freight traffic is very much larger. 
For instance, the per-mile tonnage on the Chicago A Alton road for 1884 was 720,903 
tons ; on the Frisco road, 260,954. Other roads in the Illinois list given above have 
a much heavier tonnage than the Chicago A Alton. 

It will be perceived that the fixed charges being substantially the same on both 
roads, the immensely greater traffic of the one can be carried at lower rates of 
charges, and still a larger aggregate profit be derived from it than the other can earn. 
The amount necessary to pay operating expenses, at the low ratio of expenses for 
1884, taxes and fixed charges per mile on the Frisco road is $4,442. Apply the rate 
per ton per mile charge on the Alton road to the tonnage of the Frisco road, and it 
will produce, together with income from all other sources, a revenue of $4,186; an 
amount insufficient to meet those necessary expenses and charges to keep the road 
in a solvent condition. 

The per-mile tonnage of the Atchison, Topeka A Santa F^ road is greater than 
the tonnage on the Frisco road, being 271,592 tons in round numbers. Its interest 
or fixed charges are also lighter. A crucial test can be obtained by applying Mr. 
Collins's oonclasions to this road. The argument is, that the percentage of expenses 
to earnings being less on the Kansas than on the Illinois road, the net profits of the 
former are larger, and therefore it can afford as favorable rates as the latter road, 
If the argument is worth anything, the rates should be lower. To pay operating ex- 
penses, taxes and fixed charges, the Santa F6 road must earn $5,135.52 per mile. 
The Chicago A Alton rate, charged upon the tonnage of the Santa ¥6 road, and 
earnings from all other sources in 1884, would produce a revenue of $4,785.29, an 
amount insufficient to keep the road out of bankruptcy. 

If this is true of the Atchison road, it is so to a greater degree as to all other roads 
in Kansas^ and it is a matter of the simplest demonstration that if the Kansas roads 
were compelled to accept the freight rates of the leading lines operating in Illinois, 
the fires in every locomotive in Kansas would soon be quenched. The reason is that 
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the freight traffic npon the lUinois roads, in the list cited, is from 100 to 300 per 
cent, greater than upon the best-paying roads in Kansas. 

As the traffic increases the rate declines. Such has been the case in the past. 
For instance, the rate per ton per mile on the Atchison road in 1874, was 3.04 cents' 
in 1884-85, 1.53 cents, a redaction of one-half. This has been brought abont grad- 
ually, by increase of traffic. 

A wholesale dealer whose annnal sales amount to a million dollars will make an 
aggregate profit of f 50,000, upon a margin of five per cent., while a retail dealer 
whose sales amount to f 100,000 will net, upon the same margin, but f 5,000. And if 
rents, interest, or other fixed charges upon the business, should be the same as to 
each, and form a considerable item, as is the case with all railroads, the retail dealer 
would soon find his margin disappear, and himself swept into bankruptcy. 

In discussing the rights of stockholders, Mr. OoUins obseryes: 

" There are several propositions whose truth I believe to be self-evident, which 
ought to be applied to this discussion: 

^^First, A railroad company ought to receive a net profit equal to a fair rate of 
interest on the cash judiciously invested by the company. 

^^Second, A railroad company is not entitled to an income on the investment of 
other people. 

^^ Third, The stock of a railroad company, taken at the price received by the com- 
pany for it, should represent the cash investment of the company. 

"FourtJi, The bonds of the company represent the money borrowed by the com- 
pany, and for which the company is in debt." 

These propositions are followed by an elaborate discussion of the waste, reckless- 
ness and frauds connected with the construction of the Pacific railroads — all of which 
is true enough, and has become a familiar and melancholy part of the history of the 
country; but in the present aspect of things it does not materially affect the producer 
or shipper. If the Pacific road were in a situation where it could lev^ arbitrary rates 
upon the business it did, the amount of its stock issues would possess a material 
concern for the shipper or producer, but it is not. It is paralleled by other rail- 
roads on both sides of it, built subsequently, and upon a much cheaper scale, and 
the Pacific road is compelled to accept the rates which will suffice to maintain these, 
and this it must do whether in the struggle it shall survive or perish. Besides, if a 
railroad company is unable to earn enough money from its business to pay dividends 
upon its stock, which seems to be the case with the Pacific road at the present time, 
it can piake no difference to the producer or shipper whether its stock is one or fifty 
millions of dollars. 

Recurring to the four propositions above, it may be remarked that their self-evi- 
dent character can best be seen upon paper, but would presently vanish if an at- 
tempt were made to build railroads upon the faith of them. They are true only as 
to those forms of investment in which there is absolutely no uncertainty and no risk; 
investments in public securities, for example, the interest and principal being assured 
to the investor without trouble or concern on his part. In all active business enter- 
prises something more than " a profit equal to a fair rate of interest on the cash 
judiciously invested," is expected, to compensate for the risks, uncertainties and 
vicissitudes of the business. This is especially true of railroad investments, since 
these are recognized as the most uncertain and hazardous of all forms of investment 
offered to the public. 

It is quite impossible to foresee what will be the outcome of any projected rail- 
road enterprise, whether it will prove profitable or the reverse, or whether those who 
embark their capital in it will get it back or the interest on it. If it should turn out 
unprofitable, the money invested in the enterprise cannot be withdrawn and turned 
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to more profitable acootmt in some other form of investment: it is planted per- 
manently in the railroad. Even if it should sncoeed and the investment become a 
paying one, the road may be paralleled by other lines, its business be divided, and 
the valne of the investment become impaired or destroyed by rendering the opelra- 
tion of the road unprofitable. Within the past five years a great many millions of 
dollars of railroad securities have been rendered worthless from this last source 
alone, in the United States. 

The legitimate cost of a railroad is not represented by the amount of actual cash 
put into it, but the amount of securities it has been necessary to part with to obtain 
the cash with which to build it. The only resources open to4i railroad company to 
raise money with which to build its road are, the sale of its stock or bonds, or both. 
Those who advance their money upon the faith of this class of securities know that 
they incur all the uncertainties and hazards named above, and others which cannot 
he foreseen. The less promising the project appears to be, the less will the securities 
command in the market, and the cost of the road will be enhanced in proportion to 
the depreciation of the securities. These are the conditions upon which railroads have 
been built in the past, and the only conditions upon which they can be built in the 
future, and for the sufELcient reason that the elements of uncertainty and risk can 
never be eliminated from the business. 

It is therefore a practical maxim with all prudent men, who invest money in haz- 
ardous enterprises, to demand compensating advantages to cover, if possible, the 
chances of loss. These chances are of course speculative, and will not admit of be- 
ing reduced to the equivalent of self-evident propositions on paper. 

Then, again, these investments being attended with more than ordinary risks, as 
a rule men are not willing to hazard a large amount of individual capital in them ; 
they absorb comparatively small sums from numerous persons scattered over the 
country, and residing abroad. The great mass of those whose small sums are in- 
vested in railway shares have no direct voice in the management of the property. 
It may or may not be honestly and judiciously managed. If not, their interests will 
suffer. The temptation to use this species of property for speculative purposes, in 
which use the interests of the shareholders are lost sight of, is greater than surrounds 
Any other. And this is another element of uncertainty and risk which is considered 
in making this class of investments. 

Aside from these views presented in the argument submitted to the Board, which 
we have commented on, there are matters stated that deserve serious consideration, 
and they are by no means free from difficulty. 

It is shown that at present prices of grains, there is little or no margin of profit 
for the producer. It can hardly be expected that the present low prices will long 
continue. The large profits until recently realized upon cereal productions, caused 
the opening up of extensive new wheat areas in this and other countries, and stimu- 
lated cereal productions to an extraordinary degree. This, with unprecedented good 
crops a year ago in all wheat-growing regions, created a vast surplus. That surplus 
is being reduced by various causes — change of crops, and short harvests in portions 
of the wheat regions — and with the restoration of the normal equilibrium of supply 
to consumption, the former prices may be shortly in great measure restored; per- 
haps not fully, except in seasons of unusual scarcity. But there has been a general 
fall in prices in other departments of production, and this furnishes some compen- 
sation to the agricultural producer. 

When it comes to considering suggestions to divide the reduction of the pro- 
ducer's profits between him and the carrier, a new order of questions arises. The 
farmer may change his tillage when one crop becomes unprofitable, and other forms 
of business capital may be changed from one investment to another — not always, it 
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is trnef without inconyenienoe and Iobb. Bnt with railroads it is different; neither 
the oharaoter of the business nor the investment admits pf the slightest change. The 
expenses and other charges incident to their existence and managemenjt remain sub- 
stantisJly the same from year to year. Measures of economy when applied to these 
works mean the turning of hundreds of men out of employment, whose labor is 
necessary to keep them in an efficient state of repair, and increased jeopardy to 
those who use them. 

Of course, a railroad company that is neither earning nor paying dividends to 
its stockholders is making no profits to divide. The monthly reports of the Union 
Paoii^c road show a very considerable falling-off of net earnings as compared with 
corresponding months of last year. This, coupled with the fact that the corn tariff 
now in force on that road from stations to its eastern termini is lower than the 
like local corn tariffs on leading lines in most of the Western States, and as low as 
the lowest in the country, would seem to be sufficient to preclude a condemnation of 
it by us as unreasonable and excessive. We present here for purposes of comparison, 
rates copied from the tariff sheet of the Chicago A Alton road, between stations in 
Illinois and Chicago, and rates for like distances from stations in Kansas to Leaven- 
worth and Kansas City.

Coming now to an examination of the wheat rate, a number of questions present 
themselves. It is claimed, in the argument presented to the Board, ihat, in the 
present condition of things, the wheat rate is both excessive and unjustly discrim- 
inative against the western portion of the State. An examination of the scale upon 
which the tariff is constructed, would seem to give support and countenance to the 
latter part of the charge. It is true that, on the other side, it is urged that the 
wheat rate on the eastern end of the lines running east and west in Kansas, is nom- 
inal merely, that no wheat is shipped east from stations upon that portion of the 
roads, and that, this being the case, the discrimination is in appearance only, and 
not real. While it must be admitted that there is great force in this argument, it is 
nevertheless clearly apparent to the Board, that the fact that the scale of rates on 
wheat rises in unequal ratio as it approaches what is known as the wheat belt of the 
State, has been and continues to be the source of irritation and complaint. 

Compared with the wheat tariffs of leading roads, operating from Chicago west 
through Iowa, Wisconsin and Minnesota, in force upon such roads in those States 
for distances from Chicago, the tariff of the Union Pacific for similar distances from 
Leavenworth and Kansas City, the wheat tariff of the latter road cannot be said to 
be absolutely unreasonable and excessive, provided the tariffs of the other roads fur- 
nish a criterion of reasonableness. 
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That thej do, oonsidered with reference to the volame and conditions of traffic, 
is generally conceded. The roads operating in Kansas run through a newer and less 
popnlons territory, and the conditions of traffic are less favorable than obtain in 
those older States named. 

We append tables of rates taken from the wheat tariff of respondent's road, and 
the like tariffs from several leading lines operating through the States named:

It will be seen that the difference is not very material. But we feel bound to 
consider other questions in this connection, which possess, in our judgment, an im- 
portant bearing upon the matter.

The lands in the middle 
and more western portions of the State are perhaps better adapted to the growth of 
wheat than the other cereals. It is* a product which, so long as it continues to be 
produced in large quantities, must, or the larger portion of it, be carried long dis- 
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tances over railroads. It is a product of great yalae to the people, and it furnishes 
a lUrge volume of trafELo to the railroads. Under favorable conditions, it is quite cer- 
tain that the wheat-producing area in Kansas will be extended with the settlement 
of new lands, now going on so rapidly; lands, too, even less adapted to corn than 
those within the present wheat belt. It is, on the 'other hand, in the highest de^ee 
probable that, under conditions similar to those that now exist, the production of 
wheat will rapidly decline in the State, with consequent detriment to its prosperity, 
and loss to railroads. 

We have already noticed the fact that the larger the volume of traffic over a rail- 
road, the less the rate of transportation charge may be. This results from the fact 
that the expenses incident to handling an increasing volume of traffic do not in- 
crease in the same ratio as the traffic. We believe it is regarded as good policy to 
supply, so f^r as railroads may be able and can safely do so, those conditions which 
will stimulate production. The Board are of the opinion that the time has arrived 
when something in this direction should be attempted. We believe that a revision 
of the wheat tariff, in the direction indicated in the argument of Mr. OoUins, would 
materially aid in restoring a drooping industry. 

With corn, the conditions are materially different. The tariff is already a low 
one. The price of it is not so dependent upon a foreign demand, as wheat, nor yet 
is it so universal a product. Its price can be better regulated for that reason, since 
supply can more readily adapt itself to the demands of consumption. 

We are aware of the fact that there is little or no wheat to be moved at the pres- 
ent time, and for this reason, and others which we will presently mention, the Board 
refrain from indicating the precise extent to which revision should be made. Revi- 
sion upon one road penetrating the western wheat belt, will affect others operating 
to the western part of the State. It is but just that they should be heard, and their 
interests be considered, before a final ruling upon the matter fixing rates by the Board. 
Besides, to afford to the people the full measure of benefit arising from such revi- 
sion, it must extend to a point which the powers of the Board do not reach. We 
further think it of the first importance that care should be taken to protect and fos- 
ter home industries. The more of our own wheat we are able to convert into a higher 
product, by mills within our own borders, the less will our farmers become the sport 
of buUs and bears upon 'Change. 

In accordance with these views, the Board will take such appropriate and timely 

measures as may be necessary to reach such a revision as may be most desirable and 
useful.

For the purpose of a further discussion of the question of a general reduction of 
the rates on grain, the Board called a meeting of the companies, as appears in the 
following letter, a copy of which was addressed to the companies interested:

«/. 8, TebheUSy Esq,, Assistant Chneral Freight Agent, Union Pacific Railway Co,^ 
Kansas Oity, Mo. — Deab Sib: On the Slst of December last, this Board rendered a 
decision upon the complaint of the trustees of certain townships in Saline county, 
Kansas, against your company, the Union Pacific Railway, alleging the transporta- 
tion rates on grain on said road were too high. In this decision the Board expressed 
the opinion that a revision of existing rates might be mutually advantageous to rail- 
roads and shippers, but that, inasmuch as any revision which might be effected would 
affect other lines in the State, the Board deemed it advisable to invite the gentlemen 
conducting the freight departments of the principal roads concerned, to meet them 
at their office in Topeka for the purpose of taking up and canvassing the question 
in all its bearings, and arriving at just and satisfactory conclusions. 
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For this purpose the Board invite you to meet them at their ofELoe on the 10th 
day of June, 1886. 

Hoping that nothing will interrene to prevent your attendance,

After further hearing and consideration of the matter, the Board issued the following 

DECISION. 

To S. R. Callaway f Esq., Oerieral Manager of the Union Pacific Railway — Deab 
Sib : In the matter of complaints received by this Board, some time ago, from the 
townships of Dayton, Cambria, Walnut and Smoky View, in Saline county, Kansas, 
relative to rates charged on grain transportation over your road, in this State, the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners desire to make a final disposition of it. As you 
wiU remember, the subject of these complaints was discussed by us at some length, 
on the 31st of December last, and the views of the Board stated in a general way. 
For reasons then stated, the matter was deferred for a time, to be taken up subse- 
quently by the Board, in conjunction with your and ofher companies whose tariffs 
would be immediately affected by a change in the grain rates, as foreshadowed by 
us. Two successive conferences have been held by the Board with the gentlemen 
representing the freight departments of the Union Pacific, Atchison, Topeka A 
Santa F^, and Central Branch roads, but without reaching a satisfactory result. 
The Board, after hearing the views of those gentlemen, took the matter under ad- 
visement, and have since carefully reviewed and considered the matters involved and 
the views heretofore expressed by tis.

The price of 
it is not so dependent upon a foreign demand as wheat, nor yet is it so universal a product. Its price 
can be better regulated for that reason, since supply can more readily adapt itself to the demands of 
consumption. 
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" We are aware of the fact that there is little or no wheat to be moTed at the present time, and for 
this reason, and others which we will presently mention, the Board refrain from indicating the pre- 
cise extent to which revision should be made. Revision upon one road penetrating the western wheat 
belt, will affect others operating to the western part of the State. It is but just that they should be 
heard and their interests be considered, before the final ruling upon the matter fixing rates by the Board. 
Besides, to aflfbrd to the people the full measure of benefit arising fix>m such revision, it must extend 
to a point which the powers of the Board do not reach. We further think it of the first in^portance 
that care should be taken to protect and foster home industries. The more of our own wheat we are 
able to convert into a higher product by mills within our own borders, the less will our farmers become 
the sport of bulls and bears upon 'Change. 

*' In accordance with these views, the Board will take such appropriate and timely measures as 
may be necessary to reach such a revision as may be most desirable and useful." 

Since these views were expressed, the conditions then prevailing have not under- 
gone material change, nor are they likely to. The production of food-substances has 
increased the past few years in a greater ratio than population. This is especially 
true of wheat. It is estimated that the territory in wheat cultivation has doubled in 
the United States and the British colonies outside of India within the past fourteen 
years, and in addition, large areas of land have been opened up to the cultivation of 
the same cereal in the last-named country. That production has very largely over- 
taken consumpjtion of wheat, is evident from the rapid and persistent decline in 
ruling prices. The cheapening processes which have been introduced into other de- 
partments of productive industry by labor-saving devices, and hy arming machinery 
with increased power, have had the effect of turning a constantly-augmenting in- 
crement of lahor to agricultural pursuits. What we have seen going on in Kansas 
for the past few years must, from the force of circumstances, continue indefinitely 
until all the land available within her borders has been turned to cultivation, viz., the 
rapid settlement of the country. The greater number of those who come to the 
West and take up small homestead tracts are persons of small means, whose circum- 
stances require that they shall turn their lands to the readiest available account, and 
in most instances that is the raising of wheat. This cereal, besides being more read- 
ily marketed, is less, subject to those vicissitudes and risks incident to corn, which 
upon the higher lands of the Western plains must, as a rule, encounter the drouths 
of the later summer months before reaching maturity. For this reason, it is highly 
probable that the lands in the western part of the State, which are absorbing a rap- 
idly increasing population, will prove better adapted to the raising of small grains 
than to corn. The experience of the past few years in the West confirms the truth 
of these observations. 

These lands are so remote from market, or the commercial centers where the 
price is fixed, that at prices which rule, and have ruled for a considerable time past, 
and which conations point out must continue to prevail in the future, the raising of 
wheat hardly pays for the cost of the labor and seed expended in its production. 
Yet it is, and from inexorable conditions prevailing must long continue to be, one 
of the leading productions of the State. For the purpose of relieving the situation 
to some extent, and to the end that the production of so valuable a commodity may 
not decline, we have deemed it quite imperative upon us to ask some changes in the 
wheat tariff. We are aware that the changes we indicate are not of a sweeping 
character. They will not compensate for the decline in prices; this would be im- 
possible. But we are convinced that they will be of material assistance, and work no 
material detriment to the freight traffic of railroads. 

It has been urged as an objection to this proposed revision, that a reduction in the 
freight charge would not benefit the producer. It however has never been made 
clear to us who would, if the producer would not, get the benefit of it. It is evident 
that, if the producer could fix the price of his own grain, the buyer or consumer 
would have to pay the cost of transportation to the place of consumption. But the 
price is fixed for him by the dealer at remote commercial centers, and thb value of 
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the product is the price thus fixed less the^cost of getting it there. And the current 
price at any point is rnled by the price at the place where the world's surplus is 
bought for consumption, less the cost of transportation to such ultimate point. 

With respect to the products of manufacture, the rule seems to be different, or at 
any rate different in its operation. As to these, it is more easy to base price on cost 
of production, including a reasonable expectation of profit on working capital, and 
accordingly the consumer pays the freight charge from the place of production to 
that of consumption, and reductions in the rate of the latter will not, as a rule, serve 
to enhance profit, but cheapen the commodity. It is not to be denied that the price 
of wheat may be affected in the same manner; but it must be borne in mind that 
wheat is a universal product, and nothing short of a general reduction in freight 
rates upon it from all sources of supply would produce that result. And, further, 
that being a product of universal supply and demand, and much the larger number 
of those engaged in ^riculture are so employed as a means of utilizing their own 
labor and obtaining a subsistence, without direct regard to profits on capital invested, 
it is quite impracticable to adjust the price of such a commodity as wheat to cost of 
production and profit. It can only be regulated by the relative supply and demand. 
Hence its price diminishes in proportion to its remoteness from the place where the 
price is fixed upon the surplus for consumption; and such remoteness is more forc- 
ibly represented by the aggregate cost of getting the wheat there, than by the mere 
distance from that place to the fields where it is harvested. Measured by this rule, 
the western Kansas wheat fields are among the most distant in the world from the 
market that creates prices, which, within narrow limits, rules the wheat product of 
the globe. • 

It is urged as a further objection to reduction of rate, that such reduction would 
have a tendency to accelerate the movement of grain to commercial centers, and 
lower prices. Ordinarily such a result might be anticipated, but not when the price 
was already too low to cover cost of production, nor unless the reduction was very 
considerable. 

Under existing conditions we regard it as inevitable that the cultivation of wheat 
must decline in this State, notwithstanding the land is well adapted to the growth of 
that cereal; and it is equally certain that there is nothing to take the place of wheat 
upon a large area of Kansas^ available to the farmer of small means, cultivating 
small farms, or that could furnish to railroads anything near the same bulk of valu- 
able freight. 

To avert such a result, which must be considered alike disastrous to the farming 
interest and to railroads, we deem it necessary, after a careful survey of the situation, 
that some reasonable concession should be made in the rate on wheat. 

We have prepared and submit herewith a schedule of rates which we deem fair 
and reasonable, and which we think should be adopted on the Kansas Division of the 
Union Pacific road. 

We have also suggested and recommended a few changes in the corn tariff, chiefly, 
however, with a view of rendering the scale more even and equal, and these we also 
recommend be adopted. 

ToPEKA, August 10, 1886. 

A similar opinion was certified to the general managers of the Atchison, Topeka 
k Santa F^ and Central Branch (Union Pacific) railroads, applicable to those roads. 

The schedules of rates submitted by the Board to the companies for adoption, 
are presented below. 

These schedules of rates were, with several modifications of an important char- 
acter, adopted by the several companies named, and put into effect on October 1, 1886. 

The changes in the distance tariff recommended, the Board consented to withhold 
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for the present. These rates only affect small shipments, short distances, and can 
in no instance exceed the maximum through rate.

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COMPLAINTS REGARDING MANNER OF MAKING OUT EXPENSE BILLS ON THE SOUTH- 
ERN KANSAS RAILWAY. 

ToPEKA, April 2, 1886. 

C. W, Smith, Esq., OenH Manager A, T, dt S, F. R. R,, Topeka, Ka^. — Deab Stb: 
Several complaints have oome to this Board frora Ottawa, Emporia and other points 
along and npon the Southern Kansas Eailway, to the effect that the expense bills 
issued by that road and receipted to shippers, fail to show the local rate, and the 
freight and back charges separately. Shippers making these complaints haye sent 
to ns expense bills for freight charges on goods carried over the Southern Kansas 
road and its eastern connections, in which only the weight and total charges are 
given. In such cases, unless the shipment was made upon a through bill and upon 
one through rate, the shipper cannot readily determine whether he has been correctly 
charged, or that the amount has been correctly computed from the rates successively 
charged upon the different lines. 

The A. T. & S. F. bills give the weight, rate, freight and charges in separate items, 
and this we take to be sufficient and correct. 

Upon a through bill given to consignor, upon which was expressed a single rate 
or charge for the whole service from the initial point of shipment to final destina- 
tion, no such requirement could operate, for the simple reason that there is but one 
item to be charged, and the shipper can ascertain from the shipping bill whether the 
true amount has been taxed up in the expense bill, the divisions of the earnings to 
the respective companies engaged in the business not being material. 

But upon a through bill, upon which the shipment takes the local rate of two or 
more roads, the rule of separate statement of rate, freight and back charges applies. 
Upon expense bills for merely local shipments, the bills should in all cases show the 
weight, rate, and freight. 

We trust you will make the change indicated in the expense bills issued by the 
Southern Kansas road.

In further reply to your communication of the 2d inst., covering one Atchison and 
two Southern Kansas expense bills, with copy of a complaint from A. M. Blair A Co., 
of Emporia, to the effect that the Southern Kansas Railway does not show the divi- 
sions on their expense bills: 

I have investigated this matter carefully, and Mr. Hynes, our General Freight 
Agent of the Southern Kansas Division, as also Mr. Goddard on behalf of both the 
Atchison and Southern Kansas companies, assure me that this question was before 
your body some time ago, and in considering it, it was your opinion that where 
through rates were quoted, it would be advisable not to have the divisions shown on 
the expense bills. 

I understand that your Honorable Board has rendered a decision in a case in 
which the St. Louis & San Francisco and A. T. & S. F. were interested, to the effect 
that the divisions of a rate between two or more lines is a matter that does not con- 
cern the public, so long as no overcharges exist in the through rate. 

Upon all expense bills for local shipments, which of course cover all freight for- 
warded from Kansas City proper, the total charges upon the expense are our charges, 
and consignees therefore have all the information desired upon such shipments. 
Where shipments are consigned from the east and rates on the same are not quoted 
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beyond Kansas City, it is the understanding among the Atchison Company's ofELcers 
that the Atchison local rates shall be shown separately. 

I will see that Mr. Hynes and his subordinates haye the same understanding as to 
the Southern Kansas.

Board has had under consideration the question propounded in your favor of April 

22d, to wit: 

"The K. C, F. S. & G. Rid., which is a competitor of ours between, say Fort Scott and Parsons, make 
a roand-trip rate between those points ten per cent, less than the doable local. Under these circum- 
stances, can we consistently meet their rate between these points, and quote a round-trip rate applying 
only between these stations, without violation of the statutes against discrimination, inasmuch as we 
do not make this rate between other stations? " 

I am directed to say, that questions of unjust discrimination are so varied that 
they can only be determined by the facts bearing upon each particular case. The 
Board can therefore answer your question only by saying, that they see at the present 
time no objections to your making a round- trip rate at less than double the local 
rates. Care must be taken, however, in doing so, not to establish a rate between 
given points that would unjustly discriminate against other points. 

The simple fact of placing on sale round-trip tickets at a less rate than double the 
local rate between certain stations, and refusing to place them on sale between cer- 
tain other stations, would not, of itself, constitute an unjust discrimination.

Mr, E, J, Turner, Secretary State Board Bailroad Commissionera, Topeka, Kansas — 
Deab Sib: I have your letter of 29th ultimo, transmitting copy of complaint and 
petition of the Mayor, Council, and citizens of Chapman, relative to stopping train 
201 at that station. 

In reply thereto, I will quote from my letter of May 18th to Geo. E. Snyder, city 
clerk, in reference to the same matter, which I think covers the ground fully: "We 
cannot stop train 201 at Chapman regularly and make our schedule time. We are 
straining a point now to stop No. 202 at that point; and should we be obliged to 
reduce the speed of train 201 to six miles per hour through stations, we would be 
obliged to make fewer stops with train 202, as, you understand, if we have to run 
slower, meeting-points will have to be changed, and the time will have to be made up 
by making fewer stops. You are entirely mistaken about this train running faster 
through Chapman than between stations, as from personal observation and records, 
I find it is not a fact; and I have a speed recorder that indicates the time this train 
is making.'' Respectfully yours, J. O. Bbinkbbhoff, Superintendent 

DECISION. 

This is a complaint made by the Mayor and Council of Chapman, that the daily 
passenger train No. 201, on the Union Pacific Railroad, runs through said city with- 
out stopping, and at a rate of speed dangerous to the safety of life and property, 
frightening teams and causing them to break loose and run away. That the failure 
of the train to make stops at this point is a direct discrimination against the town. 
The petitioners, who, besides the Mayor and Council, are quite numerous, request 
that the Board take some action toward having passenger train No. 201, west-bound, 
stop at that station each day. 

We have received from time to time similar requests from other points along the 
same railroad, the greater number of which we have felt constrained to deny. As we 
do not in this case feel that we should be justified in making an order as broad and 
full as asked for, chiefly for reasons heretofore expressed, we deem it sufficient to 
state the substance of those reasons here. 

The Kansas Division of the Union Pacific Railway is an inter-state railway. The 
chief purpose for which the Pacific roads were built was to serve a larger public than 
that bounded by State lines. It is the duty of these roads, while affording reason- 
able accommodations to local traffic and travel, to provide for the expeditious tran- 
sit of passengers and freight over the western half of the continent. The passenger 
train No. 201 is run primarily for the accommodation of through travel. It is run 
upon a time schedule that requires rapid speed, and that is requisite to meet close con- 
nections at termini. To make stops at all stations would require the abandonment 
of the schedule, in which case through travel would fail of their connections, and be 
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detained and delayed in their jonrneys, or else a considerable increase in the speed 
of trains, which, if attainable, would add very mnch to the present jeopardy of travel 
by rail. 

Besides, the through traffic and travel is the subject of qnite sharp competition 
between several rival lines, each of which attains a high rate of speed by omitting 
stops at all smaller stations. To require one of the roads working in this competi- 
tive business to stop at all stations while the others do not, would be depriving it of 
the ability to maintain itself in the competitive race. 

There is a local passenger train passing each way and stopping at Chapman sta- 
tion each day, but, it is true, at quite inconvenient times. Then again, passengers 
for Chapman on 201 are required to lay over at the next station east or west until 
the next train that makes regular stops arrives there. This is inconvenient and 
vexations to them. But it must be borne in mind that, in arranging the service on 
a great line of railroads, it is impossible to arrange for the highest convenience of 
each individual whose pleasure or necessity may lead to the employment of these 
facilities. Individual convenience must, of course, in this as in every other public 
agency, give way to that of the greatest number. 

Chapman is a town having quite a rapid growth, and as it continues to grow the 
inconvenience of present arrangements will be more sensibly felt ; and it seems 
almost inevitable that some additional accommodations will be needed there at no 
very distant day. At present the Board cannot see its way clear to require regular 
stops of train 201 at that station; but, owing to the growing importance of the 
place, we recommend the company to arrange, if practicable, for stopping that 
train at that station when signaled. But this we feel bound to leave to the judg- 
ment of the railroad company. 

With reference to the other matter, viz., the rapid speed of the train through the 
town, we feel constrained to give considerable weight to this complaint. 

The railroad track runs through the middle of the town, and through the midst of 
the business houses, and thf most thickly inhabited portion. We cannot but appre- 
ciate the commotion which a flying train will create when passing in close proximity 
to standing teams unaccustomed to the sight, and the danger to both life and prop- 
erty which this involves. We think the request to have the train run on a slower rate 
of speed through the town is reasonable, and ought to be granted; and in accordance 
with this judgment of the Board, it is recommended to the company that the speed 
of train 201, when run through without stopping, be run on a reduced speed — say 
10 miles per hour, while passing through the town of Chapman.

Sm: Acknowledging receipt of yonr favor of October 12th, we do not find the in- 
dosnres referred to therein. 

The. memorandum of rates we forwarded you in onr letter of 11th shows, as we 
understand, the rates now in effect from Fort Scott to points on the St. L., Ft. S. A 
W. road are less than the Commissioners^ figures, and we understand from the ruling 
contained in your favor that it will require the usual sixty days' notice in order to 
reach the Commissioners' figures, if we desire to put them into effect. We particu- 
larly note closing sentence in your favor, advising that it should be distinctly under- 
stood that if we raise our rates, it will not be with the authority and sanction of your 
Board. We do not understand that it requires either the authority or sanction of 
the Board of Bailroad Commissioners to increase to the Commissioners' rates any 
figures which are now less, but if we interpret your letter correctly, we fail to ap- 
preciate why you would refuse to countenance an increase in the rates to the figures 
which have been named by your Board as those which can be charged by the com- 
pany for the service referred to.

Deab Sib: Replying to your favor of the 15th inst., having reference to coal rates 
on the St. L., F. S. & W. R. R., in which you quote from the letter of the Board ad- 
dressed to you, of the 12th inst., to wit, '^ that it should be distinctly understood that, 
if you raise your rates, it will not be with the authority and sanction of the Board," 
and thereupon inquire the reasons of the Board withholding its sanction from an 
increase in the rates to the figures which have been named by them, I am specific- 
ally instructed by the Board to inform you of their reasons. These reasons are : 

Ist. The Board has not proposed, recommended or established any general coal 
tariff applying to all the railroads of Kansas, nor has it the power to do so. 

2d. It h£is confined itself so far to declaring, upon complaint made to it by the 
parties authorized by law to make complaint, whether or not the rates complained of 
were, under the facts and circumstances of that particular case, fair, just, or reason- 
able, and stating its judgment with reference to what rates upon the road com- 
plained of would, under such facts and circumstances, be reasonable. 

3d. No complaint has come to the Board requiring its judgment upon or inter- 
ference with any rates on the St. Louis, Ft. Scott & Wichita Railroad. The rates here- 
tofore prescribed for that road have been those devised and established by the officers 
of the road exclusively. 

4th. There is not now, and has not been in the past, uniformity in coal freight 
rates on the railroads of Kansas. The maintenance of such uniformity in that class 
of rates seems to be fraught with most serious detriment to many important local 
interests, owing to the difference in cost of mining, and quality of coal in different 
localities affecting price. Whenever the Board has been called upon to consider the 
question of coal rates, these matters have been kept in mind. It has resulted that the 
same road may have several classes of rates on coal, and one of these classes, perhaps 
the highest rate, might or might not be a fair criterion of what rates would be rea- 
sonable on another railroad. 

5th. We do not agree to have rates quoted as ours unless we have directly pre- 
scribed them, and we do not think that it follows that, under the restricted authority 
conferred upon the Board, its judgment as to what rates may be reasonable in one 
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place gives sanction and authority for the establishment of the same rates in every 
place. 

The Board further states that you are correct in your Understanding that you do 
not require the authority or sanction of the Board to raise your rates, sitice the Com- 
missioners have never been called on to interfere with or revise any rates on that 
road. The matter is so far solely in your hands, subject, as we conceive, only to 
future inquiry and examination upon proper complaint.

Yours of April 1st, 1886, to hand and noted. We made complaint under these facts: 
We had heard of such being done, but knew nothing definite until Mr. Schell, sales- 
man for Wyeth Hardware & Manufacturing Co., of St. Joseph, Mo., was here and 
offered us nails, and stated that he had sold two car-loads at Newton and the Missouri 
Pacific offered them a discount of 25 per cent, off regular car rates. The parties 
there went to the A. T. So S. F., and they made them the same offer. Mr. Schell also 
stated that any time we wanted it he would make an affidavit to that effect. 

On February 11th we were in Kansas City buying spring stock of implements 
and hardware. We called on the U. P. Railroad freight agent, and asked for car 
rates on implements to Newton. He offered a rate of 28 cents per 100; the regular 
rate to Peabody over the A. T. & S. F. is 32 cents per 100. We then went to the of- 
fice of A. T. & S. F. R. R., but could do nothing better than regular rate to Peabody, 
viz., 32 cents. Now these are the facts upon which we made complaint, as it should 
not be that Newton could get less rates than Peabody.

Messrs, Prescott db Co., Peabody, Kansas — Gentlemen: Referring to your letters 
of February 4th and April 2d, in which complaint is made against the A. T. So S. F. 
Rid. Co. of discrimination in rates on hardware and implements, as between Pea- 
body and Emporia, El Dorado, Wichita, Newton and Eureka, in which you allege 
that the dealers in these goods at the points named, except Peabody, get a rebate of 
25 per cent, on their freight bills for all freight from Missouri ^iver points, we have 
to inform you of the result of our investigation of the complaint. In response to 
a letter addressed to the Vice President and General Manager of the company, Mr. 
G. W. Smith, that officer assures the Board that ''After full investigation, I am able 
to say that we have no rates in effect that should injure the business of Peabody. 
Further than this, our traffic department assure me positively that no rebates are 
made in favor of merchants at Emporia, El Dorado, Wichita, Newton and Eureka, 
of 25 per cent, or other percentage, on freight bills for all freight from Missouri 
river points, as claimed by Prescott & Co., of Peabody." 

Under date of April 2d, you state that Mr. Schell, salesman of Wyeth Hardware 
A Manufacturing Co., of St. Joseph, Mo., informed you that he sold two cars of 
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goods at Newton, and the Missouri Pacific offered them a discount of 25 per cent, 
off regular car rate, and that the same offer was then made by the A. T. & S. F. Co. 
Yon further state that, being in Kansas City buying spring stock of implements and 
hardware, yon called on the Missouri Pacific Railroad freight agent and asked for 
car rate on implements to Newton, and that you were offered rate of 28 cents per hun- 
dred weight, and that you then went to the office of the A. T. & S. F., but could get 
nothing better than the regular rate to Peabody — 32 cts. 

From these statements it does not appear that the A. T. & S. F. road made ship- 
ments to the points named, upon which a rebate of 25 per cent, was allowed, but the 
most that appears is to the effect an offer was made to do so on a cargo of freight 
to Newton, which we infer from your letter was shipped over the Missouri Pacific 
at a reduced rate from the regular tariff. It is not impossible, however, that the 
Atchison Company has carried at reduced rates to the points named to meet the com- 
petition of a rival road, though it appears at the present time, and at the date of 
Mr. Smith's letter to the Board, viz., March 81st, that no such rebates are allowed. 

If you have additional evidence which you desire to submit, the Board will be 
pleased to receive it. 

We may say in this connection, however, that it is difficult to so regulate compe- 
tition between rival lines as to prevent hardship and discrimination to non-competi- 
tive points, and this difficulty is greatly augmented by the fact, as in this case, that 
the traffic upon which the complaint of discrimination is based originates in another 
State, where this Board has no control. We cannot but recognize it, however, as a 
wrong done to the business of localities where competition does not exist, to be cor- 
rected whenever a remedy can be applied.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas — Deab 
SiBs: I appeal to you for a railroad crossing in section 19, township 6, range 12, 
Mill Creek township, Pottawatomie county. 

The Kansas Central (U. P.) runs through my door-yard, feed-yard and pasture, 
separating my corn from my barn ; also cuts off one portion of my pasture from 
water. Now I have to cross the track from ten to twenty -five times a day ; I also 
have to often cross with one and two hundred head of stock. 

Last fall the company fenced the track through the pasture and yards. I re- 
quested them to put in a crossing with cattle-guards, but instead they put in two 
board, 6xl6-foot, shove gates, so heavy it is most impossible to operate them. Now 
if it is right and proper for me to have this kind of a crossing that I ask for, please 
see that I get it soon.

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I am directed to say that this Board has no power to render yon relief. The law 
presumed that, in the condemnation of right-of-way, yon were compensated for any 
damage to which yon were subjected. The only law relating to cattle-gnards may 
be fonnd on page 785, Compiled Laws of 1881, as follows: "At any or all points where 
any railroad crosses any public highway, the railroad company owning said railroad 
shall, without any unnecessary delay, construct good and sufficient and safe cross- 
ings.^' Bt the Boabd.

Dkab Sib: After an absence of two weeks, I find your communication of February 
11th on my desk, relating to complaint of John T. Holloway regarding freight charges 
from Thayer to points on this line. In explanation of the situation, I desire to say 
that the amount of coal shipped by Mr. Holloway is very insignificant, really not 
worthy of the consideration we have already given him. 

They have a very thin strip vein, that I judge, from the way the business is handled, 
is worked only when the farmers' teams and hands are idle and unable to do any- 
thing else. And no special rates were given them until about the fall of 1884, when 
representations were made to us by other parties, who then controlled the coal vein, 
that they were going to increase their facilities, and would be able to do a consid- 
erable business if we would make them a rate to points west of Cherry vale. Believing 
that there possibly might be an increase of this business, we gave them Cherryvale 
rates to points west, putting them on an equal footing with shippers from off the 
Frisco and Fort Scott roads. 

This accounts for the rates being so low from Thayer to Independence, and the 
apparent inconsistency between rates to that point and to points north. If Mr. 
Holloway is not satisfied with having a very low rate in that direction, and equal 
rates with Cherryvale to points north, it only remains for us to notify all parties 
concerned of the withdrawal of the rates west, to remove the inconsistency.

E, J. Turner^ Esq,^ Secretary State Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kas, 
— Deab Sib: In answer to your favor of the 26th ult., concerning complaint of Mr. 
HoUoway, I send herewith statement of rates in effect prior to 1884, and subsequent 
reductions with dates put into effect. These reductions were made at the solicita- 
tion of parties who were then stripping coal in the vicinity of Thayer, who then 
claimed that they did not do business north of that point, but that their trade would 
be west. Bovard & Dixon, of Kansas City, at this time claimed to be interested at 
this point, and Mr. Bovard was the party that spoke to me about the matter. After 
that time their rates were at all times made as low as from Cherryvale to points 
west. The discrepancy in the rates north and the less rates from Girard were not 
noticed when rates were changed, or when rat^s were put in from Girard, and I pre- 
sume have been allowed to remain unnoticed because there has been no business to 
amount to anything going to points north. 

Instead of discriminating against coal mined upon our own lines, it is certainly 
to our interest to encourage it; but, in this particular casej we do not believe coal 
exists in sufficient quantity to ever be able to compete with more extensive coal 
fields; and if our charges were reduced to the actual cost of transportation the em- 
bargo would exist. 

In order to equalize these rates, and correct discrepancies, we have to-day given 
the sixty days' notice of the withdrawal of special coal rates from Thayer and 
Morehead, and will then put in rates, not exceeding Cherryvale rates, to points 
north of Chanute, or Girard rates to points west. 

Regarding a rate of fifty cents from Thayer to Independence, as claimed by Mr. 
Holloway, will say that we have not authorized any such rate, and think he is en- 
tirely mistaken about having it. The rate we have been charging is sixty cents.

John T, Holloway , Esq., Thayer, Kansas — Deab Sib: The Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners have investigated the complaint contained in your letter to the Board, of 
the 8th of February, relative to rates on coal shipped from your mines at Thayer over 
the Southern Kansas road. 

The gist of your complaint is, that the rates on coal shipped to points north of 
Thayer are higher than to Independence, or points south and west. 

From our investigations it appears that in 1884, when the Thayer mines, now 
worked by you, were owned by other parties, a special was given on coal mined at 
Thayer to points west. This placed the rates from Thayer on the same basis as 
though the shipments commenced at Cherryvale. This gives a very low rate to In- 
dependence. This was done to put the Thayer coal on an equal footing with coal 
coming from the Fort Scott and Frisco roads, and transferred to the Southern Kan- 
sas road at Cherryvale. This was necessary in order to enable the Thayer mines to 
compete with coal from other localities coming over the other roads. 

The rates on shipments north and west beyond Independence are, as we understand, 
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in acooidanoe with the rates on the special coal tariff arranged for mines reached by 
the Southern Kansas road and its immediate connections. These rates are arranged 
with a view of affording, as near as can be done, equal advantages to all. 

The rates charged you appear to be in fair proportion to those charged to other 
mines along the road. We may add that we have compared the rates both west and 
north of Thayer with the coal rates from other Kansas mines on other lines of rail- 
road in Kansas, the Union Pacific and Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ for example, 
and we find that the rates are substantially the same for like distances, and we be- 
lieve them, under present conditions, to be fair and reasonable. 

You will, on reflection, perceive that it is unfair to compare your rate from 
Thayer to Independence with rates to points north, for the reason that the tariff is 
so arranged that the charge between . those two points is upon the distance from 
Cherryvale, and is the same as though the shipment commenced there and not at 
Thayer. 

We inclose you a comparative table, showing the rates formerly charged on coal 
shipments, compared with those now in force. By the Boabd. 



The following opinion of the Board was given in response to an inquiry addressed 
to it by Mr. Geo. H. Nettleton, General Maiiager, Ft. Scott <k Gulf Railroad. The 
nature of the inquiry and facts appear fully in the opinion: 

OPINION. 

Office Boabd of Railboad Gommissionebs, )

Mr, Geo, H, Nettleton^ General Manager K, C, Ft Scott <Sb Gulf R, R., Kansas City, 
Mo, — The letter of February 23, 1886, addressed by the railroad committee. Travel- 
ers' Protective Association, Kansas Division, to your Mr. M. L. Sargent, General 
Passenger Agent, with your inquiry indorsed thereon, is received. 

The letter states, among other things, '^ that the Travelers' Protective Associa- 
tion of the United States is an organization formed for the mutual benefit and pro- 
tection and for the advancement of the best interests of the commercial traveler. 

"As an association, it is not aggressive, but seeks to secure for traveling men, by 
eooperation and business methods, certain rights and privileges to which as a class 
they seem to be entitled. 

" The National Association is subdivided into State associations, and to each of 
these is delegated the task of securing privileges in its State for the Association at 
large. To this end, it is asked that, on the railroad with which you are connected, 
operating in the State of Kansas, the following may be put into effect: 

"First: A so-called * week-end ticket,' for the purpose of permitting traveling 
men to be at home on the Sabbath. That it shall be possible for any holder of a 
certificate of membership of the Travelers' Protective Association, to purchase, at 
any regular station, a ticket to his point of destination and return for one fare for 
the round trip, tickets to be good from the first train Saturday, and good returning 
until the last train on the Monday following. 

^^ Second: The commercial travelers' mileage tickets maybe issued to any member 
of the T. P. A. holding proper certificate of membership — 1,000 miles good for 
twelve months — at the rate of two cents per mile. 

" Third: That a permit be issued to any purchaser of a mileage ticket, if desired, 
allowing free transportation of 250 pounds of baggage." 

This is the request, after which follows an argument in support of the same. 
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This letter is referred to our Board with your indorsement thereon, in words and 

figures as follows, viz.: 

"Kansas City, Mo., March 1, 1886. 

" Respectfully referred to the Board of Bailrbad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas, for an opinion in 
regard to the request made by the Travelers' Protective Association, Feb. 23d, which asks for traveling 
men, members of the association, special rates of fare and concessions in the amount of their baggage. 
Would such concessions to a class, amount to a discrimination under the Kansas laws relating to rail- 
roads? Gbo. H. Nettlkton, General Manager," 

Of these, in their order : 

It will be seen that the ^' week-end ticket " is asked for at the price of one fare 
for the round trip, to enable traveling men belonging to this association to be at home 
on the Sabbath — i. e., to go from the point where their work ceases on Friday night, 
to their homes and return, and take np their, work again on Monday night, where 
they dropped it on Friday night previous. 

That such a concession confined to the traveling men belonging to this association 
would be an unjust discrimination within the meaning of the railroad law, can scarcely 
admit of a doubt. Section 10 provides: ''No railroad company shall charge, deviand 
or receive from any person^ company or corporation for the transportation of any 
property, or for any other service^ [ and transportation of the person is within the 
words any other service,] a greater sum than it shall at the same time charge, de- 
mand or receive from any other person, company or corporation for a Zifce service 
from the same place, OT TiTpon like condition, and under similar circumstances; and 
all concessions of rates, drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall be open to 
and allowed all persons, companies and corporations alike." 

The matter of discrimination was perhaps the most aggravating evil which induced 
the passage of the railroad law; and one of the chief aims of it was to prevent unjust 
discrimination. To allow such a concession to one traveling man because he belongs 
to a society or association and refuse it to another traveling man because he does not 
belong to such society or association, is attempting to make a distinction not recog- 
nized by the law. This association would in no sense constitute a class, even if con- 
cessions could be made to a class. The railroad company performs the same service 
for one as for the other, and from the same place; yet from the association man it 
demands for its services three cents per mile for the round-trip ticket and from the 
non-association man just double that sum. 

Then, this concession is not asked as a part of the business of the traveling man. 
This week-end ticket is used for his own personal convenience, not as a business, but 
as a pleasure and recreation. If the moral influences of home and religion upon 
Sunday are good for the member of the Travelers' Protective Association, are they 
not equally as good for the traveling man not a member of that association, or for 
any man, belonging to any other association, who desires the moral and social and 
civilizing influences of home and church on that day ? 

If the concessions here asked could be granted, under the law, we see no reason 
why the bankers of Kansas, or a part of them, may not organize into a bankers' 
protective association, who, to use the language of this association " seek to secure 
for bankers, by cooperation and by business methods, certain rights and privileges 
to which as a class they seem to be entitled,'' and they may demand through their 
proper committee that they have the privilege (not allowed others) of traveling at 
a rate 'of one cent per mile. 

And why may not also the lawyers of the State organize for " mutual benefit and 
protection, and for the best interest of the lawyer," and " seek to secure for lawyers, 
by cooperation and by business methods, certain rights and privileges to which as 
a class they seem to be entitled," and ask for a half a cent a mile rate? And why 
may not, upon this same principle, the farmers of the State combine, and for 
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"mntnal benefit and protection," Ac, and '*by cooperation and business methods," 
Ac., secure certain rights and privileges to which as a class they seem to be entitled, 
Ac? And if all these things may be nnder the law, then has not the law entirely 
failed in its object of preventing nnjast discriminations? For the railroad com- 
pany in each case performs precisely the same service from the same place for each 
person of these several classes, and for which service in each case it demands and 
receives a different compensation. 

With a little reflection, illustrations may be multiplied indefinitely. We think, 
however, we have pursued the. subject so far that the injustice of a special con- 
cession to this association is apparent. Any concession which is based on a prin- 
ciple which leads to such results as we have suggested cannot be based on a sound 
interpretation of the law. Tou cannot make one rate for a traveling man, another 
for a banker, another for a lawyer, and another for a farmer. This is unjust dis- 
crimination within the meaning and intent of the railroad law. Concessions of 
rates may be made, but only on the condition stated in the law, that they shall be 
open to and allowed all persons^ companies and corporations alike. 

What has been said in regard to the first request, for a week-end ticket, will apply 
with equal force to the second request, for travelers' mileage tickets — 1,000-mile 
tickets; and to the third request, for permits allowing free transportation of 250 
pounds of baggage. 

The first section of the railroad law fixes a maximum passenger rate, and section 
ten is intended to prevent discriminations in both passenger and freight transporta- 
tion; and is intended to put all persons requiring the services of a railroad company 
as a common carrier in the carriage of either passengers or freight, or for any other 
service, upon an equal footing — and these two sections must be construed together. 

In what has been said in this opinion, we confine ourselves wholly to points which 
are within the State of Kansas — i. e., where the concessions asked are not inter-state 
in their character; and in this we have not overlooked the opinion of this Board 
given in answer to an inquiry by the A. T. &. S. F. R. R. Co., July 2, 1883. See vol. 1 
of our Reports, p. 254. 

It is the opinion of this Board, then, that the concessions asked cannot be granted 
to the members of the Travelers' Protective Association, without making them open 
to all persons alike. By Obdbb of the Boabd. 



INQtjIRY BY THE UNION PACIFIC RAILWAY COMPANY RELATIVE TO THE SALE OF 

LAND EXPLOREEIS' TICKETS. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 11, 1886. 
Judge James Humphrey, Chairman State Board of Railroad Commissioners^ To- 
peka, Kansas — Deab Sib: In order to secure emigration to Kansas, several years ago 
the Kansas railway lines requested their eastern connections to place on sale in their 
various ticket offices round-trip land explorers' tickets to points in Kansas, at re- 
duced rates. These tickets were called land explorers' tickets. Each one of the 
Kansas lines selected one point on their line to which these land explorers' tickets 
should be placed on sale. The point designated on our Kansas division was Abilene. 
The principal lines west of Buffalo and Pittsburg have these tickets on sale at re- 
duced rates. The majority of the people who purchase these tickets wish to go far- 
ther west on our line to purchase or take up land. Would it be a violation of that 
part of the railroad law against discrimination, for this company to instruct our agent 
at Abilene to sell holders only of these round-trip land-exploring tickets, local round 
trip excursion tickets at reduced rates to western points, and to decline to sell them 
to the general public?

E, Cornell, Esq., General Agent UnUm Pcusijic Railway Company, Kansas City, 
Missouri — Deab Sib: Your favor of 11th inst., stating that you have on sale in yari- 
ons ticket offices in the East, round- trip land explorers* tickets, terminating on your 
line at Abilene; that most of the holders of such tickets desire to go to points further 
west; and you ask if it would be a violation of the law referring to discrimination, 
if you sell the holders of such land explorers' tickets^ local round-trip excursion 
tickets at reduced rates to points west of Abilene, and decline to sell them to the 
general public. 

The opinions of the Board of Railroad Commissioners upon like questions have 
been uniformly, that so long as such tickets are offered for sale to all persons under 
like conditions and similar circumstances there would be no unjust discrimination 
in declining to sell them except upon the terms and for the purpose suggested.

For 
transferring one car-load machinery to St. L. A S. F. Rly., $5." 

I am requested to direct your attention .to the complaint of Q. R. Anderson vs. The 
Mo. Pac. Rly. Co., page 210 of the first annual report of the Board. In that case 
the Board found $2 to be a reasonable and proper switching charge, and have since 
held to that opinion, with reference to car-load freight of all kinds.

Deab Sib: Referring to yours of the 28th of September, with regard to a complaint 
from A. Kilworth, of Cherryvale, of excessive switching charges collected from him 
for one car-load of machinery from the Southern Kansas to the St. L. A S. F. Rly: 
I hand you herewith my letter to Mr. Hynes on the subject, together with his note to 
the agent at Cherryvale, and Cherryvale agent's reply. It seems that in this instance 
Mr. Kilworth's car was first switched by us to house-track, and afterwards, at his re- 
quest, sent to the St. L. A S. F. depot. I think we are justly entitled to the two 
switching charges, and Mr. Kilworth also thought so at the time, as he seems to have 
been quite willing to pay the $5 for the service. 

You will note by the letter of the agent at Cherryvale, that he asked for time to 
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oonsnlt with Mr. Hynes, and get a rate, bnt that Mr. Eilworth was in such a hnrry 
that he preferred to pay the $5. 

We should be glad to refund the $1 extra, charged by the agent, and I trust that 
yon will agree with us th^t this is a proper way to dispose of the matter under the 
oircnmstances. Yours truly, J. F. Goddabd. 

' DBGISION OF THE BOABD. 

Complainant had some mill machinery at Liberty, and also some at Cherryyale, 
which he wanted to ship to Claymore, a station on the Frisco road, in the Indian 
Territory. The stations of Liberty and Oherryvale are located upon the line of the 
respondent company^s road. The Frisco road crosses the Southern Kansas road at 
Oherryvale, where they are connected by a "Y." Complainant shipped his ma- 
chinery from Liberty to Cherry vale — 6,000 pounds; and after the car arrived at the 
last-named station, he asked the agent of the Southern .Kansas road to have the car 
switched to the Frisco Railroad, that he might load the balance of his machinery into 
it, and ship to destination in the Indian Territory. The agent was willing to grant 
the request, but did not know how much to charge for the service, and informed the 
complainant he would have to wire the General Freight Agent, at Lawrence, for in- 
structions. To do this would cause delay, and complainant being anxious to get the 
car over as soon as possible, requested agent to have the switching done, make his 
charge, and it would be paid. The agent did so, and afterwards presented a bill of 
five dollars, which was paid. Complainant thinks the charge an excessive one, and 
appeals to this Board. 

In reply to the complaint, which was referred to Mr. Goddard, the General Traffic 
Manager of the road, it was admitted that the agent at Cherryvale had overcharged 
the complainant to the amount of one dollar, and claimed that the company was 
entitled to two switching charges, viz., one for switching the car upon the side track 
at Cherryvale, there to be unloaded by complainant, and one for transferring it to 
the Frisco Railroad. Mr. Hynes, the General Freight Agent of the road, in a letter 
defending the action of the Cherryvale ^gent, presents the matter in another light. 
He says: "The rate of five dollars that had been charged Mr. Kilworth was, in the 
first place, a contract between this company and Mr. Kilworth, accepted, and the 
money paid by him at the time ; secondly, that the company performed extraordi- 
nary service in making the delivery of the car within the time desired by. Mr. Kil- 
worth." 

Upon arrival of the car at Cherryvale it was switched upon a side track desig- 
nated as "wagon track," there to be unloaded. This switching was necessarily a part 
of the service to be performed by the company before it could deliver the goods to 
consignee, and the pay for this service was included in the freight charges which 
Mr. Kilworth paid for the haul from Liberty to Cherryvale. The switching from 
this track to the " Frisco " road was an additional service for which the company is 
clearly entitled to additional pay. The fact that complainant agreed to the charge 
which was paid by him does not justify the company in charging an unreasonable 
price. The law of '83 provides that "No railroad company shall charge, demand, or 
receive from any person, company, or corporation, an unreasonable price for . . 
any privilege or service afforded by it in the transaction of its business as a railroad 
company." The Board has heretofore held that the sum of two dollars per car was 
a reasonable charge for ordinary switching service. The claim that the company 
performed extraordinary service in this instance, is not established by the facts pre- 
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sen ted. A railroad company does but its duty when it attends to its business promptly 
and without unnecessary delay. 

The Board therefore decides that the respondent company should refund to Mr. 
Kilworth the sum of three dollars.

within convenient distance of said point, demand the location of another station, 
with suitable depot, stock yards, etc. ; and we most respectfully ask that you require 
said railroad company to establish said station, with depot, stock yards, etc., on the 
following real estate, or some part thereof, the same being situated in Butler county, 
Kas., and described as follows: The N.E.} of the S.E.^of section 29, township 29 
south, range 7 east. 

Signed by 116 petitioners. 

DECISION OF THE BOABD. 

This is a petition signed by many persons living along the line of the respondent 
company's road, at a point nearly midway between the stations of Latham, in Butler 
county, and Atlanta, in Cowley county, asking for a depot, side track, stock yards, 
etc. ; but in a letter signed by D. D. Ross it is stated that a depot is not desired, only 
a side track and 'platform. 

On the 7th day of December last, the matter was referred to the respondent 
company, and on the 10th of the same month the respondent company replied, 
stating that a station had already been established midway between the two sta- 
tions, and as evidence of that fact a time card was inclosed, which shows that 
Latham is 13 miles, Wingate 18 miles, and Atlanta 28 miles from Beaumont. From 
this it appears that the new station of Wingate is exactly midway between the two 
stations, and that the distance between these stations is but five miles, and the dis- 
tance from the point designated in the petition to the town of Wingate is but a little 
over one mile by the railroad. Mr. Ross further states in his letter, that there is one 
general merchandise store, 16x23 feet, doing business there, and that two business 
houses are nearly complete, each 16x32 feet. Three dwellitig houses are complete 
and occupied, also a $500 school house. 

The Board did not visit the ground, for the reason that the facts stated in the 
petition, as well as the facts stated in the letter accompanying the petition, did not 
seem to justify the removal of the depot from Wingate, nor the recommendation 
that another be built at the point named in the petition. 

The Board has heretofore held that the people living along the line of a railroad 
are reasonably served with depots and station facilities when located not further 
than six miles apart. 
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From the facts before the Board, at appears that the petitions asking for the 
location of a depot were signed before the station of Wingate was located by the 
respondent company. It is therefore reasonable to presDme that this location, 
being not over one and one-half miles from the point named in the petition, will 
be satisfactory to many of the petitioners. The prayer of the petitioners is there- 
fore refused.

November 11, 1885, the complainant filed a complaint with the Board, alleging 
that the respondent company discriminated against them by affording other ship- 
pers of lumber a lower rate than they were obliged to pay. The matter was referred 
to the company, and answer made as follows:

E. J. Turner^ Esq., Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kaa. — Deab 
Sib: Replying to your favor of the 7th, in regard to complaint of W. P. Anderson, 
of Lenora, Eas., concerning an alleged difference in lumber rates, I beg to state I 
have no knowledge of any such rate as complained of by Mr. Anderson. We did 
have in effect, which I think was canceled on the opening of the B. & M. Rly. to Ober- 
lin, a rate of 16 cents per hundred weight from Atchison to Lenora on Oberlin lum- 
ber. I do not consider, however, that this rate would work any injury to Lenora 
dealers. It was a question whether we could meet rates of a foreign road, or' go out 
of the business. 

Of course if we were to make Lenora rate on the basis of the rate on through busi- 
ness, it would force us out of the traffic. There would be more loss in reducing the 
revenue to Lenora ( if compelled to make the reduction) than there would be in al- 
lowing the B. & M. Rly. to take the Oberlin trade. I have referred your communi- 
cation to our commercial agent for full reply, on receipt of which I will advise you.

Replying to your favor of yesterday, in which you ask us to note " attached copy of 
telegram from our agent at Clyde, in regard to our charge of $5 per car, for the 
privilege of stopping off car-load of stoves, from Kansas City destined to Clyde, at 
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Clay Center, to enable parties to partially unload," etc., we have to say that the mat- 
ter has been before our Board once before, indirectly, on a complaint of F. Charles - 
worth, of Beloit, against your company, in 1884; in which case onr opinion was filed 
May 16th, 1884, and is published in volume two of our Reports, pages 86 and 86. In 

this case we declined to require the establishment of a rule permitting such unload- 
ing. 

The exact question was before us again on complaint of W. A. Lee, Winfield, Kan- 
sas, vs. The Southern Kansas Railway Company, and is published in volume two of 
our Reports, at page 92. 

In this case, the respondent company charged the complainant $10 for switching 
a car on a side track, at Orenola, for the purpose of discharging a part of its cargo 
there, the car having been billed through to Winfield. The complainant claimed this 
was an overcharge, and we so held, and found that $5 was a usual, reasonable and 
sufficient charge, and we asked the company to refund the excess, which was done. 

The case of A. Kilworth u«. The Southern Kansas Railroad Company, decided Feb- 
ruary 27th, to which you refer, has no bearing upon the question which you present. 
That was an overcharge for an ordinary switching from the Southern Kansas Railroad 
to the San Francisco road, at Cherryvale, for which they were entitled to two dol- 
lars, and for which they charged five, and we required the refunding of the three 
dollars excess. i

OOMPLAINT. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners, State of Kansas: We, the un- 
dersigned, members of the city government of Ogden, Riley county, Kansas, would 
respectfully represent to your honorable body that we require better accommoda- 
tions for the discharge of passengers than at present exist. Only one passenger 
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train, in the twenty-four hours in eaoh day, stops at this place, and that at or near 
twelve o^clook at night. Those who wish to take or leave the cars are compelled to 
be at the station, and stand in the cold, at that unseasonable hour, or travel ten 
miles to the nearest station to take the cars. Were it possible to take the cars dur- 
ing the day-time, the number of passengers would be more than quadrupled. 

The monthly returns of freight delivered at this point average 118,870 pounds; 
the amount forwarded, 102,575 pounds. It would seem, therefore, that those who 
patronize the railroad deserve better accommodations for the transaction of busi- 
ness than at present exist. 

Again, the safety of our citizens demands that the speed of the cars should be 
slacked somewhat, while passing through the city limits. Live stock are killed, and 
the lives of our citizens are in danger. Now, as the business at this place is slowly 
and steadily increasing in value and amount, a change for the better is demanded, 
for the benefit of all concerned. I will add, in this connection, that the U. S. mail 
has been three times badly damaged on account of the speed of the mail train. 
There are from sixty to eighty-five tickets sold monthly.

In reply, I inclose a copy of our latest time 
card, on the second page of which you will find marked with pencil a list of the 
trains carrying passengers, which now stop at that station, subject to the conditions 
of rules Nos. 91 and 124, on the back of the time card. 

I regret that it would be impracticable for us to stop our trains 201 and 202 at 
Ogdensburg, on account of the time being so fast. The speed of these trains through 
Ogdensburg does not exceed that at many other points more thickly populated.

The above communication was referred by Mr. Brinkerhoff to the Auditor of 
Passenger Accounts, Union Pacific Railway, who gave the information that Ogdens- 
burg forwarded 430 passengers, revenue $275.23, and received 446 passengers, revenue 
1244.70, during the last six months of 1885. 
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DKOISION OF THE BOABD. 

This is a complaint by the Mayor and Council of Ogden, in which complaint is 
made that the needs of their town require better passenger accommodations than 
are at present supplied by the respondent company. 

The passenger accommodations now existing at that point are, a passenger train 
running west, due at Ogden 4:24 a. js.,^ and three freights, due at 9:40 p. m., 9:55 a. m. 
and 4:55 a. m., that carry passengers, the last two stopping at said station only on 
signal. 

The east-bound accommodations are: a passenger train, due at 11:46 p. m. each 
day, and the following freights, due 11:20 p. m., 9:40 a. m., 9:00 a. m., 5:50 p. m., 
respectively, three of these freights being signal trains. 

The passenger trains each way reach Ogden at unseasonable hours, and the sanae 
remark will apply to a part of the freights. There is another passenger train run- 
ning each way once a day, due at Ogden, 2:49 p. m. going west, and at 1:14 p. m. go- 
ing east. . The trains are the Colorado and Eastern express, and they do not stop 
at this point. 

The only manner in which the passenger accommodations at Ogden could be in 
creased at present, would be by requiring the last-named trains to stop for passen- 
gers at that point. These trains are run primarily for the accommodation of the 
through travel. They are run at a high rate of speed, and are required ^o be so run 
so as to make connections with other lines at their termini. They make stops only at 
the principal way stations, and if they were required to be stopped at all way stations 
for passengers, either their speed would have to be increased to a dangerous rate, or 
the company be compelled to abandon its through business. The speed already 
attained is considered the maximum consistent with safety under existing condi- 
tions. This Board could not take the responsibility of asking the company to 
increase the speed of these trains, or to make an order that would require this to be 
done, for the reason that to do so would greatly add to the peril of fast travel. 

This railway was built as much for the accommodation of through as for local 
traffic. It is an inter-state railway, and it is a duty which it owes the public, while 
providing such reasonable local accommodations as are within its power, to assure 
safe, convenient and rapid transit to distant points along its line, and to avoid the 
loss and inconvenience to passengers occasioned by losing connections at terminal 
points. This duty could be only imperfectly performed if the fast through trains 
were required to stop at all local points along the company's line. Besides, this 
would compel the company to relinquish its share of the through passenger traffic, 
which is being sharply competed for by rival lines ; a result very unfair to the com- 
pany, and bad policy in every way. 

It may be urged that the results here outlined would not follow from requiring 
one additional stop. While it would be true, if the Board were to grant the request 
of the Mayor and Council in this instance, it could urge no reason for refusing* a 
similar request at fifty other points on the road, situated similarly to Ogden; and 
hence the Board would become inconsistent and partj^l in its action, or entail 
upon the company the consequences we have pointed out. 

The passenger traffic at this point is not large. The total revenue derived from 
this source, viz., from all passengers received and passengers forwarded at this sta- 
tion for the past six months, amounts to $519.93. 

After a careful consideration of all the facts, the Board do not think that it would 
be reasonable to require the company to stop the Colorado and Eastern express at 
Ogden for passengers; and, while we should be pleased to have this point supplied 
with better passenger accommodations, it seems impracticable at the present time 
to disturb existing arrangements.

13th, addressed to the Secretary of this Board, in which you ask why it is that you are^ 
not permitted to double-deck cars for shipping sheep from Grainfield over the Kan- 
sas Pacific Railroad to Kansas City, we have to inform you that the matter has 
been taken up by the Board. From inquiries made by us it appears that this matter 
has been discussed several times in meetings of general freight agents of the roads 
operating east and west of the Missouri river, and that the objection to double-deck- 
ing cars for sheep have come chiefiy from those representing lines east of the Mis- 
souri river. 

In a conference between the members of our Board and the General Freight 
Agents of the Union Pacific Railway a few days ago, the matter was discussed, and 
the conclusion arrived at that no serious objections existed to the practice of double- 
decking cars for sheep shipments over the Kansas Pacific roads, and arrangements 
will be made hereafter to permit shipments to be made in that form.

DECISION. 

April 7th, 1886, the Board met Mr. J. S. Leeds, General Freight Agent of the 
Atchison, Topeka A Santa F^ Railroad, to discuss and determine a fair rate to be 
charged on sheep shipments in double-deck cars — Mr. Leeds by appointment and 
delegated authority representing for thid purpose, besides his own road, the Union 
Pacific. After full conference and consideration of the matter, it was agreed that 
25 per cent, of the rate now charged for single-deck shipments should be added to 
the single-deck rate, and that the existing single-deck rate, plus 25 per cent., should 
constitute a rate for double decks. It is understood that the extra decking will be 
done by the shipper, under such reasonable rules as to the manner of building the 
same, as the company may prescribe.

Letter to J. S. Tebbetts, Assistant General Freight Agent Union Pacific Railway, 

with reference to who puts in deck: 

Topeka, May 10, 1886. 

Mr, J, S, Tebbetts, Assistant General Freight Agent Union Pacific Railway, Kan- 
sas City — Deab Sib: Referring to your letter of the 6th inst., and to a prior con- 
versation with two of the members of our Board, regarding the subject-matter of 
the letter, it appears that the recent order made and published by us, respecting the 
method of providing double decks for cars for sheep shipments, is not in that par- 
ticular respect satisfactory to your company. That instead of allowing or requir- 
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ing the shipper to provide the deck and put it in the car at his own expense and 
upon his own responsibility, your company prefers itself to prepare the cars for 
double-deck shipments, charging the shipper five dollars per car for the deck and 
putting the same in ready for use. You propose to supply yourself with a sufficient 
number of ready-made decks to meet all demands, and keep the same at convenient 
points ready for use whenever called for by shippers. 

The Board have duly considered your proposition, and it meets their approval. 
We estimate that the material for the deck would cost the shipper from eight to 
nine dollars per car, and not less than one dollar to put it in. In most cases after 
being used once it would be thrown aside and lost, and the best disposition that 
could be made of it after being once used in the car would not bring the cost of the 
deck to the shipper, if put in by him, below the sum at which the company now 
proposes to furnish it. It would obviously be sometimes inconvenient to the ship- 
per to supply the decks himself, either from the lack of appropriate material at 
the locality of shipment, or the delay or inability to always get a carpenter 
promptly to perform the labor. 

We have briefly set forth our reasons for this approval of the plan proposed, 
because we thinly it possesses decided advantages both to the company and the 
shipper, and we desire in this manner to call the attention of other companies oper- 
ating in this territory to the same matter, and recommend the adoption of a sim- 
ilar practice by them in all shipments of sh«ep in double decks.

D. O. Vandamenty Esq., Cawker City — Dbab Sib: Your letter of the 3d inst. is 
received. From your letters of February 15th and April 3d, it appears that on 
December 1st, 1884, the Central Branch Railroad Company, through W. W. Fagan, 
Saperintendent, leased to you ground on the company's right-of-way at Cawker 
City, upon which to build and operate a grain elevator. 

On the 4th of February last, you applied to Mr. Fagan, Superintendent, for per- 
mission to erect a coal house on the grounds theretofore leased you for an elevator. 
This was declined, for the reason, as stated by Mr. Fagan, that the rules of the com- 
pany are such as to prohibit the leasing of grounds for any purpose at present, 
excepting for elevators of large capacity. You now ask the Board to help you 
make the Central Branch Missouri Pacific Railroad Company allow you to build a 
ooal house on the place intended for an elevator, or some other place near their 
track. It further appears from your letter of April 3d, that there are two other 
coal dealers at Cawker City, neither of whom has been granted the privilege you 
ask from the company. 

The railroad company cannot be compelled or required to lease any part of its 
right-of-way or grounds to any parties, or permit the same to be used for any pur- 
pose other than that strictly pertaining to thc^ business of its road. The company 
may lease grounds on its right-of-way for coal houses and other purposes to facili- 
tate the handling of bulky freights, or may refuse to so lease; and this right cannot 
be interfered with or controlled, so long as it is not exercised to the exclusive bene- 
fit of one or more to the detriment of the like business of others in the same local- 
ity. We think a railroad company should not, in any instance where it can be 
avoided, use any part of its property by way of granting privileges to one at the 
expense or to the injury of the business of another who is entitled to like consider- 
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ation. It appears from your letter that none of yoar competitors in the coal bnsi- 
ness in Cawker,* have the privilege yon ask for, so that yon are not discriminated 
against. The granting of this privilege to you would compel the company, by 
every rule of fair dealing towards its other patrons, to give them the like privilege; 
and this might so incumber the side-track as to probably render additional yard 
room and tracks necessary to the movement of cars; and unless the business done 
were considerable, the company would not, in all cases, be justified in making these 
necessary additions.

INQUIRY BY THE KANSAS CITY, FORT SCOTT & GULF RAILROAD WITH REGARD TO 

THE LEGALITY OF COLLECTING EXCESS FARES TWICE. 

Kansas City, May 4, 1886. 

To the Board of Railroad Commissioners^ Topeka, Ka^, — GBNTiiSMSN: The opinion 
of your Board is desired in the following cases: 

A passenger, without ticket, takes train at a point on our main line to a point 
on branch, the journey being included in the run of two conductors. For instance, 
passenger takes train at Clarksburg, on main line, for Mulberry, a station on Cherry- 
vale division. Main line train takes him to Arcadia, conductor collecting excess. 
At Arcadia passenger takes train on Cherry vale division, and conductor of that 
train collects excess, Arcadia to Mulberry. 

In the opinion of the Board, is it legal to collect excess for both fares, assuming, 
of course, that the ticket ofSioe at Arcadia is open, and passenger can purchase ticket 
if he is so disposed? 

Again, at a few of our very small towns, where a station building is not justified, 
we have platform where trains stop, and tickets are sold in a building most conven- 
ient to platform, usually a store. 

In the opinion of the Board, is it legal to collect excess fare from passengers 
taking train at such station?

«/. E, Loekwood, Esq., General Passenger and Ticket Agent K. C, FtS.<t O, R. i?., Kan- 
sas City, Mo, — Deab Sib: Your favor of the 4th inst., in which you ask the opinion 
of the Board*of Railroad Commissioners of this State with respect to the legal right 
of railroad companies to collect excess over regular fares from non-purchasers of 
tickets covering passage on trains, under circumstances similar to those named, is 
received. 

The circumstances recited as an example, upon which our opinion is desired, a^o 
stated thus: **A passenger without ticket takes train at a point on our main line to 
a point on a branch, the journey being included in the run of two conductors. For 
instance, passenger takes train at Clarksburg, on main line, for Mulberry, a station 
on Cherryvale division. . Main line takes him to Arcadia, conductor collecting excess. 
At Arcadia passenger takes train on Cherryvale division, and conductor on that train 
collects excess Arcadia to Mulberry.'' 

The question submitted is, whether it is legal to collect the two excess fares, as- 
suming the ticket ofSices open and passenger can purchase ticket at either Clarks- 
burg or Arcadia. 

We are of the opinion that the proper course to pursue in such cases is for each 
conductor to collect the excess due upon the cash fare paid to him. That this con- 
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straction of the law is correct, would seem to be obvious from two considerations: 
First, the conductor collecting the first fare to the end of his run, or to a station on 
another division to which his run does not extend, cannot anticipate that the passen- 
ger will not purchase a ticket at the station where he takes a train on such other di- 
vision, and thus save a portion of the excess he would otherwise have to pay. This is a 
right the passenger may avail himself of, and of which the conductor may not de- 
prive him. Second, the conductor is not usually vested with the right to sell tickets 
for the company, but to collect fares either in tickets or cash covering the distance 
of his run, but if he collected excess beyond his division he must necessarily give 
the passenger a ticket or other token showing such payment. It would not be rea- 
sonable to require railroad companies to make ticket agents of their conductors. 
Another question submitted for our consideration and opinion is thus stated: 

"At a few of our very small towns, where a station building is not justified, we have a platform 
where trains stop, and tickets are sold in a building most conrenlent to the platform, usually a store. 
Is it legal to collect excess fare from passengers taking train at such station?" 

This last question hardly admits of a categorical answer; whether it would be 
legal or otherwise would, as we conceive, depend upon other circumstances. If the 
store at which the tickets were kept for sale was at an inconvenient distance from 
the depot, or if it was not publicly known that the store was used for the company's 
ticket station, and that tickets were constantly for sale there, it would not be legal 
to charge excess fare to passengers who failed to purchase tickets. The custom of 
keeping tickets for sale at railroad station houses is so uniform and universal, that 
persons may be justly chargeable with negligence and subject themselves to the 
penalty of the excess fare unless they provide themselves, or attempt to do so, with 
tickets at such places. But it is unusual to keep them for sale at country stores, and 
people are not bound to hunt for tickets in unusual places; but if such store is near 
the platform, convenient of access, and the sale of tickets is open and notorious 
there, so that it supplies the uses of a station house to the public as well as the com- 
pany, it would be, in our opinion, the duty of persons to purchase tickets there, to 
avoid the excess charges on the train.

Bkab Sib: Referring again to your favor of March 22d, covering a oommunication 
from Mr. J. E. Mann, Trustee Trenton township, Edwards county, Kansas, with ref- 
erence to a demand for a public road-crossing at a certain point designated in said 
township: 

This same question was brought to the attention of our Division Superintendent, 
Mr. Nickerson, some time ago, and Mr. Nickerson then offered to plank the crossing 
and introduce the necessary drain boxes, when the county should do the grading. 

I find on investigation that our road was constructed before the public highway 
referred to was legally laid out, and under these circumstances the law requires that 
the railroad company construct a crossing " by securing on each side of each rail a 
board not less than twelve feet long and not less than twelve inches wide and two 
inches thick, and by filling the space between the two inside boards with gravel or 
broken stones, or by filling the space with boards not less than two inches thick and 
twelve feet long." 

I have therefore given instructions to our Division Superintendent to proceed to 
do our portion of the work in compliance with the statute.

E. J. Turner, Esq., Topeka, Kansas — Deab Sib: In reply to your letter of the 14th 
instant, in which you say that your office is in receipt of a communication from Mr. 
0. W. Smith, General Manager of the A. T. A S. F. R. R., referring to demand for a 
public road-crossing in my township, in which he says that he has instructed the 
Division Superintendent to proceed to construct that portion of the crossing required 
of them by the statutes: This is evidently an evasion of the question which I ask the 
Board to decide. The County Attorney of my county instructed me that it is the 
duty of the railroad company to build approaches and crossings on public highways, 
whenever legally laid out, and opened for public travel; while the railroad company, 
it seems, hold that they are only required to make crossings at such roads as were 
public highways before the building of their road. Which of these propositions is 
right, is what I want to know; and if the County Attorney is right and it is the duty 
of the railroad company to construct the approaches and crossings on the road, 
and refuse to, I want them compelled to do so at once. To show you the animus 
of the officers of the railroad company in the matter, I will say that at or about 
the time I first wrote you about the matter, they started to make the approaches for 
the crossing on this road, and since that they have taken away what little grading 
they had done, in fact spent as much time in removing the grade as it would have 
taken to have constructed it and made the road passable.

J. E. Mann, Esq,, Trustee Trenton Township, Edwards Co., Kansas — Deab Sib: 
The Board of Railroad Commissioners has considered the matters embraced in your 
complaint against the Atchison, Topeka A Santa F^ Railroad Company, with refer- 
ence to the construction of a road-crossing on the line of that company's road, where 
the same is alleged to cross a public road on the west section line of section No. 8, 
in township No. 25 south, of range No. 20 west, in Edwards county, which crossing 
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is said to be impassable by reason of grades or embankments near the approach to 
the railroad. Yonr complaint is that the company has failed to make the road pass- 
able, and to pat in the crossing at the point indicated, though requested by yon to 
do so. The Board dnly referred the complaint to the General Manager of that rail- 
road, and on the 9th of April last, he responded in substance, that the company, 
through Mr. Nickerson, Division Superintendent, had offered to plank the crossing 
and insert the necessary drbin boxes, when the county should do the grading. Fur- 
ther, that the railroad was constructed before the public highway was legally laid out, 
and it is claimed by the company under these circumstances that its full duty in this 
respect is performed when it shall have constructed a crossing ^* by securing on each 
side of each rail a board noi less than twelve feet long, and not less than twelve inches 
wide and two inches thick, and by filling the space between the two inside boards 
with gravel or broken stones, or by filling the space with boards not less than two 
inches thick and twelve feet long," and that instructions had been given to proceed 
with the company's portion of the work, in compliance with the statute. 

You were duly notified of this action of the company; and under date of April 
27th, you express your dissatisfaction with this determination of the company, and 
state that " the County Attorney of my county instructs me that it is the duty of the 
railroad company to build approaches and crossings whenever legally laid out, and 
opened for public travel; while the raUroad company, it seems, hold that they are 
only required to make crossings on such roads as were public highways before the 
building of their road." You ask our opinion as to the extent of the company's 
duty in the premises. 

Sec. 2, chap. 81, Laws of 1869, provides: ^^At any or all points where any railroad 
crosses any public highway, the railroad company owning said railroad shall, with- 
out any unnecessary delay, construct good and sufficient and safe crossings." Sec. . 
1, chap. 105, Laws of 1876, provides the kind of crossings that shall be by the rail- 
road company constructed and maintained, viz., " by securing, on each side of each 
rail, a board not less than twelve feet loftg, and not less than ten inches wide and 
two inches thick, and shall fill the space between the two inside boards with gravel 
or broken stones, or shall floor the space with boards not less than two inches thick 
and twelve feet long." 

Sec. 8 of the same act lays an additional duly on the railroad company, ** When- 
ever, by the construction of any railway within this State, the crossing of any pubUo 
highway has been, or shall be, materially injured, either by excavation or embank- 
ments made by said railway company or corporation in the construction of its road," 
by requiring the company to make good the crossing so injured by the construction 
of the railroad, within a given time, or, upon failure to do so, to pay the assessed 
damages resulting to the public highway from the construction of the railroad. 
And this, and the subsequent three sections, provide in what manner this duty shall 
be enforced and the damages assessed and collected. These are the provisions of 
the statutes pertaining to the subject under consideration. While you do not ex- 
pressly state, you tacitly admit, that the railroad was built before the highway in 
question was laid out, and, assuming that to be the case, it is clear to us that the 
obligation of the company extends only to the construction of the crossing upon the 
track of its railroad, as provided in section 1 above cited, and not to the grading of 
the approaches over its right-of-way. This last is only required to be done by the 
company for the purpose of restoring a road which has been rendered impassable* 
or otherwise materially injured, by the construction of the railroad, and a public 
highway which was not in existence at the time the railroad was built, can hardly 
be said to have suffered a material injury by its construction.

If it were as yon claim, the railroad company, besides contributing its proportion 
of the cost of building and maintaining highways through your county, would be 
required to build at its own cost that part of the public roads that ran over its own 
lands, which would be much the same as singling out some one farmer in yonr 
locality, and after levying on him his proportion of the road tax, compellinj^ him to 
build the road himscllf over his own premises. If the farmer should, by digging a 
ditch or making some other improvement upon his land, render the public road im- 
passable, or otherwise injure it, he could be compelled to restore it, or make ^ood 
the damages, and the same measure of duty is laid on' the railroad company by the 
statutes of the State. 

From the views herein stated, you will gather that the offer of the railroad com- 
pany to put in the crossing over its track, is all that can be legally required of it 
under the circumstances of this case. Bt thb Boabi>.

To the Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Gentlemen: Yonr 
petitioners respectfully represent that they are citizens of Ellis county, Kansas, 
residing in the immediate vicinity of Victoria, a station upon the Kansas Pacific 
Railway in said county, at which said station they receive their freight and take 
passage over and upon said road. That owing to the management of said road, 
viz., the refusal of the company to stop their passenger trains at said station, they 
are greatly inconvenienced in the facilities of travel, in fact practically cut off from 
raUroad advantages. That the station aforesaid is a regular appointed station, and 
so recognized upon their time card and in other manners by the company. That 
by the manner of running their trains as aforesaid, the people in this neighborhood 
are compelled, if they desire to travel where it is necessary to make connections 
with others, to travel by team from ten (10) to fourteen (14) mUes, going either to 
Hays City or to Russell to take the trains that will so connect, or to lose time and 
be put to expense by lay-overs and delays, to say nothing of the disagreeable fea- 
ture of traveling in second-class accommodation, in the trains stopping at this 
point, while they are compelled to pay first-class fare. 

That this species of discrimination on the part of this company has had the 
effect of driving capital from our midst, reducing the price of farm land, and in 
other ways materially damaging us. 

That we further call your attention to the fact, that whenever it suits the conven- 
iences or advances the interests of the company to stop their trains here — for in- 
stance, if they have passengers that are connected with the road, or who anticipate 
purchasing the company's lands — they stop ; while to accommodate the people here 
they claim that they cannot, and do not stop. We therefore pray that your honor- 
able body will investigate the matter, and while we do not wish to inconvenience the 
company by requiring them to stop regularly, we think that justice to our people 
demand that they be compelled to stgp upon signal to take on or to allow passen- 
gers to get off, who are destined for this place. And your petitioners will ever pray.

citizens of Victoria, praying that it.be made a flag station for through passenger 
trains Kos. 201 and 202. 

In reply I will say that, for reasons which ha^e heretofore been explained at length 
to year Honorable Board, it is impracticable for the company to comply ; but as the 
service of trains 203 and 204 has been extended to Wallace, dating from Sunday, 4th 
instant, I presame that they will fnrnish ample facilities for passengers from and to 
Victoria. 

I will add that trains 201 and 202 have frequently been stopped, when on time, to 
accommodate passengers, but there has never been any discrimination in favor of 
land buyers, as alleged in the petitions, that question having never been brought up 
by passengers as an inducement to stop the train, and it would have no weight if it 
had been advanced in support of an application to stop.

DECISION OF THE BOABD. 

This is a petition on the part of numerous citizens of Victoria, Ellis county, to 
the Board, requesting its interposition for the increase of passenger accommoda- 
tions on the Union Pacific Railway, Kansas division. 

At the time the petition was presented to us, April 8, 1886, there was but one 
passenger train each way per day passing Victoria station, and this did hot stop at 
that station except occasionaUy. The only regular accommodations afforded the 
travel to and from Victoria were those connected with the running of freight trains. 
This made it necessary for all passengers who desired to take the regular passenger 
train, to travel, in private conveyances, from ten to fourteen miles to the next stop- 
ping station of that train. 

The Board is clearly of the opinion that the people there were, at the time the 
complaint was made, justified in making the same, and requesting an increase of 
passenger facilities. 

Since the complaint or petition came to the Board, the company, we are advised 
by the Superintendent, has extended trains 203 and 204 to Wallace. The service of 
these trains, prior to April 4th inst., was confined between Kansas City and Brook- 
ville, and were night passenger trains between the points named. The extension of 
the service of these two trains to Wallace, passing Victoria near the middle of the 
day, and traversing the State from the east to the west line, stopping at all stations, 
furnishes reasonable passenger accommodation. 

At stations of similar importance to Victoria, at which the fast through trains do 
not stop, we have heretofore declined to make any order requiring such trains to 
make stops, for the reason that, principally, these trains are operated for the accom- 
modation of through or inter-state travel; it is its right and duty to provide reason- 
ably ample accommodations for this class of travel. But in each instance where the 
Board has so decided, reasonable local-passenger accommodations have existed, such 
as have been supplied at Victoria since the petition in this case was presented. 

We think that since the citizens of that town and vicinity have been supplied ' 
with the train service of trains 203 and 204 they possess ample facilities, and that 
they do not need for their, accommodation that the fast through trains 201 and 202 
make regular stops at that point.

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INQUIRY OF MR. W. S. HANDLE, MANAGER TELEPHONE CO., HUTCHINSON, KANSAS, 
AS TO WHOSE DUTY IT IS TO RAISE TELEPHONE WIRES, TO ALLOW TELEGRAPH 
WIRES OF THE A. R. & W. RLY. (A. T. & 8. F.) TO PASS UNDER. 

Hutchinson, Kas., May 18, 1886. 

To the Hon, Railroad CommissUmerSy Topeka, Kcu, — Gents: In July, 1886, we thir- 
teen persons, part of whom are residents of Hutchinson, part of Arlington, organized 
and built a telephone line from Hutchinson to Arlington, a distance of 19 miles, all 
in Reno county. We obtained branch-line contract from the American Bell Tele- 
phone Company, and set our poles, by authority of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Reno county, three feet from line of county road; the length-of poles and 
distance from road line were all done according to instructions from County Com- 
missioners. Now the A. R. & W. Bly., a branch of the A. T. &, S. F., is being built 
from this place ( Hutchinson ) which crosses the telephone line at two places. The 
railroad company notified us to raise our wires so they could run under it. We gave 
them permission to raise the wires, but refused to go to the expense ourselves of 
raising it. Now Mr. Gemmell, Superintendent Telegraph, A. T. & S. F., insists that 
we shall either raise the wire 26 feet from the rail, or remove the wire entirely. We 
have agreed with him to, or rather we propose to him, that we will raise the wire to 
the necessary height at his expense, or he has permission to raise the same at his 
expense to any height necessary; all we demand is that they shall be done in a good 
and substantial manner, made strong. 

Another proposition we made him is, that if he would cause to be set at their ex- 
pense good strong poles at the proper places and the required height, we would put 
the wire on at our expense. 

Now what we want to know is, are we required by law to raise the wire at our ex- 
pense, or will the proposition we have made the railroad company relieve us of the 
expense or of liability for loss or damage that would be caused by our wire to their 
property? You will please answer this as soon as possible, as the railroad company 
are pressing us for action.

OPINION. 

State Boabd of Railroad Commisbionbbs, Topeka, Kab., May 19, 1886. 

W, 8. Handle, Esq., Manager Telephone Company, Hutchinson, Kas. — Dbab Sib: 
Yours of the 18th inst., asking the opinion of the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
upon the facts stated therein, the material portions being, that in July, 1885, thir- 
teen persons, residents of Hutchinson and Arlington, organized and built a tele- 
phone line between the two places named. That the poles were set three feet from 
the line of the county road, by authority of the County Commissioners, length of 
poles and distance set from road line being according to instructions of said Com- 
missioners. That the A. T. A S. F. Rid. Co. is now building a railroad from Hutch- 
inson which crosses the telephone line at two places, and the building and operation 
of the railroad require the telephone wires to be raised; and the question is, whether 
the railroad company can be required to bear the expense, or the telephone com- 
pany must raise them at the cost of the persons owning the telephone line. 

From this statement, we infer that the telephone company is not an incorporated 
body, but a private association, and that its only right to occupy and use the ground 
upon which its poles are set, is that derived from the County Commissioners. 

It will not be contended that a private association of individuals, or any one in- 
dividual, may not erect and maintain in this State a telephone line upon or over 
ground, to the use of which he or they have acquired a legal right. In this State 
there is no law providing for the incorporation of telephone companies, and provid- 
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ing for the condemnation of right-of-way for snoh lines. Bnt, unless snch associa- 
tion or person erecting a telephone line obtain a right to occupy the gronnd into 
which their poles are set, by purchase, lease, or valid license from the owner or 
some competent authority, their occupancy is simply that of a tenant at sufferance, 
and it is liable to be terminated at any time, by any person or corporation having, 
or acquiring, a par.amount right. A railroad company is a body recognized by the 
law, and upon whom is conferred certain public functions and powers, among which 
\R the power of appropriating, upon making compensation, private property neces- 
sary for its right-of-way. It is not bound to make compensation to anyone who has 
no legal claim to the possession of any portion of its proposed right-of-way, nor 
compensate them for any damages accruing to them by disturbing an occupancy 
which is not founded upon a vested right. 

It follows from this that unless the erection of the telephone line in question 
upon the public highway by authority of the County Commissioners created such a 
right in the telephone company, the railroad company would be justified in remov- 
ing the telephone line when the same crossed their right-of-way, the same as any 
other unlawful or any natural obstruction. 

The County Commissioners have no power to sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of 
a public highway, or create any right therein in favor of one person, or association 
of persons, which is not common to the whole public. The law fixes the uses of 
pnblic highways, and the County Commissioners have no more power to create 
other and different uses in them than they have to give a valid lease of a stranger's 
farm. In conclusion, our opinion is that if the railroad insists on it you had better 
raise the wires at your own expense.

Mr. J, S, TehbettSf A. G. F, A, Union Pacific Railway Company, Kansas City, Mo, — 
Deab Sib: In April, 1885, complaints came to the Board relative to the rates charged 
over your road and the Southern Kansas road, from points other than Kansas City, 
on Arkansas yellow pine. Upon inquiry, we ascertain that the Missouri Pacific and 
Atchison, Topeka A Santa F4 classed this with soft pine, and charged soft-lumber 
rates upon it; that the same rate obtained over the Union Pacific and Southern 
Kansas roads upon shipments made from Kansas City, but that on shipments made 
via Junction City on your road, and on shipments from points on the Southern 
Kansas road south of Kansas City, Arkansas yellow pine is classed as hard wood, 
and the rate for that classification is charged. 

We brought the matter up with Mr. J. A. Munroe of your road, and Mr. Hynes of 
the Southern Kansas. In his reply of May 19, 1885, to our letter addressed to him 
concerning the matter, Mr. Munroe states *^ that they have now the matter up with 
the Missouri Pacific Railway, with a view of making through rates which shall not 
be in excess of the soft-lumber rates via Junction City. If we succeed in making 
this arrangement, I think there will be further cause of complaint. I hope to be 
able to advise more fully in a few days." 

Since then we have not been advised as to the result of Mr. Munroe*s effort to per- 
fect the proposed arrangement, except by way of a fresh complaint from a shipper 
at Brookville, Mr. G. C. Hogaboom,. in which it appears that he was charged on a 
shipment of Arkansas yellow pine via Junction City to Brookville, 15| cents per 100 
pounds, the soft-lumber rate being for same distance 12^ cents. 

From this it is evident you still maintain a dual classification of the same article, 
the difference in classification and rate being affected by locality of shipment. 

The Board are clearly of opinion that this practice is indefensible under the pro- 
visions of the statutes of this State. The clause of the statute which we think the 
practice conflicts with, is the last clause of section 10, and reads : " nor shall it [rail- 
road company,] charge more for transporting freight from' any point on its line 
than a fair and just proportion of the price charged for the same kind of freight 
transported from any other point. 

By maintaining a higher classification at one point than is maintained at another 
upon the same line of road and upon the same kind of freight, rates are not fairly 
and justly proportioned for the service rendered, but they are arbitrarily determined. 
This method of determining rates is grossly discriminating, both as to persons and 
places, and is unjust. We are aware that this is done for the purpose of forcing the 
long haul upon your road, but we think that it cannot be too emphatically said that 
producers and shippers are not to be punished for seeking their markets by the 
shortest and the cheapest routes. 

We further regard the classification of Arkansas yellow pine as hard lumber in 
any case, as unjust. It is a cheap lumber like the soft pines, and is less able to bear 
the same rates of transportation as the soft pines, this wood being much heavier. 

The Board therefore recommend that you make your classification of this article 
uniform, and that it be classed with soft lumber. 

We further think that the excess charged on the shipment complained of, from 
Junction City to Brookville, over the soft-lumber rates, should be refunded to him. 
To this effect we shall advise the shipper.

I believe 
I saw something in the papers to that effect, some time ago, but am not sure; but I 
am not aware, and Mr. Munroe is not aware, that either of us have ever received offi- 
cial notice of the same from your office; and we of course cannot accept a bare 
newspaper statement as an order from your Honorable Board.

decision. 

This is a complaint filed March 27, 1886, against the Southern Kansas Bailway 
Company, wherein it is alleged that the respondent company, in January, 1886, took 
and appropriated to its own use a car of coal belonging to complainant. Amount of 
coal alleged to have been appropriated, 32,895 lbs.; its value at Humboldt where ap- 
propriated, $72.90; freight charges, $22.49; amount claimed, $50.41. 
* At the request of complainant, the Board went to Girard to examine witnesses 
and collect evidence relating to the matter. 

The material facts are that the complainants, Y. A. Anderson & Co., shipped 
from, their mine at Mulberry Grove to Humboldt, Kansas, over the Kansas City, 
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Fort Scott A; Gulf and the Southern Kansas railroads, on or abont December 18, 

1885, a oar of coal, weight 81,000 lbs., and consigned to B. W. Cnnningham, who was 

authorized to sell the same on commission for account of Anderson A, Co. The ooal 

arrived at Humboldt on December 21st, and Cunningham was immediately notified 

of that fact, but refused to receiye the ooal unless freight charges were paid npon it. 

This fact he at once telegraphed to Mr. L. D. Rich, the companj^s station agent at 

Girard, and the next day Mr. MoCredy, the partner of Mr. Anderson in the coal, was 

informed by Mr. Rich of Cunningham's refusal. Mr. Rich then, upon MoOredy's 

order, telegraphed the company's agent at Humboldt, Mr. Blaokmar, as follows: 

"GiRABD, ITr-TA.— C. K B^: Car 1316, 8. K., consigned to W. R. Cunningham, refused on account 
of fireight. Will Perry A Jones Uke it 7 I will guarantee price right.— L. D. R." 

On the 28th of December, the agent at Humboldt telegraphed Rich reply as fol- 
lows: 

"12-28— X. D. £., Oirard : Perry A Jones do not want car ooal. Town is tall. Hare an offer of 
10c.— C. E. B." 

The substance of this last telegram was sent through the mail to MoCredy, who, 

on the 4th of January, 1886, directed Mr. Rich to telegraph to Blaokmar as follows: 

"GiBARD, 1-4, '86.— C E. B.: Sell the coal on ear 1816 for the best you can, not less than 10c.— ^ 
L. D. R." 

To which Mr. Blaokmar immediately replied by wire: 

"Humboldt, 1-4.— Zf. D. Bioh, Oirard: Cannot sell coal without an order flrom C. B. James. — 
C. E. B." 

Mr. Blackmar on the same day tried the several coal dealers at Humboldt for an 
offer for the coal upon the terms stated, but without avail. The coal remained on 
the track until the 7th of January, when it was taken by the company for demur- 
rage charges. 

The grounds upon which complainants charge a wrongful appropriation of the 
car of ooal, in this instance, are not definitely stated; but from the further evidence 
offered by them, it is inferred that they are, substantially, first, that the company 
undertook to make sale of this coal, and the demurrage charge was occasioned by its 
own failure and negligence; and, second, that it was the duty of the company, in 
any event, to have sold the coal at public sale for the payment of the accrued 
charges, and not, without first testing its value in open market, appropriate the 
same to its own use. 

In support of the first ground, evidence was offered showing that Mr. Rich, sta- 
tion agent at Girard, had, prior to this time, recommended Cunningham as a suit- 
able man to handle coal at Humboldt, to MoCredy. The most material evidence on 
this point is contained in the following letter from Rich to MoCredy: 

"GiBABD Station, Dec 9, 1885.— J. W. McOredy ^Dkar Sib: I will attend to billing this car. I 
hare found sale for all the coal. If you wish, you can come in any day, and I will explain it all to you. 
I will write to Cunningham to-night. My father came down and saw your coal on car here, and begged 
me to let him hare it all the same. I have a car for you now in the yard. Come in, and you and I will 
make arrangements fur the winter, and you can look to me for the pay, and I will sell it to Cunning- 
ham and others. Very truly, L. D. Rich." 

Besides this, other evidence was offered to show that Mr. Rich agreed to have the 
ooal that Cunningham refused, looked after by his father. It does not appear that 
any arrangement for the winter was made between McCredy and Rich, other than 
that Rich offered his friendly assistance to MoCredy in disposing of his coal. Rich 
had no pecuniary interest in it. But even if an arrangement, such as the above let^ 
ter would seem to contemplate, had existed between Rich and MoCredy, it could in no 
wise affect the liability of the railway company, unless the arrangement had been 
entered into for the company, and with its authority. The company is not respon- 
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sible for the agreements or acts of its agent, unless they are made and done within 
the scope of authority and duties of the agent in the course of his employment. 
There is nothing in the nature or scope of the duties of a station agent that requires 
him to sell coal for shippers over his company's road. If he undertakes to do it, in 
any case, his undertaking is purely personal, and the company has no concern with 
it, unless it has specifically instructed the agent. In whatever Rich did for com- 
plainants, in the way of assisting in disposing of the coal, he was not acting for the 
company, or at least there is not the slightest evidence that he was. He promptly 
notified McGredy of refusal of Cunningham, and telegraphed his orders concerning 
the disposal of the coal, and Mr. Blackmar seems to have acted in good faith in try- 
ing to sell the coal for consignors upon their order. In all this, we can find no fault 
on the part of the company, or its agents, in the performance of any duty incum- 
bent on them. 

In noticing the next ground of complaint, viz., the appropriation of the coal by 
the company instead of selling it, it may be remarked that if a railroad company 
were held down to the strict letter of the law it would have to give twenty days* notice 
of the sale, and sell the coal at public sale. In the meantime the demurrage charges 
would still go on, and not only would the value of the coal be consumed, but an addi- 
tional bill equal in value to the load would be incurred by the shipper by the delay 
in making a legal sale. Goal possesses a steady market value, and would not bring 
more at a public sale after advertisement, and it is for the interest of all parties that 
it should be disposed of in the promptest manner, and the least expensive way, when 
the neglect of the owner requires the railway company to dispose of it. This can 
best be done by the company taking it for its own use, accounting to the owner at 
the market value. 

In this case the demurrage charges were $3 per day for fifteen days — $45 ; the 
freight |22.49 = |67.49. 

Mr. Cunningham testifies that this coal, when there was s^le for it, was worth on 
the market at Humboldt 15c. per bushel, which price would make the car of coal 
worth $58.12. 

This was unfortunate, but the evidence fails to show that the responsibility for 
the loss rests with the railroad company.

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your Commission to adjust this claim, and order the company to pay the same and 
reinstate ns on the old rate. The rate charged ns is 9^ cents, making an overcharge 
of two cents per hundred, amounting to six doUars and fifty-four cents, ($6.54.)

BESPONDENT^S ANSWEB. 

Kansas City, April 19, 1886. 

E, J, Turner, Esq,, Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — 
Deab Sib: I duly received yours of March 30th, covering complaint from Messrs. 
y. A. Anderson A; Co., of an overcharge by this company on a car-load of coal shipped 
by them from Mulberry Qrove, Kansas, to Morse station, also in Kansas. The facts 
in regard to the case are as follows: 

Tariff No. 11, ( copy attached,) referred to, applies only on shipments of coal 
from mines located on the Kansas City, Fort Scott &, Gulf Railroad, to stations on 
that road in Kansas, and does not apply on shipments from Mulberry to Morse, as 
the latter station is on the Kansas City & Springfield Railway. Shipments from 
points on the Kansas City, Fort Scott A Gulf, to points on the Kansas City A; Spring- 
field, take our local distance tariff No. 11 rates. These are the distance rates as pre- 
pared by the Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas, and apply between 
stations in Kansas in conformity with the ruling of the Commissioners ; and is also 
used as inter-state tariff on interchanged business between the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott & Gulf Railroad, and the Kansas City, Clinton & Springfield Railway. The 
agent at Mulberry Grove billed this car of coal at 7i cents without authority for the 
rate; the Freight Auditor corrected it to 9}- cents, erroneously using the Stanley dis- 
tance instead of the distance to Morse,' which is shorter and has a rate of 9 cents. 
The Morse agent was instructed to correct to that rate and refund to consignee. 
Aside from this error there was no overcharge on the shipment.

decision of the boabd. 

This complaint alleges overcharge on rate on a car of coal shipped from Mul- 
berry Grove to Morse, Kansas. The car was billed at 1\ cents per hundred weight, 
but afterwards changed to 9|^ cents. The shipper contends that the first billing was 
correct, and the company that the wrong tariff was used in giving the rate, and that 
the station agent had no authority for the rate quoted. 

The facts are, that upon all shipments of coal mined upon the line of the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott A Gulf road to points upon the same road within the distance of 
Mulberry to Morse, the rate i&7\ cents. Mulberry is on this road, but Morse is on 
the Kansas City, Clinton & Springfield Railroad. A different tariff is applied upon 
business interchanged between the two roads. 

It is urged by the shipper that the Kansas City, Clinton &. Springfield road is a 
branch line of the Fort Scott & Gulf road, and that the latter owns and operates the 
first-named road, and that the maintenance of different tariffs upon them, as though 
they were two distinct properties, is untenable. We think that if the two roads were 
consolidated in one interest, the conclusion last stated would be correct. We have 
consistently held heretofore that a company owning and operating branch lines could 
not, in justice or reason, treat its different parts as so many distinct roads and for- 
mulate an independent tariff for each. But the facts with reference to the. relation 
of the two roads to each other in this instance seem to be that although they are 
both operated by the same set of officers, they are neither identical in interest nor 
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management;. The Fort Scott So Gulf road does not own the Clinton k Springfield 
road; it owns one-half of the stock of the last-named road, but this does not consti- 
tute it a branch line of the Gulf road, nor an integral part of that system. Being 
owned in a different interest from the Gulf road, the officers employed to conduct 
its business and affairs are liable to be changed at any time. 

This being the case, the two roads are not bound to operate under the self -same 
tariff. The rates in force upon interchanged business between the two are the gen- 
eral distance tariff rates applying on all roads in Kansas under similar circum- 
stances. 

But there are other facts in this case which we think must determine our judg- 
ment in its decision. It appears that prior to January 1st, 1886, the rate on coal 
from Mulberry to Morse was 7^ cents. This shipment was made. in February, 1886. 
The shipper had no knowledge or information that any change had been made in 
the rate, and it would appear from the evidence that the company's agent at Mul- 
berry had received no notice of any such change up to the time this shipment was 
made; but of this the evidence is not sufficiently positive or clear to make it certain. 
But the agent at Mulberry quoted 7\ cents as the rate to Anderson A, Go. The coal 
was billed and shipped on that rate. It is fair to presume that Anderson A; Go.'s 
transaction was based upon the rate quoted, and we think that after the rate is 
accepted by the shipper, and he delivers his freight to the company, who, through 
its agent, undertakes to ship upon that rate, it is too late to correct a supposed error 
of the agent, if the rate quoted is below the tariff. The same question came up 
before the Board in the case of Bonham vs. Southern Kansas Railway Co., second 
annual report, page 110. In that case the agent quoted to the shipper a rate below 
the regular tariff. No correction was attempted until after the contract of ship- 
ment had been entered into and the service had been performed. We held that the 
shipper was entitled to the rate first given by the agent. With the decision and 
reasons given in that case we are still satisfied. To hold otherwise would result in 
visiting the evil consequences of the ignorance, negligence or carelessness of the 
company's agent upon the shipper. We do not mean by this to hold that a shipper 
may profit by every mistake an agent may make. A party cannot lawfully reap the 
advantage of a mistake which he knows to be such. But if one of two who act 
with reference to any matter in which a mistake enters, suffers in consequence, the 
party innocent of the mistake should not be the one to bear the loss. 

The expense bill in this case is, as we view it, subject to abatement two cents per 
hundred. The weight of coal, as appears from expense bill, was 32,700 pounds. 
Amount of excess, $6.54, which we are of opinion should be refunded to the shipper.

— Deab Sib: Bef erring to your letter of the 12th inst., relative 
to the withdrawal of the passenger -train service on the Leavenworth, Topeka Ai 
Southwestern road, I am instructed by the Board to call your attention to a state- 
ment therein respecting the average train earnings. You state that from the time 
the train was put on, June 1st, 1884, it has " Continued to run regularly for nineteen 
months, during which time, I regret to say, it only earned an average rate of three cents 
per train-mile, or only about one-third of the actual cost of the serviced 

The Board thinks that th^ statement contains an unintentional error, which you 
would prefer to correct. 
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The report of the company to this Board for the year ending Jane 80, 1885, shows 
the total passenger earnings for that year to have been $26,807.25. 

A portion of those earnings came from the passengers carried on the mixed 
train, though probably mnoh the largest proportion from the regular passenger. 

In view of these f actss it is deemed bnt fair to yon to ask yon to review the figures 
given. 

I am further instructed to say that it would aid the Board if a statement could 
be given showing the proportion of passenger earnings of the passenger and mixed 
trains respectively.

attention to the clerical error in my letter to your Honorable Board of the 12th inst., 
in which I am made to say that the Leavenworth, Topeka A; Southwestern passenger 
train only earned an average rate of three cents per train-mile. I should have said 
twenty-three cents per train-mile. 

In reply to the last paragraph in your letter, I beg to say that our statistics were 
not kept in such shape as to enable me to hand you a statement showing the pro- 
portion of the passenger earnings of the passenger and mixed trains respectively.

DECISION. 

On the 6th of April last a petition was presented to the Board, numerously signed 
by citizens of Oskaloosa, and resolutions, passed by the Board of Trade of the city 
of Leavenworth, in both of which complaint was made that respondent company 
bad discontinued passenger-train service on the Leavenworth, Topeka A South- 
western Railway. That such action of the railroad company has resulted to the 
annoyance and inconvenience of the citizens living along the line and having to use 
this railroad, and asking the interposition of the Board for the restoration of the 
passenger train to this line. 

These resolutions and petitions were referred to the respondent company, and 
in due time the company responded, by its General Manager, in substance, that the 
train referred to was put in service by the recommendation of this Board, June 1st, 
1884, and continued to run regularly for nineteen months, during which time it only 
earned an average rate of twenty-three cents per train-mile, or only about one-third 
the actual cost of the service; and, as the experiment had been thorough, without 
showing an increase in earnings, the company could not, under the circumstances, 
consistently continue to run it. 

The Board has regarded this as a matter of considerable importance, and care- 
ful and deliberate consideration has been given it. 

In a financial statement submitted to the Board, under date April 22d, it appears 
that the earnings of the road from all sources, for the six months ending December 
31, 1885, were $89,294.65; and operating expenses, $46,425.99: deficit, |7,131.34. 

The following is a comparison of the passenger earnings for the year next pre- 
ceding the putting on of the passenger train, and the succeeding year, with passen- 
ger-train service: Passenger earnings for the year ending June 80, 1884, $17,590.11; 
for the year ending June 30, 1885, $26,307.25. A portion of these earnings was 
made by the daily freight train over the line, to which a passenger coach is attached. 
The Board, at the time passenger-train service was recommended on this road, in- 
dulged the hope and expectation that it would pay its own way; if not immediately, 
within a reasonable time. It is alleged by petitioners that little effort has been 
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made by the operating department to render the passenger train a paying inBtita- 
tion. However this may be, it is quite apparent to the Board that the lack of depot 
facilities at Leavenworth, and the inconvenient location of its terminus at that city, 
together with its slow rate of speed, have not made it an attractive route for travel 
between the two termini of the road. Considering the magnificent sum of money 
expended in and about ( we presume chiefly about ) the building of this road, being 
upwards of $30,000 per mile exclusive of stock subscriptions, it ought to be a first- 
class road, with the best equipments; but it is poorly constructed in all respects 
except its bonded debt, which last constitutes near all of its equipment. The pres- 
ent owners, however, are in no wise responsible for this condition of things, since it 
came to their hands after it had been thus weU ballasted. 

The city of Leavenworth and several townships along the line of the road aided 
the building of the road to the amount of $74,000. The liberal amount of aid thus 
extended by the people to the building of the line entitles them to be heard, and we 
think, independent of other public considerations, gives them a right to expect rea- 
sonable accommodations from a line which they helped to create. 

While we do not hold, as a rule, that passenger-train service should be main- 
tained upon all lines of railroad in this State, whether it would pay to maintain it 
or not — for we think that such a rule, universally applied, would in some instances be 
harsh and unjust — yet we are clearly of 'the opinion that it is not always a sufficient 
reason for withholding such service, that it does not pay. It is sometimes necessary 
to supply facilities far ahead of present demands for the purpose, or as a means of 
increasing the demand for their use. In this case the putting of a passenger train 
on the road nearly doubled its previous passenger earnings. 

We cannot be blind to the fact that the present owners of this property did not 
buy it with any expectation that it would be of itself a paying financial investment, 
and we certainly think that the company would not now be justified in operating it 
with that end exclusively in view. The people living on that line, considering the 
circumstances of its history, are, in our opinion, entitled to as fair accommodations 
from it as they would probably get if the road was operated with the principal object 
of drawing business to it. 

But this road is the shortest and most direct route of travel between the two 
largest cities in the State, one of which is the capital. Many of the citizens living 
along the road have business at both places, and in the present arrangement of 
train service, when they come to the capital they are detained here parts of two 
days before they are able to return. This certainly should not be with a short and 
direct line^ of railroad connecting them with the capital. 

It must be borne in mind that railroads are not exclusively financial institutions; 
the privileges granted to corporations to build and operate them were primarily for 
the public accommodation, and unless they reasonably afford this they so far fail of 
their purpose. If they prove a poor investment, this is a misfortune, which, while 
it may lead to greater caution about future projects, will hardly justify the partial 
frustration of the main purpose of the charter. 

We feel that it is our duty, under all the circumstances of this case, to hold that 
the patrons of the Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern road are entitled to passen- 
ger-train service on that road, and to recommend that the passenger train be restored.

C. W, Smith, Esq,, General Manager A. T, d: S. F. R, R,, Topeka — Deab Sib: We 
desire to invite your attention to the matter relative to resumption of passenger- 
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train service on the Leavenworth, Topeka A; Southwestern Railway, action concerning 
which was taken by this Board on the 28th of May last. Following the decision then 
made, npon complaints pending before the Board, we were given to understand that 
the company would conform to the suggestion and recommendation therein made, 
but that the company desired a short time in which to complete certain necessary 
arrangements for the resumption of passenger-train service over the road. The na- 
ture of those arrangements was made known to the Board, and was, in fact, in line 
with other suggestions made in our decision, and we deemed such delay under the 
circnmstances reasonable, and consented to it. 

We hoped, however, that such delay would be of short duration. Two months 
have since elapsed, and we are informed the passenger train has not been restored 
to the road. 

We are made sensible of the fact that this unexpected delay is giving rise to very 
serious dissatisfaction among the people along that line. 

Will you have the kindness to inform the Board what, if any, obstacles exist at 
present to putting a passenger train on the line. Yours truly. The Boabd.

In your reply you express surprise at the recep- 
tion of such a letter from us, and state that, " In conversation with your Honorable 
Board, some time ago, it was the understanding at that time that as soon as the 
Leavenworth union depot was constructed, and in condition to afford the necessary 
facilities for the proper handling of our trains, we would resume- passenger service 
between Topeka and Leavenworth, as desired by the petitioners." 

We beg to inform you that the members of this Board are unable to recall any 
conversation with yourself personally with reference to the matter under consider- 
ation. The next day after our decision had been certified to you, your General 
Solicitor, Gapt. Peck, called upon the Board, and stated in substance that it was your 
purpose to comply with the recommendation of our Board in the matter, but that 
you desired to improve your terminal facilities at Leavenworth, and that this would 
be done without delay, and that it was desired by you that we would consent to a 
brief delay in putting the passenger train back on the line until the contemplated 
facilities should be provided. Nothing was said about the Leavenworth union 
depot, but the facilities spoken of were to be provided at a different place, and by 
your company. We desire further to state, that we by no means wish to be under- 
stood as impugning the sincerity of your understanding about the matter, but we 
assure you that so far as we are concerned it is a total misapprehension.

In the matter of the applications heretofore made to the Board for an order re.- 
qniring the establishment of switch connections at or near the city of Wichita, 
Kansas, between the St. Louis, Fort Scott Sc Wichita and the Wichita & Southwestern 
railroads, the Board have examined the situation, and inquired into the reasonable 
necessity for such connections at that point. In the judgment of the Board, it is 
necessary to the convenience and accommodation of the public, that a proper con- 
nection between the two roads above named be built and maintained for the transfer 
of cars from one road to the other.

be completed by the 1st day of September, 1886.

INQUIRY OF J. R. BELL, LYONS, KANSAS, WITH REGARD TO THE SELLING OF THE 
STOCK HELD BY THE COUNTY OF THE MARION A McPHERSON RAILROAD. 

Lyons, Eas., June 1, 1886. 

To the Hon, Board of Railroad Commissioners of Kansas — GentijEmen: In the 
year 1881 the townships of Atlanta and Union, in this county, extended aid to the ex- 
tent of $44,000 to the Marion A McPherson Railroad. One of the conditions upon 
which this aid was voted was that the road should not be mortgaged to exceed $7,000 
per mile, and it is so stated in the petitions. 

A mortgage is now on our county records which we think violated this condition, 
by exceeding the amount named, but which is so lengthy and intricate as to defy the 
legal ability that has so far examined it. We would like to furnish you a copy of 
this mortgage, if you will favor us with an opinion on it. 

Again, this subscription was made in the shape of stock of the road, but so far, 
although satisfied the company is making a profit on the earnings of the road, no 
dividend has been paid on the stock. 

We feel satisfied the people of these townships would vote to sell this stock if an 
opportunity were afforded them, if voting upon a proposition at a fair offer, and 
we ask if you can inform us where we would be likely to find a purchaser for the 
stock, or if we cannot compel the company to pay a dividend upon it. 

We are of the opinion that the Marion Sd McPherson Railroad has been legislated 
out of existence and into the Santa F^, but that ought not to prevent the latter from 
fulfilling the obligations of the former. 

We have no complaint to make of the road farther than this, that as the people 
have 'acted in good faith with the company they ought to be compelled to treat us 
in like manner. 

If you visit this portion of the State soon, would be pleased to have you examine 
this matter, or if I can be of further service to you will be glad to do so.

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OPINION. 

TopEKA, EA.N8A.B, June 16, 1886. 

J. R. Bell, Esq,^ Lyons, Rice County^ Kansas — Deab Sib: Your favor of the Ist 
inst. came duly to hand. You state that the townships of Atlanta and Union, in 
your county, issued aid bonds to the Marion <fe McPherson Railroad to the aggregate 
amount of $44,000, receiving an equivalent amount of stock of that road. That the 
bonds were voted upon condition that the road should not be mortgaged to an 
amount exceeding $7,000 per mile. That you have reason to believe that this con- 
dition has been violated, from the reading of a mortgage on the records of your 
county; and you desire our opinion upon this point. Further, you state that you 
are satisfied that the company is making a profit on the earnings of the road, but 
that no dividends have been paid on the stock, and in view of this fact you desire to 
be informed whether the townships named are not entitled to share in dividends or 
profits, and whether the company cannot be compelled to pay them, and whether or 
not the stock could be sold, etc. 

As to the first proposition, viz., whether the condition contained in the prop- 
osition votfed on by the people in the townships named has been violated, we could 
not venture an opinion without careful examination of all the records and proceed- 
ings connected therewith. 

We may, however, say, that according to the returns to this office, the mortgage 
on the Marion & McPherson Railroad exceeds eleven thousand dollars per mile of 
road. If the proposition voted on, by which bonds were authorized to be issued 
in exchange for stock of the road, contained the condition you state, the condition 
was probably waived by not making it a part of the actual subscription of the stock, 
i. e., inserting such condition in the subscription to the capital stock. We do not 
know what the facts are in this respect, but simply make this suggestion as a possi- 
ble explanation. 

With respect to the second part of your letter, that relating to the payment of 
dividends on the stock held in the M. & McP. R. R. Co., you must bear in mind that 
this last-named company is not operating the railroad, or any railroad, and there- 
fore it is not earning any profits to divide. This company leased its road to the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa ¥4 Company, which last company operates the road, and 
nnder the terms of the lease is entitled to whatever profits, after payment of stipu- 
lated rental, may be earned by the road. The rental is payment of the mortgage 
obligations put upon the road by the M. & McP. R. R. Co. So long as the present 
lease exists, the stock held by those townships will be entitled to no dividends, for 
the simple reason that the company that issued the stock has no road to operate to 
earn any, and the possession of that stock creates no obligation against the Atchison 
road — the lessee — for the payment of dividends upon it. We supposed it was 
generally understood that local corporations organized for the ostensible purpose of 
building branch lines of railroad were usually confined^to^the functions of receiving 
stock subscriptions and municipal or other public bond aid, executing a mortgage 
and lease, and then retiring from active business for the length of the lifetime of 
two generations more or less — generally more. The stock in such companies is 
generally an interesting if not valuable heirloom to^be transmitted to posterity of 
the third generation. 

For this reason it is not probable that you could find a purchaser for this stock 
at a price which would make it an object to sell.

OOMPIiAINT. 

Medicine Lodge, Apiil 21, 1886. 

Kansas Railroad Commissioners — GENTiiEMEN : We have been annoyed and 
swindled by the railroad company so much, I thought I. wonld write you and see if 
a remedy cannot be had. We have been shipping grain from Harper to Medicine 
Lodge; when we ship 20,000 pounds they charge us 30,000 pounds; they have no way 
to weigh between these points; we paid the freight; now we want it back: how shaU 
we proceed? They have a system of stealing in this way, and many do not desire to 
go to law for a trifle, and in this way cheat men out of their damages. 

It takes from three to six months to get anything back, if you get it at all. The 
Legislature has been making laws recently, where a man does not buy a ticket, fine 
him 15 cents: now let them make laws to protect the poor man that ships his goods 
on the railroad — thousands of it broken and damaged when he comes for it; the agent 
tells him he must pay for it, and then put in his claim to the railroad company. Nine 
times out of ten he never hears from it. The amount likely not large, he would rather 
lose than go to law. The poor man loses his damage or property, and the railroad 
company has it — a swindle of the worst kind, not being able to protect himself. 

And here is another system of the Southern Kansas Railroad: they never give a 
receipt when paying freight, and do not tell where it is from, but simply put down 
the weight and amount in dollars and cents. Anyone'can surmise what this is for — 
so you cannot tell whether it is right or wrong. You know no tariff rates, and the 
agent tells you he has instructions not to put it on the receipt, from headquarters. 

To put your business into a souless corporation, not knowing what you are doing, 
is folly. The Legislature has been passing acts to protect the railroad companies, 
so conductors could not steal their money: now let them go to work and pass laws 
to protect the common citizen, so that the railroad company cannot steal from them 
in destroying their property while in transit, and also to make them give each man 
a receipt, so that he can read it and understand the same, and have each act made so 
in case of a refusal to comply, double and treble damages to be assessed. It cannot be 
too strong for an honest man, and would be none too severe for the railroad com- 
pany to keep them honest. Poor conductors may get a dollar or two from them, 
while they are taking thousands from the citizens. The one does a retail business, 
while the other does a wholesale — that is simply the difference. 

They should be made to give a receipt where the goods were shipped from; if 
over more than one road, the rate per hundred should be named on each, with the 
weight, so that an error could be detected, if any. I was told by an agent when ask- 
ing him for rates per hundred on beer I had shipped to me, why it was they would 
not put it down. He told me he understood the order came from the Commissioners 
not to put down the tariff per hundred, as it caused them a great deal of trouble in 
answering letters and inquiries from people. Is this true ? I could not believe it. 
Answer, and oblige W. E. Roobbs. 

DECISION. 

From the complaint in this case and the accompanying evidence, and the nature 
of the response made by the company complained of, the facts appear to be as fol- 
lows: On the 14th of April, 1886, there was consigned to complainants, at Harper, a 
car-load of corn, to be shipped to them at Medicine Lodge,^ Kansas, over the South- 
ern Kansas Railway. The consignor weighed the corn before putting the same into 
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the car; and Ms sworn statement shows that the total weight was 22,852 lbs. In the 
way-bill it is described as ^'189 sacks of com; weight, subject to correction, 20,000." 
When the corn reached its destination, complainant was charged the regular rate, 
for the distance between Harper and Medicine Lodge, upon a stated weight of 80,000 
pounds. 

In his response to this complaint, Mr. S. B. Hynes, the company^s General 
Freight Agent, says : " Our instructions to agents are, when billing grain, to use a 
weight of 80,000 pounds, which is to be corrected to actual weight when such is 
ascertained. It was formerly our custom to bill all cars at 20,000 pounds; but since 
the capacity of cars has been increased, it is found that the average weight is 80,000 
pounds." The writer adds : " If you desire, we will put the complaint in the form of 
a claim, and adjust direct with shippers as soon as possible." 

If the instruction recited above, and the practice founded upon it, were free 
from objections, the offer to adjust the overcharge in this case would obviate any 
need of further comment. But we think that the custom of charging shippers upon 
maximum car-load weights, leaving the shipper to seek adjustment with the com- 
pany afterwards, upon actual weights, is so objectionable as to merit all the condem- 
nation and objurgation heaped upon it by the indignant shipper in this case. Here 
is a party who, upon a shipment of a load of corn thirty-three miles, is overcharged, 
according to the evidence now before us, six dollars. This is not done either by ac- 
cident or through mistake, but according to rule and custom. The company takes 
the shipper's money and leaves him to fret and complain, and go to the trouble and 
expense of getting back from the company that portion of his money that was un- 
lawfully exacted. As the complainant justly observes: " Many men whose overcharge 
is a comparative trifle will grin and bear it, and take their pay out in cursing the 
company, rather than be vexed with seeking to recover their money." 

It is the duty of the company to know, at the time it presents a freight bill to a 
man, the correct amount it has a right to charge, and to coUect that and no more. 
The time to make adjustments is before the money is demanded; the weights can be 
ascertained as well before as after, and frequently much more easily. 

It must be evident that such a practice as the one pursued in this case must be 
a fruitful source of overcharge to shippers, entailing absolute loss to some, and vex- 
ation, trouble and expense to others, who resort to the tedious and usually dilatory 
methods devised for the establishment of claims through railroad offices. 

It is true that the company had no track scales between the two points of ship- 
ment; but this is no excuse. It was not the duty of the shipper to furnish the scales, 
and their absence can never justify any company in basing charges for a service 
rendered, which the law requires shall be upon established and uniform rates, upon 
its own arbitrary guess or presumption, leaving the shipper to overthrow the guess 
or presumption and establish the actual fact as best he may. 

The shipper also complains that the company's agent refused to inform him, or 
pnt upon the expense bill, the rate of freight charged. The original expense bill is 
before us, and we find that it fails in that respect to conform to the requirements of 
the law as stated by us to the General Manager of the Atchison road in letter of date 
April 2d last. The date of this bill is April 15th last. We are of opinion that the 
overcharge in this case should be refunded to the shipper without delay, and that 
the objectionable custom set forth in Mr. Hynes's letter should be at once abolished. 
And further, that the expense bills of the Southern Kansas Railway should be made 
to conformi to the requirements heretofore pointed out by the Board.

INQUIRY OF A. B. CORNING, BAXTER SPRINGS, KANSAS, 

Whether a railroad company that agrees to rebate a certain per cent, from regular tariff to one firm, 
cannot be compelled to do so to all firms doing business in the same place.

Deab Sib: Would like to ask yon if under existing laws, where a railroad company 
enters into a private agreement or contract with one individual or firm, at a common 
point, whereby said company agrees to and does transport freight of all classes for 
such individuals or firm, at its regular rates, and rebates a certain per cent, of its 
charges for the same, whether all others doing business in the same place who have 
been charged and have paid regular rates, could not recover the same rebate upon all 
shipments made during time such contract had been in force ? 

An early reply to this will greatly oblige.

A. B. Coming, Esq. — Deab Sib : In answer to your inquiry, addressed to this 
office, of the 29th of May, to the effect that if, under existing laws, a railroad com- 
pany, by private agreement, grants rebates from its regular tariff rates to one indi- 
vidual or firm doing business at a given point, upon all classes of freight trans- 
ported over such railroad for such individual or firm, are not all other individuals 
and firms doing business at the same point entitled to like rebates upon the trans- 
portation of the same classes of freight for them to the same point; and in such 
case could not those who had been charged and had paid regular rates recover from 
the railroad company the like rebate during the time such contract had been in 
force, we have to inform you that the statement submitted in your inquiry does not 
embrace all the conditions that require uniformity of charges. If the shipments 
were all made from the same place to the common point to all individuals and firms 
alike, they would all be entitled to the like rebates granted to one upon the same 
classes of freights. 

The statute of this State prohibits railroad companies from charging or receiv- 
ing from any person, company or corporation, for the transportation of any prop- 
erty, or for any other service, a greater sum than it shall at the same time charge, 
demand or receive from any other person, company or corporation for a like ser- 
vice from the same place, or upon like condition and under similar circumstances. 
And it further provides that all concessions of rates, drawbacks, and contracts for 
special rates, shall be open to and allowed all persons, companies and corporations 
alike. These statutory provisions created no new rights in favor of shippers, nor 
imposed additional duties upon carriers; they have always been the law since rail- 
roads commenced to be operated. If it were otherwise it would result that the State, 
whose primary duty was that of protection to all its citizens, had, by granting a 
charter of incorporation to an association of individuals to form a railroad com- 
pany, conferred the power on such association to pull down and destroy one class of 
citizens and build up another, or, in other words, had commissioned an association 
of individuals to defeat the very end for which the State was created and exists. 
But the statute has added these further sanctions to the law, defining the duties of 
common carriers, and the correlative rights of shippers, that violations involving 
unjust discriminations may be visited with treble damages and heavy penalties.

^^Resolved, That whereas the failure upon the part of the A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. and 
the Union Pacific Railway Co., in not connecting their lines of road by a ' Y,' in the 
city of McPherson, Kansas, is working a serious detriment and injury to the busi- 
ness interests of said city, and to the great inconvenience of the public generally, 
we respectfully ask at your hands that such action be taken as will cause said con- 
nection or ' Y ' to be made by said railroad companies."

In the matter of the track connection between the Union Pacific and Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa F^ railroads at McPherson, Kansas, petitioned for by the Mayor and 
Council of the city of McPherson and the Board of Trade of that city, as neither of 
the companies interested is willing to put in the connecting track asked for at its own 
expense, it is made the duty of the Board of Railroad Commissioners to determine 
whether or not it is necessary that the work should be done to meet the convenience 
and accommodation of the public, and if necessary, to require that such connection 
be made at the joint equal expense of the two companies whose roads cross. 

Besides the complaint put forth in the petition of the Mayor and Council and 
Board of Trade, that the lack of such connection is a serious detriment and injury 
to the business interests of said city and a great inconvenience to the public generally, 
we have at different times received verbal complaints from shippers at Salina and 
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other points, of the inconyenience to them of the lack of snch connection. The 
Board have examined the location, and facts relative to its necessity, and in their 
judgment snch connection is necessary to the convenience and accommodation of 
the public; and in pursuance of the statute in such cases it is ordered by the Board 
of Kailroad Commissioners that a suitable connecting track, with turn-outs and 
switches, be built at McPherson, connecting the railway tracks of the Union Pacific 
and Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ companies, or by them operated at said point, and 
that each of said companies build one-half of such connecting track, or if built wholly 
by one, the expense thereof shall be borne equally by each. That said connecting 
track be built and completed by September 15, 1886.

Referring to attached papers, complaint of John Johns, of Moline, Eansas, of an 

overcharge on shipment of millet seed, in transportation from Moline to Medicine 

Lodge, permit me to say that our rules provide that all car-load shipments of grain 
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be way-billed at weight of 30,000 pounds per car, minimam weight, which will be 
corrected to actual weight when snch is ascertained by elevators, or track scales of

the company, or, when impracticable to weigh, actual weight to be determined by 
taking invoice weight. In this case the car was billed at the minimum rate, 30,000 
pounds, and had Mr. Johns sent me his expense bill and a copy of the original in- 
voice, showing weight of oar to be only 27,720 pounds, we would have at once made 
him a voucher for the amount of overcharge. If you will have the gentleman send 
to me his paid expense bill, I will send him a voucher, at Moline, for the amount 
claimed, |5.81.

DECISION. 

This complaint is of a similar character to that of Kogers & Son, against the 
same railway, decided on the 17th inst. This was a shipment of millet seed from 
Moline to Medicine Lodge, Kansas. The scale weights taken at Moline before ship- 
ment show the total weight of the millet at 27,720 pounds ; the car was billed at 
30,000. The rate was 26} cents per hundred, and the amount which the company 
had a right to receive for freight was $70.69, but the amount demanded and received 
was 176.50 — an overcharge of $6.81. 

The Freight Agent of the company o£fers the same explanation or excuse of the 
transaction as was given in the case of Rogers & Son, and which the Board in that 
case declared to be inadequate. In justice to the respondent, it should be stated that 
in his response to this complaint, the Freight Agent says: "Had Mr. Johns sent me 
his expense bill, and a copy of the original invoice, showing weight of car to be only 
27,720 pounds, we would have at once made him a voucher for the amount of over- 
charge." And in justice to the shipper we will quote from his letter transmitting 
his claim to this office: "Inclosed please find papers of an overcharge on freight, 
which we would like to have corrected, for we cannot get anything out of the rail- 
road agent." 

I This furnishes another illustration of the utterly indefensible character of the 

I rule which has been established on the Southern Kansas Railway in cases of this 

I kind. The company's agent is required to presume that the car contains 30,000 

pounds, and bill it at that weight, when with no trouble he could have ascertained 
I before billing, the exact weight from precisely the same evidence that the General 

Freight Agent proposes to be governed by in determining the amount of excess to 
be refunded to the shipper afterwards. The shipper knows that too much has been 
demanded of him, and that he has been wronged; he applies to the company's 
station agent for redress or information, and the agent is mum. Under these cir- 
oamstances many shippers don't know what further to do, and many who do are too 
distrustful to send the papers which contain the evidence that they have been over- 
charged, to those who are chargeable with the wrong. 

For further criticisms of this practice, we re{er to our remarks in the Rogers case. 
The evidence clearly shows that Mr. Johns has been overcharged $5.81 upon the 
shipment referred to, which amount we believe should be refunded to him without 
delay.

Hon* John A, Martin, Topeka, JTansos— Deab Govebnob : In our opinion, some- 
thing must be done to correct the injustice towards us at this point. 
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The MisBoari Pacific grain dealers can pay 1^ to 2 cents per bushel more for com 
and grain than we can do. This indiscriminate abuse has robbed as of at least five 
thousand dollars here since last fall's trade began. The Union Pacific officials say 
they can do nothing, as their hands are tied by our Kansas Board of Commissioners. 
Was the Kansas Board of Railroad Commissioners created for the purpose of legal- 
izing wrong or as a subterfuge to shield wrong ? If so, it is a disgrace to the fair 
name of Kansas, and ought to be met by repeal. 

You no doubt observed Atchison, Kansas, complaint not long since. Well, we 
have been treated to a similar dose here for over five months, and have written re- 
peatedly to our Union Pacific officials to correct matters — but no redress. As Gov- 
ernor of Kansas it is your duty to see that these grievances are corrected immedi- 
ately. You have three remedies to reach the matter in: Ask the present Board to 
do their duty or resign ; put in a board who have the nerve to do their duty and will 
do it in spite of Jay Gould and his unscrupulous methods; or else call the Legislature 
together, and wholesome laws be passed which Jay Gould cannot violate at his 
pleasure. 

Governor, we ask you kindly to take hold of this matter at once, and allow no red- 
tape dodging of the matter by officials.

Caywood db Co., Vining, Kansas — GentijEUem: Your letter to Governor Martin of 
March 30, complaining that your business is being injured by discrimination in grain 
rates between the Central Branch and Union Pacific railroads, has been referred to 
this Board by the Governor. 

I am instructed by the Board to ask you to state who are your competitors in the 
grain business at Vining and vicinity, in whose favor you have reason to believe dis- 
criminative rates are made, and over what road they ship? This information is 
desired for the purpose of aiding in their investigation of the complaint. 

The Board will, as soon as their previous appointments for investigations of com- 
plaints in other parts of the State will permit, go to Vining to look into your com- 
plaint. As soon as we can appoint a day you shall be notified. 

The Board instruct me to add, that your letter to the Governor contains the first 
information that has come to them of the matter complained of, and that the law 
does not require the Board to be immediately possessed of every species of informa- 
tion by intuition, though possibly the law in this respect is deficient.

Deab Sib: Your favor of 6th inst. duly received, and fully note contents of same. 
Our letter to Gov. Martin, as you state, contains the first information your Board 
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has received in reference to onr grieyances referred to. Most assuredly it would 
haye been our great pleasure to have an honorable settlement with the Union Pacific 
Railroad, rather than bring the confusion before your Board. Our letter book will 
show you how we have pressed the differences we hav^ with the U. P. Ely. to an hon- 
orable settlement. We have put our claim in the hands of President Adams, of 
Boston, as a more speedy way of reaching a settlement of our differences. We have 
a recent favor from Mr. Adams in which he expresses a desire to right the wrong; 
bat this should not delay your coming unless you are apprised by us not to come^ 
as we have much information that is gilt edge, and persons and private papers will 
have to be produced if any legal process will bring them into court. 

Oar competitive points of discrimination during the period referred to are 
Ames, Eas., and Clifton, Eas. About 100 oars of corn have been taken from our ter- 
ritory to Ames, Eas., and about 100 cars have passed our' door to Clifton parties. 
The Parcell Elevator Co., of Ames, Eas., and Geo. C. Miller, of Clifton, Eas., are our 
principal competitors. The first two ship over the Central Branch. Can your tri- 
bonal compel the attendance of persons from a distance ? If so, grain dealers from 
Ames, Eas., Clyde, Eas., and several outside of the State, know more than they would 
care the general public to know. 

We think local information will be sufficient to satisfy you that our claim is a just 
one, and that the amount of damages we ask should be paid promptly. Please keep 
as advised of your intentions. Yours truly, Catwood & Co. 

Referred to Union Pacific Railway Company, and a notice afterwards given of 
I investigation of complaint. 

' DEOISION. 

; The complaint in this case was addressed to the Governor, and by him referred to 

this Board. As will be seen by reference to the correspondence • preceding this de- 
cision, this complaint contained the first intimation that came to the Board that any 

I oaase for complaint existed. 

The complaint itself is vague. The only part of the complaint which is ger- 
main to the duties and functions of the Board is stated thus: "The Missouri Pacific 

I grain dealers can pay 1}^ to 2 cents per bushel more for corn or grain than we can 

do. This indiscriminate abuse has robbed us of at least five thousand dollars here 
since last fairs trade began." Why Missouri Pacific grain dealers were able to pay 

I more for grain than complainants could do, was left to conjecture; but as the Board 

; have adopted rules discarding all technicality, we felt ourselves justified in assum- 

ing that it was meant to be charged that the Missouri Pacific Company was giving 
a rate on grain from Yining or Clifton, the points involved in the complaint, below 
that afforded over the Union Pacific road between the same points of shipment. Ac- 
cordingly the Board, at the earliest opportunity, entered upon an investigation for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether this was the fact, in the course of which the 
freight agents of the Missouri Pacific road, resident at Atchison and St. Louis, and 
the Union Pacific, having charge of the freight traffic of the Eansas division, and 
also the grain dealers at points competitive to Vining, viz., at Clifton, Clyde and 
Ames, were examined. 

The situation there is as follows: The two roads working in the grain trade at the 
points last named are the Union Pacific and the Central Branch, the latter of which 
is operated by the Missouri Pacific, under a lease from the Union Pacific, under the 
terms of which it is non-competitive with that road. At Clifton there are two ele- 
vators, both on the track of the Central Branch. There is no elevator on the track 
of the Union Pacific road at Clifton, but a mile further west the complainants' ele- 
vator is situated on this road, at Vining, and there is no elevator here on the Central 
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Branch track. At Clyde, six miles beyond, there are three elevators — two on the 
Union Pacific and one on the Central Branch tracks — and at Ames, three miles be- 
yond Clyde, there is an elevator on the Central Branch, the Union Pacific not touch- 
ing at this point. The competitive points at which it was sabseqnently alleged 
discrimination existed, were Clifton and Ames, at neither of which points was there 
a grain dealer on the Union Pacific road. Bat it is claimed that about one hundred 
cars of corn had been, taken, during the last fall, winter and spring months, from the 
territory tributary, or nearer to Yining than Ames, to the latter place, and an equal 
number had been taken past the Yining elevator to Clifton. 

The following are the official figures showing the number of cars of corn shipped 
from Yining over the Union Pacific road, and the number shipped over the Central 
Branch, for the six months ending April 30, 1886: 

From Vining over Union Pacific S74 

From Clifton over Central Branch 132 

From Ames over Central Branch 48 

There were 194 cars of corn shipped over the U. P. road from Yining, during the 
period covered by this complaint, in excess of the whole number shipped from Clif- 
ton and Ames together over the Central Branch within the same time, notwithstand- 
ing it is alleged that the last two points were being favored with specially low rates, 
and notwithstanding the further fact that there was no lack of corn to be shipped 
stored up in the elevators and corn-cribs at those places; at Ames, the amount of 
corn on hand, and which had been accumulating the six previous months, being 
upwards of 175,000 bushels. It would appear, at least, that if favorable special 
rates were afforded to the shippers over the Central Branch from Clifton and Ames, 
they were singularly indifferent to this privilege, or neglectful in availing them- 
selves of it. 

Compared with' the corresponding months of the previous year, the shipments 
of corn had fallen off at Yining 228 car-loads. But the same result is observable at 
other points in the same general territory. For example, at Clay Center the ship- 
ments were': For 1884-5, 765 car-loads; for 1885-6, the number was 428 — a falling- 
off of 337 car-loads. At Morganville, the next station south of Clifton on the U. P. 
road, the shipments for 1884-6 were 488 car-loads; for 1886-6, 187 — a reduction of 
301 car-loads. At Clyde, shipments for 1884-6, 362; for 1886-6, 217— reduction, 
146 car-loads. These last shipments from Clyde cover only three months of 1884-5, 
and four months of the last year. 

The territory which may be deemed competitive between the Union Pacific and 
Central Branch roads is directly tributary to the following-named points: Beloit, 
Concordia, Ames, Clyde, Clifton, Yining, and Miltonvale; and for the six months end- 
ing April 30, 1886, the number of car-loads of corn shipped from these points over 
the Union Pacific was 1,464, and over the Central Branch, 630. This is sufl&ciently 
puzzling, upon the theory that Jay Oould, by unscrupulous methods, had undertaken, 
as charged, to ruin complainants. The puzzle is rendered all the more perplexing 
when we further considei^ that the terms of the lease under which the Central Branch 
is operated, require an accounting to the Union Pacific Company of earnings on 
that road upon the basis of the tariff, and that any concessions from that to ship- 
pers would be the absolute loss of the Missouri Pacific Company. 

In explanation of the fact that, as compared with the previous year, the ship- 
ihent of corn had so largely fallen off for the year 1885-6, it was estimated by vari- 
ous dealers that from 40 to 50 per cent, of last year's crop was still held by the farmers, 
and the low prices and the unfavorable condition of much of the corn had held it 
back. 

Geo. C. Miller, the dealer at Clifton, the principal competitor of complainants. 
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stated that he had had no advantage in freight rates on grain. He had been charged 
nniformly the regxQar tariff rate, 14 cents, whic]^ is the same rate that is given to all 
shippers in that locality. That his shipments were all made npon actual scale weights, 
and that no rebates, drawbacks, or other advantages had been given, either directly 
or indirectly, npon any shipments made by him. His corn had been sold and con- 
signed to Snyder &, Denton, of the Leavenworth Elevator. 

The complainants shipped partly to the same parties, and the rest to Kansas 
City, except some car-loads consigned to the Leavenworth Glucose Works. We have 
a list of the prices paid upon the different dates of shipments, both by the Leaven- 
worth Elevator and Kansas City firms, to the complainants and Mr. Miller, taken 
from the books of the latter parties. We find that the prices paid both are identical, 
npon the same dates, with the exception of some white corn shipped by Miller, the 
price of which was one cent higher than yellow corn. Mr. Miller further stated that 
Snyder &, Denton's quotations to him were the current market prices. This state- 
ment is borne oat by reference to his books and the shipping prices already noticed. 
It further appeared that at times Mr. Miller had paid from one to two cents higher 
for corn than was paid by complainants and others at Yining. This was accounted 
for upon the following reasons: He had paid at times more than market quotations 
would indicate it was worth, relying on an advance to justify the price paid. On 
some of the higher-priced corn he had lost. Dealers will frequently differ in their 
judgment as to the quality and grade of the same corn, and this difference will vary 
prices slightly. 

. At Clyde the elevator men were getting the same rates of freight, and were pay- 
ing substantially the same prices for corn, as at Yining, but were complaining that 
Ames was drawing corn from their territory by paying better prices than they could 
afford. The corn trade is handled at Ames by the E. B. Purcell Elevator Company, 
a mammoth concern, as may be judged from the statement already made, that their 
store-houses contained nearly 200,000 bushels of grain. We examined the manager 
of this concern, and ascertained from him what has since been confirmed by official 
figures, that there has been but little corn shipped from this point the past season. 
So that whatever other considerations had influenced the price paid, freight rates 
had not been a material element. We learned from other authentic sources of in- 
formation, that no advantages in rates had been given to this company. It was ad- 
mitted that prices slightly above market current rates had been paid, the reasons for 
which were substantially those given by Mr. Miller, at Clifton, with this additional 
one, that the company at Ames had been compelled to beat the competition of an 
interloper, who bought for delivery on the railroad track, commonly called a track 
buyer. This sort of competition had made the grain trade at Ames very lively for a 
time, and drew trade from a much larger territory than their usual trade attracted. 
Thus, the unusual competition at Ames and at Clifton, the two points complained of 
as possessing discriminative advantages from the Central Branch road*, was fully ac- 
counted for upon perfectly legitimate reasons. That no discriminations in rates or 
other advantages from the railroad had been practiced in this instance, is, to our 
minds, perfectly clear, from all the evidence. To reach any other conclusion would 
imply a condition of mind in which the logical tenor of all the evidence was exactly 
reversed. 

It is due to the Union Pacific Company to say, that before any complaint reached 
us, the proper officers of that company had instituted a searching inquiry into the 
cause of these complaints, for the protection of their own business and the shippers 
along their line, but with exactly the same result as reached by this investigation. 
The company could not grant the request of complainants, to allow a heavy rebate 
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upon their shipments, without being guilty of the self-same injustice towards their 

competitors, that they were complaining was practiced against them. 

Since taking the testimony at Vining and the other places mentioned above, we 

have received a letter from Cay wood & Co., from which we quote: 

"Since you were at ViniDg, I have learned, through the party who usually receives our wires, that 
during the period in controversy of our complaints, he received a wire for us from Snyder k Denton, 
making us an offer on corn. Afterwards, on the same day, he was at Clifton, and Mr. Miller received 
an offer from the same parties. He says Mr. Miller was bid He per bushel above the bid to Cay wood 
&, Co. This is straight goods, as my brother says our cipher was produced, and the facts produced this 
result." 

We have two remarks to make on this: 

1st. We presume this is as '* straight goods ^' as hearsay testimony generally is, a 
class of evidence which the experience of mankind has found it necessary to carefully 
exclude from the hearing of courts and juries in the settlement of controversies, and 
the establishment of definite facts, lest this sort of goods pervert truth and justice. 

2d. If it were all true, it is not to the purpose. The charge is not that Snyder & 
Denton, but the railroad company, has practiced discrimination. Snyder k Denton 
are not a public agency, like a railroad company. They have the same right to buy 
corn of whom they please, and pay whatever price they please, as have Caywood & Co., 
or any other private party, and it would be a gross impertinence for Kailroad Com- 
missioners or anybody else to ask them why they offered one party more than another, 
with any view of controlling or restraining their action. 

Unjust discrimination among shippers by railroads is a gross and wicked per- 
version of the privileges conferred upon them by the State. It robs the citizen of 
that protection which it is the prime duty of the State to extend to every man. Its 
consequences are most mischievous. Even a well-grounded suspicion that it exists 
should provoke an investigation, and no punishment can be too severe when it is 
found to exist. In this case there were some facts which, unexplained, tended to 
create such a suspicion, and it was highly proper that an investigation should have 
been made. Having made it, we are satisfied that such facts as aroused suspicion 
are explainable, and consistent with a different hypothesis; and so the Board finds.

Kansas and the Atchison, Topeka <fe Santa Fe railway companies, who own and 
operate lines of railroad through Winfield and Wellington, allow two checkmen 
named Charlie Strahan and Al. Tyrell, the first named to operate and drum for 
passengers for a certain non-resident corporation called " The Southwestern Stage 
Company," a 'bus line that does not pay a dollar into the treasury of Cowley county 
or Sumner county, to the exclusion of the " City ' Bus Line" of Winfield, whose owner 
is a heavy tax-payer in the said city of Winfield; to the exclusion of Messrs. Arnold 
Brothers, of Wellington, who own a 'bus line at Wellington, and are tax-payers there. 
Said checkmen on said Southern Kansas Railway also " drum " guests or boarders 
for a certain hotel in Winfield called the Britten hotel, to the exclusion of the Cen- 
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tral and St. James, both first-class hotels in Winfield, whose proprietors are both 
heavy tax-payers, ,and who have laid oat and expended large snms of money in fit- 
ting up and carrying on said hotel business, and who are entitled to an equal chance 
in the support of themselves and their families. Said Al. Tyrell operates in and 
near Winfield, on said train of said Atchison, Topeka &> Santa F^ Railroad, in dram- 
ming and soliciting in the same manner as above set forth in regard to said Charley 
Strahan, of said Southern Kansas Railway, to the detriment and injury of said owner 
of the "City 'Bus Line" of Winfield, to wit, H. F. Paris, said Arnold Biothers, of 
Wellington; also to the great injury of said proprietors of the Central and St. James 
hotels, named respectively J. A. McKibben and E. Weitzel, who are our clients, and 
who, through us, their attorneys, seek redress for their respective great injuries, sus- 
tained through said wrongful acts of the Superintendents of said railroads, to wit: 
J. L. Barnes, of the Southern Kansas, and H. R. Nickerson, of the Atchison, Topeka 
t Santa F^ Railroad. We have sought redress of said superintendenis, but have 
either been evaded or passed by in silence, while said great injuries have been 
allowed by said superintendents to go on. We have a number of affidavits of the 
parties injured and of other good and reputable citizens of Winfield and Wellington 
to the truth of the above statements, and of a great deal more outrages permitted 
by said Barnes and Nickerson, which we desire to present to your consideration, 
looking to the removal of said checkmen, and stopping of said evil practices. 
Let us hear from you at your earliest convenience, and oblige.

Sib: Referring again to yours of the dd inst.^ covering copy of complaint from Messrs. 
Forsyth and Madden, attorneys for Paris, McKibben, et al., in regard to claimed dis- 
criminations at Winfield and Wellington in favor of the Southwestern Stage Company 
and against certain hotels and local 'bus companies in those towns, I do not know 
how I can reply to the complaint more intelligently and effectually than by handing 
yon copies of two communications on the subject; one being from Mr. W. P.White, 
General Passenger and Ticket Agent of the Atchison Company, the other from Mr. 
B. B. Hynes, General Freight and Passenger Agent of the Southern Kansas Company. 
These communications cover the ground, and will, I think, place you in possession 
of all the facts.

Topeka, April 22, 1886. 

C. W. Smith, Esq., First Vice President and General Manager — Deab Sib: Referring 
farther to your letter of 6th instant, inclosing complaint of Messrs. Forsyth and 
Madden, attorneys, Winfield, Kas., to the Honorable Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers, I have to respectfully advise you that, in my judgment, the facts in the case do 
not warrant the charges made. 

The complainants charge us with — First: Allowing one A. C. Tyrell, an employ^ 
of the Southwestern Stage Company, to solicit passengers on our trains in the vicin- 
ity of Winfield, to the exclusion of the " City 'Bus Line," of Winfield, and Arnold 
^os.' 'Bus Line, at Wellington. Second: That said Tyrell operates in the interest 
of a certain hotel in Winfield, to the exclusion of the Central and St. James hotels, 
And this presun\ably with our knowledge. 

Answering the first charge: We issued a time pass to Tyrell, and have issued none 
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to any employ^ of the so-called "City *Bas Line/' This for the following reasons: 
The Southwestern Stage Company has been doing business in connection with ns for 
a great many years, both in the nature of a city transfer and through stage lines. It 
is a responsible concern, and the business is attended to in a thorough and business- 
like manner. In allowing a checkman to ride on our trains and solicit passengers 
and baggage, I have always felt it to be my duty, where there was a choice in the 
matter, to select the representative of a responsible company for the work; this, not 
only for the general good of the service, but for the protection of the traveling pub- 
lic, who naturally consider that we indorse any omnibus line whose representative we 
allow on our trains, and that in case their baggage should be lost, they would have 
to deal with a concern that would be able and willing to pay for it. 

This is the character of the Southwestern Stage Company, and during the past 
eleven years I have had a great deal of business with it, and have known its manager, 
Mr. Tisdale, intimately for a much longer time, and have never heard a complaint 
against any of its employ^ until the one under consideration was submitted. 

For these reasons, it has been our custom to issue time passes to the checkmen 
of the Southwestern Stage Company, where it operated city transfer lines, just as 
we have to the Topeka Omnibus Line, the Kansas City Transfer Company, and others; 
but for the comfort and safety of our passengers and their baggage, we have never 
given passes to rival lines nor to irresponsible parties. 

The evidence submitted forces me to believe that the so-called " City 'Bus Line," 
of Winfield, is not a concern that we could consistently indorse, in view of all we ex- 
pect and require of a transfer company. 

The evidence shows it to consist of one small omnibus and one pair of horses, 
and that the owner of it possesses no other worldly goods. In fact, I am informed 
on good authority that he does not really own the omnibus, and consequently it 
could not be attached in case of loss of Valuable baggage. 

There are three railroads running in and out of Winfield, and it would be simply 
impossible for this one omnibus and one pair of horses to make all the calls, meet 
all trains, delayed and regular, and carry all baggage. 

In the case of Arnold Bros., at Wellington, the matter stands in much the same 
light, as to the character of the equipment as compared with the Southwestern Stage 
Company, as at Winfield. The Arnold Bros, are, I believe, however, financially all 
right, but own no omnibuses. They own two hacks, and manage the best way they 
can to take care of such baggage as these hacks cannot carry. 

Answering the second charge: Mr. Niokerson, our Division Superintendent, has 
investigated the charge, and has failed to find any grounds for it. No particular 
case of discrimination has been submitted. It seems unnecessary to attempt to 
prove that we would not knowingly allow such a condition of things to exist. I 
would call your attention to the fact that there are several other hotels in Winfield 
besides the "Central" and "St. James;" and it is strange they have not been heard 
from, if Tyrell has been working in the interest of one particular hotel as claimed; 
and in the further fact that the two hotels named above are comparatively small 
houses. 

Mr. Tisdale has also investigated this matter on his own account, being depend- 
ent, in a large measure, upon the good- will of the hotel proprietors for his business; 
and he advises me that he has failed to find that Tyrell has done as claimed, and 
further states that he would discharge him or any other man in his employ immedi- 
ately, if detected in this or any other business detrimental to the interests of tEe 
stage company. He came here a few days ago, and I went with him to call on the 
Commissioners, but unfortunately they were out of town. The matter was discussed 
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with Mr. Turi^er, the Secretary of the Board; and Mr. Tisdale said he would gladly 
come up from Lawrence any time, and go over his part of the case with the Com- 
missioners, if they desired to interview him on the subject. 

I return letter of Secretary Turner and copy of complaint inclosed in your letter 
to me, herewith. I understand from Mr. Tisdale that Mr. Barnes has investigated 
the matter for the Southern Kansas Railway. Yours truly, W. F. White.

G. W. Smith, Esq,, First Vice President and General Manager, Topeka, Kansas — 
DiAB Sib: Replying to your letter of April 6th, and returning herewith communica- 
tion from Mr. Turner regarding discrimination against certain hotels and omnibus 
companies at Winfield and Wellington, I desire to say that transportation has been 
given by the company to the representative of the Southwestern Stage Company for 
the purpose of checking baggage and providing omnibus transportation for pas- 
sengers. This matter has been handled directly by Mr. Barnes, but he has consulted 
with me in regard to his actions; and the transportation was granted this particular 
company on account of their undoubted reliability and the fact that they operated 
'bos lines at seven of the principal points on this line; and we believe such action 
on our part to be an advantage to the traveling public. 

In regard to the statement of the attorneys as to the situation at Wellington, I 
am informed that there is now no other 'bus line in operation at that point. 

If in your judgment you consider it best to withdraw the advantage thus given 
to the Southwestern Stage Company, I do not see that the railroad company will be 
injured thereby, as this action was taken, as we thought, solely in the interest of the 
patrons of the road.

DECISION. 

This is a complaint from Winfield against the Atchison and Southern Kansas rail- 
roads. The substance of the charge is, that the Southwestern Stage Company runs 
'bus lines at Winfield and Wellington between the depots of the two roads named, 
and the hotels of the two places, respectively, upon the arrival of trains, and that 
said stage company employs checkmen, who are permitted by the railroad compa- 
nies above, to board their trains upon their approach to the stations of Winfield and 
Wellington and take up passengers' checks for baggage, and issue in exchange the 
stage company's checks for transfer of such baggage from the station to hotels, or 
other places of destination in the city, and from one road to the other. That two of 
the oomplaiinants, viz., Messrs. Arnold Brothers, of Wellington, and H. F. Paris, of 
Winfield, own and operate 'bus lines between the city and railway stations of said 
companies in their respective cities; that neither of said last-named 'bus lines are 
permitted to handle or exchange checks on the trains of respondent companies; 
that the checkmen employed by the Southwestern Stage Company solicit passengers 
for said company's 'bus lines and for a certain hotel in Winfield, to the exclusion of 
other first-class hotels in the city. That the business of the other 'bus lines and the 
hotels thus discriminated against by the checkmen suffers in consequence; and to 
remedy this evil the parties who thus complain ask that the privilege of employing 
checkmen on the trains near the stations named above, by the stage company, be 
revoked. 

The Board gave notice to the parties that evidence would be taken at Winfield 
respecting this complaint, on the 4fch day of May, 1886, at which time a member of 
the Board attended and took the testimony of witnesses then produced by the com- 
plainants, the other side to the controversy — the stage company, being the real 
party in interest — not appearing. Afterwards the stage company requested time 
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in which to present counter evidence to that produced by complainants, and it ap- 
pearing to the Board that notice of the appointed hearing failed to reach the com- 
pany in time to enable them to be present, the time was extended, and leave given 
to file affidavits. Snch affidavits were filed on the 21st of Jnne, and are confined to 
traversing snch of the evidence as was brought out on the original examination. 

In so far as the 'bus lines are concerned, the questions presented for considera- 
tion by the complaint and the evidence are, whether or not the different lines shall 
be admitted to equal privileges on the trains in soliciting passengers and the ex- 
change of baggage checks; or whether checkmen should be excluded altogether from 
the trains. It must be obvious that to admit two or more checkmen, representing 
rival 'bus lines, soliciting patronage from passengers, would produce intolerable an- 
noyance and confusion, from which the passengers themselves would soon pray to 
be delivered. Besides, the railroad companies concerned possess a direct interest 
in the matter of who shall be permitted to handle their checks. Those whom it per- 
mits to go upon its trains for the purpose of taking up its checks and giving trans- 
fer checks for baggage, it holds out to the public as responsible, and able in case of 
loss or damage to the baggage, to indemnify the owner for such loss. This neces- 
sarily implies a right on the part of the railroad company to select the person, com- 
pany or agency whom it will recommend to the public as thus responsible. A 
railroad company cannot be compelled to vouch for those whom it chooses not to; 
in this respect it possesses precisely the same rights as an individual. 

Whether or not checkmen should be altogether excluded from the trains, is a 
question which affects not alone railroad companies and rival 'bus lines, but the 
traveling public as well. It has become in this country a general custom for rail- 
road companies to arrange with a responsible 'bus line, at stations where consid- 
erable transfer of baggage is required to be done, to attend to its transfer. To 
facilitate this work, and to relieve the passenger of all other care of, or anxiety for, 
his baggage, and insure its safe delivery at the place of ultimate destination, or to a 
connecting road, the agents of the 'bus line or transfer company thus employed are 
permitted to board trains to exchange checks with passengers. The alternative of 
this imposes upon each passenger the burden of personally attending to the transfer 
of his own baggage, or of intrusting that work to strangers, for whose reliability or 
responsibility the passenger will frequently have no assurance. We think, there- 
fore, this question is to be determined, not by methods which seek to compose or 
equalize rival private interests, so much as by inquiring how the convenience and 
accommodation of the traveling public will be best subserved; and, upon this ques- 
tion, the considerations which present themselves leave our minds in no doubt what- 
ever. 

We are not unmindful of the fact that this practice tends to concentrate the 
transfer business into the hands of a smaller number, to the detriment of the like 
business of others, and to thus create what may be termed monopolies. However 
much this may be regretted as a result, it appears to be unavoidable. The demands 
of the public for all sorts of modern conveniences are so imperative as to require 
the creation of monopolies on every hand, i. e., lines of business which from their 
nature or magnitude but comparatively few can engage in. 

There remains to be considered the question raised in the complaint, of check- 
men soliciting patronage for certain hotels in preference to others in the same town. 
The evidence on this point is conflicting. It may be remarked that the proprietors 
of the St. James and Central hotels in Winfield have strong reasons to believe that 
their patronage has been interfered with by the checkmen on the trains. The busi- 
ness of the hotel men stands in a different relation to the stage company's business 
than does the business of the rival 'bus lines; and this fact is recognized by the stage 
company. 
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It is not necessary to the proper and efficient condnct of the transfer business 
that one hotel should be favored more than another. Bnt we are of the opinion that 
the Southwestern Stage Company, with the privileges given it, sustains to the public 
the relation of a common carrier of passengers and baggage within the limits of 
its operations, and that among the different hotels which are to some extent depend- 
ent on its service, it is its duty to be impartial. The observance of this duty is a 
matter which the railroad com.panies extending the privilege of its trains to it may 
and should insist on. 

From the course of the evidence, we are led to believe that any departure from 
the line of impartiality in this respect has been contrary to the instructions given to 
checkmen by the manager of the stage company. In any event, discrimination of 
this kind should be guarded against; it would otherwise become the cause of much 
mischief and wrong. Aside from this, we should not deem ourselves justified in 
recommending any change. By obdeb of the Boabd.

OOMPIiAINT. 

Raymond, July 10, 1886. 
To the Honordble Commissioners — Gents: I had four cars of corn on track at 
Alden, I think in April, which I had sold to Government contractor at 2*2} cents. 
He was at Alden, and said he would forward sacks from Newton at once, so I could 
get ready to ship at once. He went to Newton, and did bill sacks out on the 15th; 
uid during the rush of freight to California the local business was neglected, and 
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the sacks did not arrive from Newton till after the 20th, I think about 22d. Daring 
this time I got word from their agent to come and bill ont. I did go down at once; 
bnt, right or wrong, he would pnt on fl2 on each car — $48; and as I conld not 
get my sacks from Newton, and did not know when they would arrive, I of course 
billed out at once, sending one car west to Lakin, and had to put other three in St. 
Louis market for what I could get. This corn cost me 20 cents, and the three cars 
which went to St. Louis netted me only 18 cents per bushel. I of course lost some 
$60 or $65 on the transaction, by being compelled to ship out to St. Louis; but I 
was willing to do this, if they would have not charged me demurrage; but they did 
not seem to have any mercy, but whack away and charge me up with $12 per car. 

I got every evidence in my power, sent to Mr. FhUlippi and kindly requested him 
to refund, but his reply to me was he could not all, but would give me only $18 on 
the whole, with which I am not satisfied, and do not think I shall take. I wrote him 
again asking him to refund the whole, as I did think they were to blame, and not me, 
but got no answer. Now, gentlemen, I tell you the facts as near as I can get them. 
Qive me your opinion in the premises. As I am working with them all the time, of 
course I do not like to get their ill-will, yet when a party has the power over me and 
wields it too heavy, it comes to be repugnant to the average American mind. Kindly 
send your advice in the premises, and much oblige, Petbb Smith. 

DECISION. 

The facts in this case are fully stated by the complainant in his letter of com- 
plaint and affidavit on file, the correctness of which is admitted by the company. 
In substance they are, that in April last complainant had sold four car-loads of corn 
to a Government contractor, at 22|: cents per bushel. The corn was on the track of 
the company's railway at Alden, ready to be loaded as soon as the same could be 
sacked. The contractor was at Alden, and agreed to forward the sacks from New- 
ton. Accordingly, the sacks were delivered to the company, and billed at Newton 
for transportation to Alden on the 15th of April. They were delayed in transit, and 
did not reach Alden till the 22d of the same month. The distance between the 
points named is 58 miles. 

Cars had been ordered in which to load the corn, and were in the meantime de- 
tained on the track at Alden. Though it is not clearly stated, it would appear that 
the cars were ordered on the 15th, the day on which the sacks were to have been sent 
to Alden. On the 20th, the company's agent at Alden requested complainant to bill 
his cars out without further delay. This the complainant proceeded to do, but the 
sacks not having come to hand, he was unable to deliver to the contractor as agreed, 
and sent one car to Lakin and the other three to St. Louis. He realized 4^ cents per 
bushel less on the three cars sent to St. Louis than he would have received if he had 
been able to fill his contract, and his net loss upon the transaction, over the price 
he paid for the corn, was $60 or $65. In addition to this, the company charged $12 
per car demurrage for detention ; in all $48, $18 of which was subsequently offered 
to be refunded. 

Upon these facts the parties ask the decision of the Board, whether the company 
was justified in charging the demurrage. 

We appreciate the fact that the company needed the use of its cars, and that this 
was a time when its rolling stock was taxed to its utmost capacity by unusual press- 
ure of business. We further recognize the necessity of imposing demurrage 
charges, not so much as compensation for holding the company's carrying facilities 
from use, as a means to prevent undue and unnecessary detention of its cars in 
loading and discharging the same. And usually such charges may be properly im- 
posed on the shipper, whether the detention is willful or otherwise. But we think 
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oiroiimstaiioes may arise which will render the imposition of such charges improper 
and even oppressive. The present case is, as we view it, one of that character. 

The complainant had every reason to believe, from the nsnal course of business, 
that his sacks would arrive at Alden on the 15th, or at least on the following day. 
That they did not was owing to no fault of his, but solely from the failure of the 
oompany to get them there in the due course of business. Had they come to hand 
after a reasonable time after being billed at Newton, the detention of the cars would 
have been prevented, and the complainant could have reaped the profit on his con- 
tract. While the shipper may have to bear the burden of demurrage as the result of 
his own fault, or even frequently of his own misfortune, he cannot, however, be 
justly charged with it when he is free from fault, and the company has materially 
cx>ntributed to, or brought about, his misfortune. 

The Board, therefore, find and decide that the demurrage collected of the shipper 
should be refunded. By obdbb of the Boabd.

The Mayor and Council of the city of Garnett complain of the respondent com- 
pany, a part of whose railroad lies within the limits of the city, that the company 
''has neglected and refused to construct a drain, commencing at a point in Main 
street, in the city of Garnett, on the north side of the Missouri Pacific Railway ^ 

about feet west of the point at which said K. N. & D. Railway crosses said Mis- 

Bouri Pacific Railway; thence north along the west side of said K. N. & D. Railway 

track feet, more or less, to ." That said company has been required to do 

80 by an ordinance of the city. 
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Farther, that it has neglected and refused to make crossings for teams, wagons 
and footmen where the railroad track crosses Second, Third, Fonrth, Fifth and 
Sixth avenues in said city, and that present crossings are unsafe and dangerous. 

The Board referred the complaints to the company, and gave notice to the par- 
ties that the Board would proceed to investigate the complaint on the ground, on 
the — day of September, 1886, at which time the Board attended and met the parties. 

With reference to the first ground of complaint above stated, it appears that the 
city granted the right-of-way to construct and maintain its railroad, to the company, 
through Main street from the south to the north line of the city. The Southern 
Kansas Railway also occupies a right-of-way through the same street, and the two 
roads are laid side by side through the street. The Missouri Pacific road crosses the 
tracks of the other two near the south end of the street. Drains have been con- 
structed and culverts built across the railroad tracks in Main street at a point where 
the surface waters had naturally gathered and have been conducted by a well-worn 
channel to the lower portions of the town and the low lands beyond. The city passed 
an ordinance which contemplated a diversion of the waters from this drain to an- 
other, which it provided the K. N. & D. should construct along the side of its right- 
of-way to a point in Main street where the Missouri Pacific road crosses its track. 

As to the liability of this company to construct this drain, there is doubt. The 
company's right-of-way extends only over so much of the street as is actually oc- 
cupied by its track. The portion of the street where the drain is directed to be dug 
is not occupied by the railroad track, nor occupied by the company at all, with the 
exception of a small section of it where the company's depot building is built. The 
city possesses the power to make the drain through the street and make assessmients 
upon property in the city to pay for the same, as the law provides; but we know of 
no law by which this duty can be imposed on the railroad company, under existing 
circumstances. This is not a case where the building of the road has diverted a 
water-course. The requirement contained in the ordinance being of doubtful legal 
obligation, the Board would not be justified in asking or directing its fulfillment. 
The grant of right-of-way was upon condition that the company, should put in and 
maintain all necessary sluices and culverts sufficient to carry off all surplus water 
that is liable to accumulate along its road. This condition seems to have been com- 
plied with by extending culverts at points where they already existed across the 
Southern Kansas Railway connecting with the channels below. This condition 
would probably require the company to extend a Arain dug by the city along the 
street, at points where it crossed any portion of the street actually occupied by the 
company's railroad or depot, in case the present drainage was changed. 

With reference to the other requirement, the neglect of which forms another 
ground of complaint, it should be observed that the city, by granting to the railway 
companies thiB right to occupy portions of the streets for their tracks, did not abdi- 
cate jurisdiction over the streets so occupied. But the city possesses the same power 
of regulation and control as before, subject to the reasonable use attaching to the 
grants of right-of-way. The city authorities possess the power, and it is their duty, 
to keep the streets in as safe condition as before, consistent with the additional use 
in them given to the railroad companies. They have the power to judge and say 
whether or not the crossings at the intersections of streets are sufficient and safe for 
the public travel, and to require that to be done which wiU make them safe. A rail- 
road company accepting a grant of right-of-way through a public street is subject to 
all lawful municipal regulations within the city. The city has decided, by proper 
ordinance, that the crossings of the railways shall be planked over the track the 
width of the street, and the planks to come up fiush with the top of the rails. We 
think this is a proper and reasonable requirement. At the present time the plank- 
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ing ifi only of the width of oommon road'Crossings, which is insaficieiit for a city, 
where the travel is necessarily greater and crossing more f reqnent. Besides, persons 
with teams are liable, in crossing at night, to get off the planked portion of the 
track, become entangled among the rails, and increase greatly the liability to accident. 

In accordance with this opinion, it is the judgment of the Board that the com- 
pany should plank its track the whole width of the street at the crossings mentioned; 
and this the Board recommend be done. Bt ths Boasd.

DECISION. 

This complaint was filed at the same time as the complaint against the K. N. A: 
D. Co. was, viz., August 24th last. This road — the Missouri Pacific — runs through 
the city from east to west, and crosses the tracks of the Southern Kansas and Kan- 
sas, Nebraska A Dakota roads on Main street, near the south end. Several grounds 
of complaint are alleged: 

First: That it has neglected and refused to construct a drain in Main street in 
said city, through its right-of-way, connecting with one already constructed by the 
Southern Kansas road, thirty feet more or less, to the K. N. & D. track. 

Second: That said company has neglected and refused to remove obstructions

from streets and alleys in said city of Garnett, yiz., sign posts and telegraph poles 
on Seyenth and Fifth avennes, and at other points along said railway. 

Third: That said company has neglected and refused to grade the streets in said 
city of Qamett, where its railway crosses the same, and to keep crossings of said 
streets in good repair and safe condition for the crossing of teams and wagons oyer 
its railroad; and has also neglected to construct a sidewalk on Seyenth ayenue, 
across said railroad, between Main and Oak streets. 

The Board inyestigated the complaint on the ground, both parties being repre- 
sented before us. 

As to the first ground of complaint, it appeared that no drain had been con- 
structed by which the waters would be conducted to the drain required to be built, 
and no immediate necessity seemed to exist. The Board was assured, howeyer, by 
representatiyes of the company present, that if a drain should be constructed so as 
to conduct the surface water to the company^s right-of-way, a proper drain would 
be made to carry it off as indicated. This was deemed sufficient. 

Recurring to the second ground of complaint, the telegraph poles, it appeared, 
were set on the side of the street, under the direction of the city authorities, and 
near to the edge of the sidewalks when the same shall be laid down. The Board was 
unable to perceiye that they constituted any more of an obstruction than such things 
usually do in the streets of towns or cities; and as we did not understand that it was 
desired that they should be wholly remoyed from the streets, we could not feel justi- 
fied in interfering in the matter. The sign posts were such as the law requires to 
be erected to warn persons about to cross the railway track to look out for approach- 
ing trains, and they did not appear to have been placed at inconyenient places. 

The last cause of complaint seemed to be the most serious, and we think there is 
room for amendment in providing safe crossings. 

The right-of-way was granted to the company through the streets of the city, 
coupled with certain conditions, among which were, that the company should grade 
the approaches to the crossings, so that there should not be a rise or descent of more 
than one foot to each sixteen in length of grade from the railway, and should make 
and maintain safe and convenient crossings at the intersection or crossing of streets 
and alleys sufficient for teams and foot passengers, and build culverts at ravines and 
water-courses, &c. 

The City Council requires planked crossings the whole width of the streets, where 
the road crosses them, deeming this to be necessary to the safety and convenience 
of the public. We have already held, in considering the complaint against the 
Kansas, Nebraska & Dakota Company, that the city authorities ^ave the right to 
determine what are sufficient and safe crossings, and that in a city this is not an un- 
reasonable requirement. We regard it the duty of the company to put in such cross- 
ings where its road intersects any of the streets of the city, by planking up to and 
between the rails and grading the approaches where the rise or descent exceeds one 
foot in sixteen inches from the track; and also to lay a sidewalk across its track on 
Seventh avenue, between Main and Oak streets; and this the Board recommend be

DECISION. 

The city complains of the company above named, that it has neglected and re- 
fused to construct suitable and safe crossings at points where the company's rail- 
road crosses First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth avenues. This railroad 
runs through Main street, and crosses the avenues named. The crossings laid down 
ate of the same character and width of crossings over railroad tracks upon public 
highways. 

The same proceedings were taken in this case as were had upon the complaints 
of the city against the Kansas, Nebraska &> Dakota and the Missouri Pacific com- 
panies. 

We have held in those cases that the city authorities of Garnett possess the power 
to determine the character and width of crossings necessary to the public safety and 
convenience, that should be put in and maintained over railroad tracks within the 
city where the same intersect any street or alley. And further, that the requirement 
of the city of Garnett to plank the track flush with the rails the whole width of the 
street intersected by the railroad; is a reasonable requirement, and that the same 
should be respected and regarded by the railroads operating through the city. 

As in the cases referred to, so in this: we recommend that the various crossings of 
avenues and streets intersected by the railroad of respondent company be planked 
the whole width of such avenues or streets, in accordance with the city ordinances.

DECISION. 

The citizens of Green, Kansas, a station along the line of the Kansas Central road, 
petition the Board asking its interposition for additional passenger-train service on 
that road, to the station named. It is alleged that the train that brings their mail 
is often late, and the business men there are sometimes unable to recefve and answer 
their letters the same day. 

The company, in response to the petition, states that present arrangements can- 
not be changed without discommoding a larger number than would be served. The 
petition contemplates the establishment of regular passenger-train service from 
Garrison west. The present arrangements on that road with respect to passenger 
service, are as follows: A regular daily passenger train leaves Leavenworth at 10:30 
A. M., and arrives at Garrison at 6 p. m. From this point to the end of the line at 
Miltonvale, a mixed train is run, carrying both freight and passengers. This train | 
is due at Green at 8 :22 p. m., same day. This train is frequently behind its schedule 
time, hence the complaint. The petitioners think that the way to remedy this is to 
continue the passenger train to the end of the line. 

The time of departure of the train from Leavenworth cannot be changed to an 
earlier hour without missing eastern connections and leaving the eastern mail to lie 
ovei| twenty-four hours. This would increase the inconvenience both of the people 
of Green and those living along the whole line, and cannot be entertained. To op- 
erate a passenger train between Garrison and Miltonvale would add considerably to 
the expenses of the road without increasing its earnings. This, however, we should 
not deem an insuperable objection if the earnings of the road were anywhere near 
sufficient to meet the legitimate expenses and charges of the road. But this is not 
the case. In the last report to this office it is shown that the total earnings of the 
road lacked $84,189.08 of paying operating expenses and taxes, and $165,019.08 of 
paying these last and 'interest charges. This additional passenger-train service 
would add to the company's expenses twelve thousand dollars per year, and as its 
business west of Garrison is exclusively local, such a train would produce no addi- 
tional earnings. While it would afford us great pleasure to comply with the request 
of the petitioners, we are unable to see in this instance that it would be just to do so. 

It must be borne in mind that one line or division of a company's road that is 
operated at a loss, is maintained at the expense of other portions of the same com- 
pany's system. To add so greatly to the expenses of operating a road which is 
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carrying already so large a deficit, involves an injustice to those who do business on 
other portions of the company's lines, as well as to the company itself. 

We are constrained at this time to decline to make the recommendation asked.

DECISION. 

This is a petition to the Board on the part of Howell, Jewett A Co., of Atchison, 
Kansas, for permission o£ the Board to institute condemnation proceedings for the 
appropriation of certain land belonging to Mr. L. C. Challis, for right-of-way for a 
spur or side track, to connect the petitioners' lumber yard with the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa F^ and Central Branch railroads, and to appraise the damages connected 
therewith. 

The Board, after giving due notice to the parties, met the petitioners and Mr. 
Ohallis at Atchison, on the 9th inst., to ascertain the facts and hear objections to the 
petition. Mr. Challis, while disclaiming the attitude of an obstructionist to needed 
improvements, or the construction of business facilities in and near Atchison, 
objected that the building of the proposed side track through the corner of his land 
at the point desired would create an annoyance. This, to some extent, may be con- 
ceded; but the condemnation proceedings sought to be instituted, contemplate com- 
pensation for this as a part of the damages, and the chief question which the Board 
is called on to deal with, is the necessity and expediency of granting the petition. 

The facts are that Howell, Jewett '& Co. are engaged in a very large wholesale 
lumber trade from Atchison, conducted over the Atchison and Missouri Pacific roads. 
They are compelled to remove their lumber yards from the site now occupied by 
them to a new location. It appears that the only available location remaining is on 
their grounds ad j oining Mr. Challis's land. This location would be rendered practically 
valueless unless they can secure connection with the tracks of the companies named 
above, and this can only be accomplished by constructing a side track running 
through a corner of Mr. Challis's land. A side track as indicated seems to be quite 
as necessary to the railroads named as to Howell, Jewett & Co., both in the delivery 
and receiving of freight to and from the yards. The side track indicated would give 
convenient access to the railroads of both the companies named above, and would 
afford the latter like access to the yards for the delivery of freight. 
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The Board therefore decide that permission be granted to the said petitioners to 
institute appropriate proceedings to secure the right-of-way by condemnation for a 
spur or side track over the following described land belonging to the defendant 
Challis, yiz.: Beginning at a point on the south line the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
F6 Railroad Company's right-of-way 267 feet west of where the said right-of-way 
line crosses the east-and-west quarter line of section 2, township 6, range 20, and 
running thence west along said right-of-way line 175 feet; thence south along said 
Ohallis's west line 75 feet; thence easterly to the point of beginning, in Atchison 
county, Kansas, and containing one-fifth of an acre, more or less.

Gypsum City, Saline County, Kas., July 12, 1886. 

To the Honorable, the Board of Railroad Commissioners of Kansas — QsNTiiSMEN: 
We, the undersigned voters, citizens, tax-payers and residents of Oypsum City and 
neighborhood, in Saline county, and of the northeast of McPherson county, Kansas, 
most respectfully desire to call your attention to the following statement of facts 
and grievances, to wit: That owing to there being no side track or depot on the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway, which runs through this town, we are denied the privilege of 
using said road for our business or accommodation in any way, except to get on and 
off the cars at the water tank just outside the town limitS| only through the agency 
at Chico, three miles away by the wagon- road, to which place we have to pay tribute, 
and its location is off the main line of travel, down the valley, and is in a gumbo 
pond; that south even of our place, nine-tenths of the farmers live; also that our 
business and population exceed that of Chico three to one at least. 

And further, about one-half of the people living south and southwest, with the 
depot at Chico, find it more convenient to haul to the Union Pacific, on the west of 
them, thereby losing that traffic to the Missouri Pacific Railway. These facts, with 
those hereinafter enumerated, cause us much expense, loss of time, inconvenience, 
and are a great hindrance to our business, and a barrier to the development of our 
resources. It prevents the erection of grain elevators and the location of a flouring 
mill, both of which are much needed. There is now stored here a large quantity of 
corn, awaiting shipment. We are making, and now have on hand, a large amount of 
excellent brick, for which we need shipping facilities. We also have an inexhausti- 
ble supply of sand for building purposes, for* which there is a demand along the line 
of the Missouri Pacific Railway in this State. Also, there is a good article of build- 
ing stone on the line of this railroad, east of us, which we need in this town, and in 
the county around. Our town is located just where the Missouri Pacific enters the 
Gypsum valley, and turns northward toward Salina. Nine-tenths of the people to 
be accommodated are south and southwest, hence we are located where we can draw 
more trade for the Missouri Pacific than any other point on the road, from the Gyp- 
sum valley. We are building a town of permanence, and believing as we do, owing 
to the above-cited facts, and the natural advantages of our location, that the man- 
agement of the Missouri Pacific would give us such convenience as we need but for 
a certain contract entered into by the representatives of the company with a certam 
syndicate — the merits of which transaction we will not now discuss, but do most ear- 
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neatly appeal to yon, and nvge yon, from the necessities of onr case, at yonr earliest 
oonvenience to examine into these statements, and oanse said company owning and 
operating the road to provide for us a side track and station, and that it be located 
on the west half of section 84, or at any point within the town limits of Gypsnm 
City, in township 15, range 1, west of the sixth principal meridian.

BEMONSTBANOE OF THE CITIZENS OF OHIOO. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of Kansas — Gentlemen : We, 

the undersigned resident citizens of Gypsum valley, in Saline county, Kansas, and 

vicinity, do most earnestly protest against the petition of Gypsum City, Kansas, for 

railroad depot and side track, on account of the already located depot and side tracks 

at Chico, a distance by railroad of two and one-fourth miles from said Gypsum City, 

not being accessible. Said depot and side track are situated in the geographical 

center of Gypsum valley, where said railroad crosses, and on a regular laid-out county 

road, the only wagon-road that is completely bridged with high-water iron bridges, 

running east and west in Saline county, and also situated between two county roads 

running north and south, one on bottom and one on high land; and we further believe, 

there is no one point in Gypsum valley that is more accessible and will accommodate 

more people than the already located depot and side track at Chico, Saline county, 
Kansas. 

Believing you will give this matter fair consideration, we are your petitioners.

DECISION. 

This is a petition to the Board on the part of the citizens of Gypsum City and 
vicinity, in Saline county, requesting the interposition of the Board for the location 
at that point of a station and the construction of suitable and necessary station 
facilities ; necessary, as is alleged, for the accommodation of the public and the 
transaction of the business at that place. The Board also received a remonstrance 
against the granting of the. petition from citizens and others interested in the town 
of Chico, in the same county. 

The petition was duly referred to the respondent company, who advised the Board 
that the views of the petitioners as to the necessity or propriety of establishing a sta- 
tion at Gypsum City, were not entertained by it. The Board thereupon gave notice 
that the matter would be investigated on the ground from whence the complaint came, 
on August 12, 1886; at which time the Board went to Gypsum City and took such 
evidence as was then offered or seemed available. 

Subsequently, the company, by its attorney, asked for time and an opportunity in 
which to present counter evidence to that offered by the petitioners, and thirty days 
from August 25th was given for that purpose, and further time was given beyond 
that date to enable the petitioners to bring forward rebutting evidence. The evi- 
dence has become very voluminous and quite conflicting, and its consideration, as 
well as the intrinsic importance of the subject requiring our decision, has called for 
careful thought. 

The situation seems to be this: Gypsum City and Chico are upon the new railroad 
now being built by the Missouri Pacific Company from Council Grove west via Sa- 
lina. They are, railroad distance, two and one-half miles apart. Their existence is 
due to the building of the railroad. Though laid out less than a year ago, very consid- 
erable progress has been made in town building. The depot was located and built 
last winter by the company at Chico. Yet, notwithstanding this advantage in favor 
of Chico, Gypsum, though tributary to the former place for its railroad facilities, 
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has far outstripped its rival in growth — a growth, too, of a very substantial charao- 
ter, founded upon present business and reasonable future expectations. The reasons 
for this, we think, are to be found in the better geographical location of Gypsum, 
and the .strong feeling of local hostility to Chico. The railroad crosses Gypsum 
creek valley at the point where Gypsum City is located. From this point it runs 
northwestwardly to Salina. The creek heads south and runs through a fine valley, 
all under a high state of cultivation. Probably three-fourths of the business and 
trade coming to the railroad in ^ this locality lies south of Gypsum City. It is not 
to be expected that either Chico or Gypsum City would draw much trade from the 
country north of those points, since its natural trend would be to Salina, the county 
seat. This being the case, the present location of the depot at Chico compels the 
greater number of the farmers, whose trade is tributary to the railroad in that vicin- 
ity, to haul their heavy crops through Gypsum City, three miles farther on, by wagon 
roads, parallel to the railroad, to Chico, and to haul their supplies of lumber, coal, 
etc., the same additional distance. This, though an important consideration, can- 
not in every case be held as a controlling one. 

This Board has heretofore held that, as a rule, railroad companies should not be 
required to build and maintain stations along their lines as near together as stations 
at Chico and Gypsum City would be, through an agricultural country. Otherwise 
the expenses of operating the road would be unduly and unnecessarily increased, 
and further, by dividing a comparatively small business between two places, it would 
not pay to provide as ample facilities for handling it. It must also be conceded 
that a very considerable discretion must, in the nature of things, be left to a railroad 
Qompany in the location of its depots along a newly-constructed line; and ordinarily 
a rival town company would not be justified in locating another town site and asking 
for station facilities within two or three miles of an established depot. Railroads 
cannot be operated to advantage, nor can they be made to efficiently serve the pub- 
lie, where stations are near to each other and stops are too frequent. Business to be 
done economically along a railroad line must be concentrated at convenient distances. 
While we regard this as a proper and safe rule, it cannot be inflexibly adhered to in 
all cases, but a strong case should be shown to justify a departure from it. 

In this case, a considerable showing was made to the effect that the people had 
been led to expect the location of a depot at Gypsum City, by promises held out by 
agents of the company prior to the voting the bond-aid to the road. And while it 
is undoubtedly true that expectations of this character had been held out to the 
people, they proceeded from no authorized or responsible source. Neither does it 
appear that the company or any authorized agent had knowledge of, or connived at, 
the creation of hopes that proved deceptive. Mr. H. B. Merrill testifies by affidavit, 
that in the latter part of November, 1885, andv^ few days prior to the voting on the 
bond proposition in aid of the road. Col. A. S. Everest, attorney of the company, 
and then acting for it in the establishing of depots, stations, etc., along this line, 
authorized him to propose to John Kingman to lay out eighty acres of his land (the 
present location of Gypsum City) into a town site, and give to the railway company 
an interest in it, in which event the company would locate its depot and switch there; 
which proposition was made to Mr. Kingman and accepted by him, and that- such 
acceptance was subsequently made known to Col. Everest, who stated, " That settles 
it." Bat Col. Everest denies that Mr. Merrill had any authority or instructions of 
the kind from him. He further states that he possessed no authority himself to 
determine the location of depots; that his authority ended with receiving propo- 
sitions from parties and reporting the same to the management of the road. 

It appears from the evidence that several weeks before the bond election was held 
a proposition was made by authority of Col. Everest to John Kingman, through 
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his brother, Freeman Kingman, to lay out a certain portion of his land, through 
wMch the railroad was to run, into a town site, giving the railroad company right-of- 
way and certain interests in the town, providing the station was located thereon, 
with a view of submitting the proposition, if accepted by Mr. John Kingman, to the 
general management of the road. But this proposition, Mr. Freeman Kingman 
states, was refused. John Kingman, it is true, asserts that he agreed to the propo- 
sition thus made, and while we shall not undertake to decide the question of veracity 
involved, we may remark that John Kingman's subsequent conduct — contending 
with the company as to the amount of damages for right-of-way through the self- 
same land — is not quite consistent with the theory of the existence of such an agree- 
ment. 

If it had appeared to the Board, from the evidence, that the railway company, or 
any of its authorized or recognized agents, had acted in bad faith towards the citi- 
zens, in respect to the location of a depot in that locality, our duty would have been 
dear, and free from any embarrassing considerations. But at this point the evi- 
dence fails. It is nevertheless true that, pending the bond election, there were quite 
a numher of persons, full of apparent knowledge and authority, locating the rail- 
road depot at Gypsum City; but they carried no commission. The representations 
and promises of these persons evidently misled the people of Gypsum, and betrayed 
them into a sense of security concerning this matter, until the location was made at 
another place. 

We are strongly impressed by the evidence, that a large proportion of the peo- 
ple, including farmers and others, living in that region, were expecting a station 
and depot to be established at Gypsum City, and that the failure to locate it there 
resulted in very great disappointment. The situation there now may be summed up 
as follows: In ten months from the time a town site was surveyed and staked off, with 
no side track or shipping facilities nearer than two and a half miles, there has grown 
up a village of three hundred inhabitants. These people are busily engaged in the 
various avocations common to the inhabitants of villages and towns. There is one 
bank, two newspapers published there, hotels, livery stables, lumber and brick yards; 
and the various branches of mercantile trade are well represented and carried on by 
sixteen merchants. The business houses are large, and built in the most substan- 
tial manner. The town represents not only a rapid but a solid growth. It is quite 
probable that there is more trade and business carried on at Gypsum City than at 
any other point in Saline county outside of Salina. 

The town evidently has the good- will of the greater number of the settlers in that 
part of the county. This, together with its favorable situation, in the center of a 
most productive country, and the spirit of enterprise and energy that characterizes 
the business men of the town, will secure its future rapid growth. 

It is very evident, from the general character of the buildings erected at Gypsum 
City, the business air that pervades the place, the large amount of trade and business 
carried on there, and the energy, thrift and enterprise that characterize the business 
men, that Gypsum City was not started as an experiment. It is there to stay, and 
to grow indefinitely. Withholding of station facilities from it would unnecessarily 
burden its business and retard its growth. While we are clearly of the opinion that 
railroad stations should not be required to be planted in near proximity to each 
other for the purpose of fostering merely experimental town sites, yet, where a town 
along a railroad has attained the growth and importance of Gypsum City, with every 
reasonable prospect for continued expansion and increase of business, facilities for 
the transaction of business with the railroad company have become a substantial 
necessity. To refuse them now would only postpone their establishment; the public 
necessity now existing would constantly increase with the growth of the town, and 
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they conld not long be denied. In the meantime, delay would create nnnecessary 
irritation. 

It appears that at the time Chico was laid ont, the company, in consideration of 
certain advantages ceded to it by the town company, stipulated to build a depot at 
that place, and locate no other depot or station within five miles of it on the line of 
its road in Saline county. We presume there can be but one opinion as to the 
validity of such an agreement. A railroad company cannot accept from the State 
and retain a railroad franchise and bargain away its right to use it in any way in 
which the public may rightfully demand it shall be used. It cannot, by any such 
contract, limit the amount or character of accommodation it will afford the public 
which it serves. Doubtless the agreement was made in good faith, and at a time 
when present contingencies could not have been foreseen. 

We^ are of the opinion that the denial of station facilities, under all the circum- 
stances, would be unjust to the citizens of Gypsum City and vicinity, and would not 
be conducive to the interests of the railroad company. The Board therefore feels 
constrained to recommend and request the respondent company to supply a depot 
and station facilities at Gypsum City at as early a day as practicable, and within a 
reasonable time. 

We may add that we were informed by the proprietors of the town, that grounds 
suitable for these purposes will be afforded without expense to the company.

COMPLAINT. 

RiOHiiAND, Kab., May 15, 1886. 

To the Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas — Gentlemen: We, the under- 
signed, residents of the town of Richland, Shawnee county, Kansas, and vicinity, 
would hereby respectfully represent to your honorable body that Richland is situ- 
ated eighteen miles direct southeast of Topeka, twenty miles southwest from Law- 
rence, and thirteen miles northeast from Carbondale, on the branch of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, known as the Lawrence & Emporia Railroad. 

That for several years, viz., since the year 1878, the said Union Pacific Railway 
Company have run a daily train on the said branch for the accommodation of the 
public, and as we believe to the profit of said company; and that since the 27th day 
of April, last, they have failed to run daily trains, having reduced same to two trips 
over the road per week by the Lawrence switch crew. 

Solely on account of the railroad accommodations heretofore existing on this 
line, this place has become a considerable village and an important trading-point. 
The stock and grain surplus for many miles around were shipped from this place or 
station. 

On account of the reduction of trains and removal of our railroad agent and 
operator, these shipments as well as our receipts cannot now be profitably carried on, 
if at all, and the entire mercantile business of the town is greatly damaged by the 
failure of the company to operate the road daily, which system had encouraged the 
building-up of the place and connecting enterprises which are necessary for the ac- 
commodation of the public. 

We therefore enter our complaint to your honorable body, and petition that you 
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will inyestigate the matter, and if within yonr lawfnl power that yon will take steps to 
remedy onr grieyance. Signed by Datib Nbisb and 64 others. 

DECISION. 

This is a complaint against the respondent company, complaining of reduction 
of train service and its present insufficiency over the Lawrence A Emporia Railroad. 

The road is 31 miles long, and runs between Garbondale and Lawrence, and is op- 
erated in connection with the Union Pacific Railway. 

The Board made an investigation of the matters complained of and found the 
allegations and statements contained in the complaint to be correct. The facts are 
that the business over this line is very light. There is not business enough along 
the road to employ one train a day. 

The lack of sufficient business to maintain a train has rendered the operation of 
the road very unprofitable. Indeed, the road has never paid expenses. But the 
Board were convinced that two trains per week were affording the people inadequate 
accommodations, and that sufficient train service should be supplied to give reason- 
able shipping facilities. The complainants thought three trains a week would afford 
them reasonable service, and an agent stationed at Richland to attend to the busi- 
ness. This the Board thought a reasonable and proper request, and we so advised 
the company, and recommended train service as requested by the parties at Rich- 
land, viz.: trains to run over the road on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays. 

The following is the company^s response to the Board's recommendation:

Hon. Board of Bailroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — GENTiiEMEN: Referring 
to the matter of putting extra service on the Lawrence and Emporia district: It has 
been decided to run a train on that line, making three trips per week, commencing 
November 1st, trips to be made on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays. . 
We will also arrange for an agent at Richland.

To the Board of Bailroad Commissioners — Oentlbmen: We inclose you account 
sales of four different cars of hogs, with weights of the same: May 28, 1886, 13,690 
pounds, freight |22; May 29, 1886, 11,870 pounds, freight $22; June 4, 1886, 16,830 
pounds, freight $22; June 7, 1886, 18,870 pounds, freight $22. 

Now we have a contract with the company to carry our hogs at $20 per car from 
Nortonville by Topeka to Eansas City, Mo. The company claim this extra $2 per 
car because the cars were larger than the usual size, which is all very true, but we 
never knew what size cars the company were going to furnish us, so we yarded our 
uogs for the same size cars as we have been having for years, which is the size we 
ordered. Now we have loaded in these cars less weight, by several hundred pounds, 
than we usually have been shipping in the $20 car, as you will readily see by looking 
at account sales of May 25th, where there were loaded 14,960 pounds, and the freight 
^as $20. The usual weight for the $20 cars is seventeen to eighteen thousand pounds; 
the $22 cars usually load twenty thousand pounds, or in the same proportion in hot

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weather, to avoid crowding and heating the hogs. We base our claim for a rebate of 
f 2 on each car becanse the company failed to give ns dne notice that large cars were 
to be loaded, when, if they had given as the required notice, we could have had 
hogs enough ready to load the large cars. In the next place, suppose we did have in 
the stock-yards enough hogs to fill the large car, what would be the result when the 
company would send only a small car? The surplus hogs we could not put in the 
small car would have to lie in the stock-yards and shrink and lose weight, which, on 
the 2,000 pounds of hogs we could not get in the small car, would shrink, in twenty- 
four hours,. 75 to 100 pounds on the lot, which would amount to several dollars. Now 
we think we have laid this matter before you plain enough, and request your earliest 
attention to the above. Any inquiry you wish will be answered promptly.

E, J. Turner^ Esq,, Secretary Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kas, — Deab Sib: Re- 
ferring to yours of August 6th, covering complaint of the Campbell Lumber Co., 
Nortonville, Kansas, will say that we have recently secured some 34:-foot cars, upon 
which a higher rate is charged than the rate upon the standard SO-foot car. I have 
issued a circular to this effect, and have given such directions that shippers fully un- 
derstand the conditions. 

I have also issued an additional circular, in which I require that agents' requisi- 
tions provide for such sized cars as may be required by shippers. 

I presume that this will cover the case, and obviate the necessity of any further 
complaint. I inclose with this copies of the above-mentioned circular.

H. NetUeton, Esq., Cfeneral Manager Kansas City, Fort Scott db Oulf Railroad, 
Kansas City, Mo, — Deab Sib: Referring again to the subject of the removal of 
switches to coal at Lone Oak, which, with other switches in that vicinity, you inform 
us, in your favor of the 18th inst., you have ordered taken up, for the reason that i^ 
is no longer profitable to keep them in, as the coal that can be shipped with profit 
is nearly exhausted,, we desire to call your attention to a statement of Mr. Anderson, 
made to this oflBce under date of the 27th inst. 

Mr. Anderson informs us that he has twenty-five car-loads of coal stripped, ready 
for shipment at that point, and others who use the same switch have three times as 
much. That the removal of the switch now would be a serious loss to them, and it 
would be a detriment if they were required to remove it at once. 

We think it would be best to give these parties reasonable opportunity, to ship 
their coal before taking up the switches. We of course could not ask you to per- 
mit switches to remain at points where there remained no further use for them, or 
the use so inconsiderable as to render it unprofitable to maintain them.

Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Deab Sibs: I have been in- 
structed, by the Board of Councilmen of this city, to write you about a difl&culty we 
are at present involved in with the Union Pacific Bailway Company. More than a 
year ago the City Council passed a resolution requiring the above company to build 
a sidewalk on west side of Sixth street, from north to south line of said company's 
right-of-way; also, a crossing or roading on Second and -on Third streets. This 
year the Council passed a similar resolution. Thus far, the only notice the com- 
pany has taken of our demands, is to threaten us with legal proceedings in regard 
to some property held by a number of citizens of the town, that it claims was in- 
cluded in the original grant from the Government. 

Would you please let us know if we can compel the company to put in the above 
crossings and sidewalk; or, if we should build it ourselves, could we recover the 
money spent in such manner, from the company, and how? 

Please answer this as soon as possible.

J. P. Kenney^ Esq., City Clerk, St. Marys — Deab Sib: Yours of the 14th inst. is 
received. From your letter, it appears that the City Council of your city has, by 
I resolution, called upon the Union Pacific Railway Company to build a sidewalk on 

I the west side of Sixth street, from north to south line of said company's right-of- 

I way, and that the company has not heeded the action of the Council; and you ask 

j the interposition of the Board, to compel compliance by the railroad company with 

i the mandate of the Council. 

I Your letter does not sufficiently acquaint the Board with the facts to enable us 

to form a definite opinion as to the respective rights of the city and the railroad 
company respecting the matter under consideration. 

What we need to know is whether the railroad company acquired its right-of-way 
before the laying out of the street at that point, and, if so, whether the city has since 
legally acquired the right to, and has legally laid out a street across the company's 
\ right-of-way. If the company's right-of-way was first acquired^ the city could not ob- 

tain a right to lay a street across it, either by grant from the company or condemna- 
I tion proceedings, in which the company would be entitled to proper damages. If 

neither of these has been done, assuming, as before stated, the company's right-of- 
way to have been first acquired, you have no street at the point indicated over 
which the city has any jurisdiction to order a sidewalk built. 

The foregoing will serve to indicate to you the point upon which the Board need 
fuller information, viz.: 

Ist. At what time was the right-of-way acquired by the railroad company f We 
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may say that oar understanding. is that it was acquired by Tirtne of the GongTossioiial 
grant of 1862. 

2d. At what time was the Sixth street referred to laid ont? 

3d. If subsequent to the grant and location of the railroad, what, if any, steps 
have been taken by the city to acquire a right to lay a street across the right-of-way ? 

4th. State necessity for sidewalk at the point indicated.

The matter was referred to the company, and on August 9th the Board received 

the following response: 

Eanbab City, August 6, 1886. 

Mr, E, J, Turner, Secretary Kansas State Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeha, 
Kas, — Dbab Sib: Yours of July 15th came to hand in due time, and was referred to 
the legal department of the company for advice and answer. 

I am advised to submit to you a copy of my letter to Mr. A. J. Beaky, City Clerk 
of St. Marys, dated May 5, 1886, which is attached hereto. 

I am also advised to state that this letter to Mr. Beaky quite fully narrates the 
claims of the company. 

I am still further advised to inform you that, if this was a matter within the juris- 
diction of the Board, the company would not hesitate to join the city of St. Marys 
in a request that the Board proceed to adjust the rights of the parties; but it is be- 
lieved that the Board is without authority to make any order binding the parties in 
the premises. 

The railway company has been constrained to adopt its present course because 
of the fact that one hundred feet right-of-way through St. Marys is altogether in- 
adequate to enable the company to transact its growing business at that place. It 
objects to the laying of sidewalks and of crossings, as desired by the city authorities 
of St. Marys, upon the grounds where the sidewalks are asked to be laid, because the 
grounds are within the limits of the grant to the company, and are needed for side 
tracks. It objects to the crossings because if laid, the public will pass upon them 
and interfere with the handling of trains and cars of the company in the yard; it 
will involve the separating of trains, which when done always exposes the operatives 
to danger; besides, the public will be exposed to injuries in crossing the tracks. It 
win not impose any corresponding hardships upon the public, if they make their 
crossings of the tracks at either end of the yard. The company, as a matter of 
course, will do all tha t it can consistent with its business, to make the approaches to 
its grounds and depot, and the crossings of its tracks, as convenient as possible, 
without great detriment to the company. No doubt some of the citizens of St. 
Marys desire the crossings and sidewalks deman ded, and it is not denied but that at 
times such crossings would be very convenient to them; but for their convenience, 
limited to special occasions, the company in serving the whole public ought not to 
be inconvenienced and hindered by sidewalks and crossings situated within the limits

of its yard. The people at the smaller towns along the road act as though they 
thought they would be much happier if they could sleep on the right-of-way of the 
company, and handle their goods and pasture their cows on the same; in fact, they 
seem to think there is no other ground like it in the State. 

With the increase of population in these towns, the hazards of the employes in 
operating the road are constantly increased because of the intrusions of the public 
upon the way of the company. It is plain that the company must resist these in- 
trusions and encroachments at some time, and it may as well be done in the present 
instance, and the issue be tried in the present case, as in any other. 

It is hoped that the Commissioners will incline to justify the company in the 
course which it is resolyed to adopt, and exercise their influence by advising the 
complainants in the present case, and in all similar cases, to withdraw from the 
right-of-way of the company, and not attempt to incommode the company by in- 
sisting upon crossings which they can get along quite well without. 

It is clear that the crossings demanded cannot be established without yery con- 
siderable damage to the company; and if it is correct in its claim that Bertrand had 
no right to plat its grounds, the crossings cannot be had without the payment of 
yery considerable damages to the company, and it may be regarded as pretty certain 
that, if it comes to a question of damages, the city of St. Marys, or the county com- 
missioners, will neyer pay a cent of money to get the crossings demanded. The need 
of the crossings is not so great as to incline the city or county to pay just compen- 
sation therefor. 

Besides all this, the company is embarrassed by decisions of the Supreme Court, 
in respect to fencing its track. The inclination of the court seems to be to decide 
that the company is bound to fence its track and grounds in cities, or else pay them 
for roaming cattle injured or killed upon its track, which, if done, will involve very 
great expense in the way of cattle-guards at all these crossings.

Mr, A, J. Beaky ^ City Clerk, St, Marys, Kansas — Deab Sib: Referring to your fa- 
vor of 17th ultimo, I am instructed to reply that the railway company claims two 
hundred feet on each side of its track through the city of St. Marys, and that such 
claim is based upon the act of Congress of July 1st, 1862, incorporating the Union 
Pacific Railway Company. Further, that the company denies the right of Mr. Ber- 
trand to plat these four hundred and eight feet of ground, as the map or plat of Mr. 
Bertrand, flled in the Register's office of Pottawatomie county, seems to indicate. 

It will be seen that, if the company is justified in making its claim, there are no 
streets in St. Marys over these four hundred and eight feet. This is a matter of so 
much importance to the company that it is determined to litigate with the city, if it 
shall become necessary, the right of the city to compel the company to make and 
maintain sidewalks over its property as above defined, and platted by Bertrand as 
streets. If your city shall determine to persevere in its demands on the company to 
hnild and maintain crossings over these streets or pay the costs and expenses thereof, 
will you please notify me without delay, so that proper action can be taken to test 
the right by legal proceedings before expenses are incurred.

Board of Railroad Commissioners — Deab Sibs: The Mayor of this city informs 
Dae that you wish to hear from me in relation to the matter of railroad crossings in 
our city. The streets in question were made public highways when the city was 
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platted, in the spring of 1871. (See seo. 5046 of Revised Statutes.) The Union 
Pacific Railway Company's land was not condemned and the company was never 
paid for the land in the streets. For fifteen years the raUroad company have suffered 
the streets in question to be used as public highways over their own land, have erected 
and maintained at their own expense on said streets on their own land, sidewalks 
and foot-crossings, and it is now a little too late for the company to claim that the 
streets have never been legally l^id out across their lands. The crossings which the 
city wishes the company to put in are very necessary, and cannot possibly damage 
the company in any manner. 

If it shall become necessary to have the streets across ^he railroad land regularly 
condemned, I do not think the company will receive any damage sufficient to pay it 
for the trouble and expense of making out the claim, for the street-crossings in 
question cannot possibly damage the company one cent, other than the expense of 
putting in and maintaining crossings.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners — QsNTiiEMEN: The city of 
Garnett complains of the Southern Kansas Railway Company, and represents to yon 
that said Southern Kansas Railway Company, though often requested to do so, have 
neglected and refused to lower the grade of their railroad where said road crosses 
the public highways known as Fourth and Fifth avenues, in the city of Garnett, 
Kansas. 

That the grade of said railroad, instead of being lowered to a level or nearly so 
with said public highway, has been raised in such manner as to obstruct the public 
travel upon said public highways and over said railroad crossings. 

Therefore we, the Mayor and Council of the city of Garnett, request that you 

make an order directing said Southern Kansas Railway Company to so lower the grade 

of their railroad that it will not obstruct the travel over said railroad crossings upon 

said Fourth and Fifth avenues, in Garnett, Kansas.

DECISION. 

This complaint was filed October 12, 1886, and as cause of complaint states: That 
the Southern Kansas Railway Company have neglected and refused to lower the 
grade of their railroad where the same crosses Fourth street and Fifth street in said 
city of Garnett, whereby it is claimed that travel is impeded and the public incon- 
venienced by re&son of bad crossings, &c. This is a part of the same case wherein 
this Board rendered opinions on September 30, 1886, in complaints of The City of 
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Gamett vs. Southern Kansas Railway Company, The City of Qarnett vs. Kansas, Ne- 
braska <fc Dakota Railway Company, and The City of Garnett V8, Missouri Pacific 
Bailway Company. However, in this matter, the Missouri Pacific Company are not 
interested. On November 16th the Board proceeded to Garnett, and made an exam- 
ination of the matters herein complained of. They find the following condition of 
affairs, viz. : 

The Southern Kansas Railway was constructed through the city of Garnett about 
1869 or 1870. It runs north and south through said city, upon Main street. Said 
railroad has been operated upon the grade on which it was built ever since, until 
about the time of filing the former complaints, viz., August 24, 1886. Prior to this 
time and during the past year the Kansas, Nebraska <k Dakota Railroad was built 
through the city of Garnett, and their track also runs through the city on Main street, 
and parallels the track of the Southern Kansas Railway Company on west side of it, 
and about fourteen feet from the center of Southern Kansas track. The Southern 
Kansas Railway Company built its road through the city upon Main street under an 
ordinance which imposed no conditions, but was a grant of right-of-way through 
the city upon Main street. 

On April 24, 1886, the City Council passed an ordinance granting right-of-way 
to the Kansas, Nebraska & Dakota Railway Company, which ordinance was duly 
approved by the Mayor and published on April 30, under which said Kansas, Ne- 
braska & Dakota Railway was constructed. This ordinance contains no provision 
in regard to the grade at which the Kansas, Nebraska Sd Dakota Railway should be 
constructed, except that it was not to be higher than the grade of the Southern Kan- 
sas. Since the Board's visit there on September 4th, last, the Southern Kansas Com- 
pany have reduced their grade from the city limits on the north to Seventh street 
on the south, and made the grade of their road one uniform grade, and have put in 
crossings at all the streets crossed by their road, including Fourth and Fifth, and 
have graded the approaches of the streets from the east and planked and filled 
the street-crossings, in all respects as required by the ordinances of the city, and the 
entire road through the city, and its street-crossings and approaches from the east 
side, have been completed in a manner which is worthy of the highest commendation. 
The Kansas, Nebraska & Dakota Railway Company's track is on the same grade 
with the Southern Kansas track at city limits on the north and at Seventh street on 
the south, but instead of being built up to one uniform grade which would bring its 
track on Fourth and Fifth streets up to the grade of the Southern Kansas Company^s 
track, there is a sag in it at Fourth street of twelve inches and at Fifth street of 
about eight inches. The complaint asks that the Southern Kansas Company be re- 
quired to still further reduce their grade to conform to the present grade of the 
Kansas, Nebraska & Dakota track. 

The Board, on examination of the two tracks and their condition, are satisfied 
that the Southern Kansas Company ought not to lower the grade of their road, but 
that the K. N. k D. track will, in the natural course of events and from natural 
causes, have to be raised to the same grade with the Southern Kansas track. This 
should have been done at the time the road was built; and the city should, in their 
ordinance of April 30, 1886, have required the K. N. &, D. to build through on the 
same grade with the Southern Kansas ; but they, the K. N. &, D., were permitted to 
build through the city, on Main street, but one track, parallel to the line of the 
Southern Kansas, and not more than fourteen feet from the center of its track, and 
not higher than its track. 

It is a fundamental principle, in determining the rights of railroads as between 
each other, that the first in time is first in right. The Southern Kansas Company 
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had operated their railroad the length of this street, under an ordinance of the city, 
for more than fifteen years before the K. N. io D. "was either chartered or bnilt; and 
when they occupied this street conjointly with the Southern Kansas, they should 
have built to their grade, and accommodated themselves to the state of things as 
they existed on the Southern Kansas, instead of building, at these crossings, twelve 
inches lower at Fourth and e^;4it iiiQlies lower At Fifth. They should have built up 
to the Southern Kansas, instead of asking the Southern Kansas to tear out its tracks 
and reduce its grade, to accommodate itself to them. We think it is a necessity for 
the K. N. & D. Co. to raise its grade at the two streets named, viz.. Fourth and Fifth, 
and think that they ought to do it and build the crossings on their part to corre- 
spond with those built by the Southern Kansas; in which event, we think no city in 
Kansas will be accommodated with better street-crossings over its railroads.

GENERAL REMARKS, AND HISTORY OF YOUR COMPANY. 

It will be noticed that the operating expenses for the first six months of the year 1886 are materi- 
ally larger than for the corresponding period a year ago. This is due to the unusual amount of repair 
ana renewal work now being done. Tne company's contracts for steel for the current year cover an 
aggregate of 60,000 tons, or near] v three times the ordinary annual average ; and during the year all 
iron rails will be removed from tne main tracks of the Union Pacific system. Extensive renewals of 
ties and bridges are also being made, new and larger stations are being built, and the motive power 
and rolling stock are being increased and improvea in efficiency. During the last six months the per- 
centage of operating expenses has therefore been materially higher on the Union Pacific system than 
upon other roads similarly situated, and higher than upon the Union Pacific itself in previous years- 
and under ordinary circumstances. It will continue to be materially higher during the remaining 
months of the year, as gross earninss will not be increased to any considerable extent through the car- 
riage of material for the construction of the company's own lines. It has been thought wise to meet 
this large, exceptional, though necessary, outlay now. The benefit to be derived from it will be expe- 
rienced nerea fter. 

On the 24th of August, 1886, the last remaining note of the company then outstanding was paid. 
For the first time, it is believed, in its history, the Union Pacific had no notes payable outstanding. 
Including the amount subsequently ascertained to be due the United States Government, under the 
decision of the Court of Claims of Februarv 2, 1885, the company, on June 80, 1884, had outstanding 
bills and accounts payable to the amount of 910,664,660.73, properly representing its floating debt. 

During the two years and six months between June 80. 1884, and the 31st of Deceml^r, 1886, it is 
estimated ihat the sum of 816,000,000 either has been or will be applied by this company to the extin- 
guishment of the floating debt or to construction, chiefly the extension of branch lines. The exact 
proportion in which this amount was derived from various sources cannot be definitelv stated until the 
close of the year. Meanwhile it may be approximately said that 87,000,000 will have been derived Arom 
surplus income : $3,400,000 from the sale of the company's own bonds, chiefly Kansas Pacific consoli- 
dated mortgage bonds, and 86,700,000 from the sale of bonds of auxiliary or branch railroad companies 
in the treasury of the company. On the other hand, through the operation of the sinking funaa and 
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the land and other tnuts, the company's bonds to the amount of $4,400,000 have been, or will be, re- 
tired. The retirement of the oompany^s bonds since Jane 30, 1884, will exceed in amount the sales of 
those bonds by a million dollars. 

Durine the period io question, also, over 800 miles of new road either have been or will be com- 
pleted, and the bridge across the Missouri riyer, at Omaha, will have been reconstructed on a new and 
enlarged plan, adequate to the present and future requirement of traffic. The securities representing 
this new construction will be included among the assets of the company, the investment account in 
bonds and stocks of other railroad companies, which was in the neighborhood of t83,000,000 on the 80th 
of June, 1884, will therefore certainly not be less than that amount at the close of the current year. 

The company will, accordingly, at the close of the two and one-half years ending December 81, 
1886, have discharged its floating debt in full; while at the same time it will have decreased its funded 
debt, and not diminished the amount of its investments in the securities of branch or auxiliary rail- 
road companies.

EAILROAD LAWS. 



LA.W CREATING THE BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, AND 

DEFINING THEIR DUTIES. 



CHAPTER OXXrV. 
An Act Concerning Railroads and Other Common Carriers. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Seotion 1. No railroad company shall charge or receive a rate in excess of three 
cents per mile for the transportation of any passenger who is over twelve years of 
age, upon any railroad in this State, nor in excess of half that sum per mile for the 
transportation of any passenger of the age of twelve years or nnder. Each pas- 
senger over twelve years of age paying fare, shall be entitled to have transported, 
without any additional charge, baggage not exceeding one hundred pounds in 
weight; and each passenger of twelve years of age or under, paying fare, shall be 
entitled to have transported, without additional charge, baggage not exceeding fifty 
pounds in weight. 

Seo. 2. The Executive Council shall, before the first day of April next, elect 
three competent persons, who shall constitute a Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
and who shall hold their offices from the date of their respective elections for the 
terms of one, two and three yearg from the first day of April next. The Executive 
Council shall, in like manner, before the first day of April in each year thereafter, 
elect a Commissioner, to continue in office for the term of three years from said 
date, and in case any vacancy occurs in said Board, by resignation or otherwise, 
shall in the same manner elect a Commissioner to serve for the residue of the term. 
The Executive Council may at any time remove such Commissioners, or any of 
them, and elect others to fill the vacancy; and all votes cast by each member of the 
Executive Council for the election of any person to the office of Railroad Commis- 
sioner, or removal from the same, shall be recorded in a journal kept by them for that 
purpose, which journal shall be kept open at all times for public inspection. The said 
Board of Commissioners shall have power to appoint a secretary, and remove him 
at pleasure. No person owning any bonds, stock or property in any railroad com- 
pany, or who is in the employment, or who is in any way or manner pecuniarily in- 
terested in any railroud, shall be eligible to the office of Railroad Commissioner or 
secretary of said Board. Said Railroad Commissioners and secretary shall be quali- 
fied electors of • the State: Provided, That no more than two of the Commissioners 
shall belong to the same political party. Said Commissioners and secretary shall be 
sworn to the due and faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices 
before entering upon the discharge of the same. Each of said Commissioners shall 
enter into bonds, with security to be approved by the Executive Council, in the sum 
of $10,000, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duty. 

(339) 
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Sso. 8. Said CommisBioners shall keep their ofQce in the State Hoofie, or at some 
other suitable place in the city of Topeka, and they or either of them may act 
officially in any part of the State. They shall each receive a salary of three thousand 
dollars per annnm, and the secretary shall receive a salary of one thousand five hun- 
dred dollars per annum, to be paid as the salaries of other State officers are paid ; 
and the said Board shall be provided, at the expense of the State, with necessary 
office furniture and stationery. 

Sbo. 4. To provide a fund for the payment of the salaries and current expenses of 
the Board of Commissioners and secretary, the Board shall certify to the Auditor of 
State, on or before the 20th of May in each year, the amount necessary to defray 
the same ; which amount shall be divided pro rata among the several railroad com- 
panies, according to the assessed valuation of their property in the State, and the 
Auditor shall thereupon certify to the county clerk of each county the amount due 
from the several railroad corporations located and operated in said county, and the 
county clerk shall place the same on the tax rolls of his county, to be collected the 
same as other taxes upon railroad property ; and the county treasurer shall account 
to the State for the same as provided by law for the other State funds : Provided^ 
That in unorganized counties the amount so found due from railroad companies 
therein shall be included in, and levied and collected with, such taxes as- are levied 
and collected by the State from railroad companies located in said unorganized 
counties. 

Sbo. 5. Said Commissioners shall have the general supervision of all railroads in 
the State operated by steam, and all express companies, sleeping-car companies, and 
all other persons, companies or corporations doing business as common carriers in 
this State; and shall inquire into any neglect or violation of the laws of this State 
by any person, company or corporation engaged in the business of transportation 
of persons or property therein, or by the officers, agents or employes thereof; and 
shall also from time to time carefully examine and inspect the condition of each 
railroad in the State, and its equipment, and the manner of its conduct and man- 
agement, with reference to the public safety and convenience. Whenever in the 
judgment of the Railroad Commissioners it shall appear that any railroad corpora- 
tion or other transportation company fails, in any respect or particular, to comply 
with the terms of its charter or the laws of the State, or whenever in their judgment 
any repairs are necessary upon its road, or any addition to its rolling stock, or any 
addition to or changes of its stations or station houses, or any change in its rates 
for transporting freight, or any change in the mode of operating its road and con- 
ducting its business, is reasonable and expedient in order to promote the security, 
convenience and accommodation of the public, said Commissioners shall inform such 
corporation of the improvement and changes which they adjudge to be proper, by 
a notice thereof in writing, to be served by leaving a copy thereof, certified by the 
Commissioners* secretary, with any station agent, clerk, treasurer, or any director of 
said corporation; and a report of the proceedings shall be included in the annual re- 
port of the Commissioners to the Governor. Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued as relieving any railroad company, or other transportation corporation, from 
their responsibility or liability for damage to person or property. 

Sbo. 6. Said Commissioners shall, on or before the first Monday in December in 
each year, make a report to the Governor of their doings for the preceding year, 
containing such facts, statements and explanations as will disclose the working of 
the system of railroad transportation in this State, and its relation to the general 
business and prosperity of the citizens of the State, and such suggestions and reo- 
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ommendations in respect thereto as may seem appropriate. Said report shall also 
contain, as to every railroad corporation doing business in this State — 

First: The amonnt of its capital stock. 

Second: The amount of its preferred stock, if any, and the condition of its pre- 
ferment. 

Third: The amount of its funded debt, and the rate of interest. 

Fourth: The amount of its floating debt. 

Fifth: The cost and actual present cash value of its road and equipment, includ- 
ing permanent way buildings and rolling stock, all real estate used exclusively in 
operating the road, and all fixtures and conveniences for transacting its business. 

Sixth: The estimated value of all other property owned by such corporation, 
with a schedule of the same, not including lands granted in aid of its construction. 

Seventh: The number of acres originally granted in aid of the construction of its 
road, by the United States or by this State. 

Eighth: Number of acres of such land remaining unsold. 

Ninth: A list of all its officers and directors, with their respective places of resi- 
dence. 

Tenth: Such statistics of the road and of its business for the year as may, in the 
judgment of the Commissioners, be necessary and proper for the information of 
the Legislature, or as may be required by the Governor. Such report shall exhibit 
and refer to the condition of such corporation on the first day of July of each year, 
and the details of its business transacted during the year ending June 80. 

Eleventh: The average amount of tonnage that can be, carried over each road in 
the State with an engine of given power. 

Seo. 7. To enable said Commissioners to make such report, the president or 
managing officer of each railroad or transportation company doing business in this 
State shall annually make to the said Commissioners, on the 15th day of September 
of each year, such returns, in the form which they may prescribe, as will afford the 
information required for their said official report. Such returns shall be verified by 
the oath of the officer making them; and any corporation herein named, whose re- 
turns shall not be made as herein prescribed, by the 15th day of September, shall be 
liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars for each and every day after the 16th day 
of September that such returns shall be willfully delayed or refused. 

Seo. 8. The said Commissioners shall have power, in the discharge of the duties 
of their office, to examine any of the books, papers, or documents of any such com- 
pany or corporation, or to examine under oath or otherwise any officer, director, 
agent, or employ^ thereof, or any other person. The Commissioners, or either of 
them, are empowered to issue subpenas and administer oaths in the same manner 
and with the same power to enforce obedience thereto, in the performance of their 
duties, as belong and pertain to courts of record in this State; and any person who 
may willfully obstruct said Commissioners in the performance of their duties, or 
who may refuse to give any information within their possession that may be re- 
quired by said Commissioners within the line of their duty, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable, on conviction thereof, to a fine of not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, in the discretion of the court; the costs of such subpenas 
and investigation to be first paid by the State, on the certificate of said Commis- 
sioners. 

Sbo. 9. It shall be the duty of any railroad company, when within its power so to 
do, and upon reasonable notice, to furnish suitable cars to any and all persons who 
may apply therefor for the transportation of any and all kinds of freight, and to re- 
ceive and transport such freight with all reasonable dispatch, and to provide and 
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keep suitable facilities for the receiying and handling of the same at any depot on 
the line of its road; and also to receive and transport in a like manner the empty or 
loaded cars furnished by any connecting road, to be deliyered at any station or sta- 
tions on the line of its road, to be loaded or discharged, or reloaded and returned to 
the road so connecting; and for compensation it shall not demand or receive any 
greater sum than is accepted by it from any other connecting railroad for a similar 
service. 

Sbo. 10. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, 
company or corporation, for the transportation of any property or for any other 
service, a greater sum than it shall at the same time charge, demand or receive from 
any other person, company or corporation, for a like service from the same place, 
or upon like condition and under similar circumstances; and all concessions of 
rates, drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall be open to and allowed all per- 
sons, companies and corporations alike; nor shall it charge more for transporting 
freight from any point on its line than a fair and just proportion of the price it 
charges for the same kind of freight transported from any other point. 

Sbo. 11. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, 
company or corporation, an unreasonable price for the transportation of persons or 
property, or for the hauling or storing of freight, or for the use of its cars, or for 
any privilege or service afforded by it in the transaction of its business as a railroad 
company. And upon complaint in writing, made to the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, that an unreasonable price has been charged, such Board shall investigate 
said complaint, and if sustained shall make a certificate under their seal, setting 
forth what is a reasonaBle charge for the service rendered, which shall be prima fade 
evidence of the matters therein stated. 

Sbo. 12. It shall be unlawful for any railroad company to make any contract or 
enter into any stipulation with any other railroad company running in the same 
general direction, by which either company shall directly or indirectly agreee to di- 
vide, in any manner or proportion, the joint earnings upon the whole or any 
part of the freight transported over such roads; and any violation of this provision 
shall render the railroad company violating the same liable to a penalty of $5,000 
for each month for which such earnings are divided, to be recovered for the use of 
the common-school fund, in the name of the State. 

Sec. 13. No railroad company shall be permitted, except as otherwise provided 
by regulation or order of the Board, to change or limit its common-law liability as 
a common carrier. All railroad companies shall, on demand, issue duplicate freight 
receipts to shippers, in which shall be stated the class or classes of freight shipped, 
the freight charges over the road giving the receipt, and, so far as practicable, shall 
state the freight charges over other roads that carry such freight. When the con- 
signee presents the railroad receipt to the agent of the railroad that delivers such 
freight, such agent shall deliver the article shipped on payment of the rate charged 
for the class of freights mentioned in the receipt. 

Sec. 14. In all cases where complaint shall be made in accordance with the provi- 
sions of section 18, hereinafter provided, that an unreasonable charge is made, or 
that the rates charged for freight are unjust, unreasonable, or extortionate, and the 
Board shall find such complaint to be true, they shall require a modified charge for 
the service rendered, such as they shall deem to be reasonable, and shall certify their 
finding to the managing officer of the road against which complaint is made; and the 
rates so determined by the Board to be reasouable shall be, by the railroad company 
affected thereby, accepted, and posted up in a conspicuous place in each depot on the 
line of its road that may be designated by said Board; and such rates so found shall, 
in all actions arising in any court in the State, be taken to be reasonable compensation 
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for the seryices for which they are provided, until the contrary is proven; and all 
compensation demanded or received by any such railroad company in excess of the 
rates so determined by the Board, shall in any such action be taken to be nnjnst, un- 
reasonable, and extortionate, nntil the contrary is proved. All cases of a failure 
to comply with a recommendation of the Board of Commissioners shall be embodied 
in the report of the Board of Commissioners to the Governor, and the same shall 
apply to any unjust discrimination, extortion or overcharge by said company, or any 
other violation of this act by such company. 

Seo. 15. Any person, partnership or corporation engaged in business, other than 
that of a common carrier, may own or lease railroad cars, and may load and bill the 
same to any railroad point, and all railroad companies and connecting lines to whom 
any such car is delivered shall receive and transport the same with all reasonable 
dispatch towards its destination : Provided, That such cars shall oe constructed in 
conformity to the rules and regulations of the company to which such application is 
' made, and for such compensation as may be fixed by the Commissioners ; and hav- 
ing arrived at its destination, it shall be unloaded, and shall be, unless otherwise or- 
dered by such shippers, returned to its starting point with like dispatch, and shall 
not be deviated from its route, and shall be in all respects handled the same as a car 
belonging to any railroad company : Provided, That it may be by said railroad com* 
pany reasonably loaded upon its return trip and the owner be allowed a reasonable 
sum for its use ; and such owner shall be responsible for all necessarv repairs. 

Seo. 16. Neither said Board of Railroad Commissioners nor any railroad com- 
pany shall raise the charge for the transportation of freight on any railroad with- 
out first giving sixty days* public notice of such change, in such manner as the 
Commissioners may determine. 

Seo. 17. Any person, upon written permission given by the Board, may exercise 
in the same manner and to the same extent as is now enjoyed by railroad companies, 
the right of condemning and appropriating land, and laying out and constructing 
any spur, switch or railroad track thereover, and connecting the same with any rail- 
road already constructed ; and the right to use such spur, switch or track shall be 
public, at rates and on terms and conditions such as the Board shall prescribe, if the 
parties interested cannot agree. 

Seo. 18. It shall be the duty of said Commissioners, upon the complaint and ap- 
plication of the mayor and council of any city, or the trustees of any township, to 
make an examination of the rate of freight tariff charged by any such company, 
and of the condition or operation of any railroad, any part of whose location lies 
within the limits of such city or township; and if twenty-five or more legal voters 
in any city or township shall, by petition in writing, request the mayor and council 
of such city or the trustee of such township to make the said complaint and appli- 
cation, and the mayor and council or the trustee refuse or decline to comply with 
the prayer of the petition, they shall state the reason for such non-compliance, in 
writing, upon the petition, and return the same to the petitioners; and the peti- 
tioners may thereupon, within ten days from the date of such refusal and return, 
present such petition to said Commissioners; and said Commissioners shall, if upon 
inquiry and hearing of the petitioners they think that the public good demands the 
examination, proceed to make it in the same manner as if called upon by the mayor 
and council of any city or the trustee of any township. Before proceeding to make 
such examination in accordance with such application or petition, said Commis- 
sioners shall give to the petitioners and railroad company reasonable notice, in 
writing, of the time and place of entering upon the same. If upon such an exam- 
ination it shall appear to said Commissioners that the complaint alleged by the ap- 
plicants or petitioners be well founded, they shall so adjudge; and they shall then 
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and there decide what is a reasonable charge for snch freights, and shall inform the 
corporation operating snch railroad company of their adjudication within ten days, 
and shall also report their doings to the Goyeraor, as proyided in section six of this 
act, and shall certify to snch complainants the result of such adjudication; and snch 
adjudication shall be prima fads evidence of what is a reasonable charge in all ac- 
tions for such service. 

Seo. 19. Any railroad company which shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act shall forfeit for every such ofiFense, to the person, company or corporation ag- 
grieved thereby, three times the actual damages sustained by the said party aggrieved, 
together with costs of suit, and reasonable attorney's fee, to be fixed by the court; 
and if an appeal be taken from the judgement, or any part thereof, it shall be the 
duty of the appellate court to include in the judgment an additional reasonable at- 
torney's fee for services in appellate court or courts. 

Seo. 20. Any railroad company or individual willfully violating or evading any of 
the provisions of this act not otherwise herein provided for, shall for each offense 
forfeit and pay a penalty of not less than one hundred nor more than five thousand 
dollars. All penalties provided for in this act shall be recovered by a civil action, 
to be instituted and prosecuted in the name of the State by the county attorney of 
the county in which the offense has been committed, upon the direction of the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners. If upon the trial of such action the jury shall find for 
the plaintiff, they shall assess and return with their verdict the amount of the fine to 
be imposed upon the defendant, and the court shall render judgment accordingly 
All such penalties so recovered shall be paid into the school fund of the county in 
which such offense has been committed; and the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
may require the Attorney General to assist such county attorney in the prosecution 
of any such action. No bond for costs shall be required of the State in any such 
action. 

Seo. 21. In any action against any railroad company for violations of the pro- 
visions of this act, the plaintiff may join in the same petition as many different 
causes of action as he may have against such company arising under this act. 

Seo. 22. Any person who shall willfully and corruptly swear, testify or affirm 
falsely to any* material matter, upon any oath, or affirmation, or declaration, legally 
administered in any cause, matter or proceeding before said Board, or any member 
thereof, or in any return, answer or report required by this act to be made, shall be 
deemed guilty of willful and corrupt perjury, and shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary at hard labor, for a term not exceeding seven years. 

Seo. 28. Said Board of Commissioners shall keep an accurate record of all its of- 
ficial acts, and shall also provide a seal, on which shall be the impression, " Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, State of Kansas. Seal.'' All process or certificates issued 
or given by the Board shall be attested by said seal. Copies of the record of the 
Board, certified by the secretary and attested with the seal of the 3oard, shall be re- 
ceived in evidence with the like effect as copies of other public records. 

Seo. 24. Any member of said Board while acting in the performance of his duties 
as such, together with such clerk, accountant, expert or other agent whose services 
he deems to be important in the discharge of said duties, shall have the right of 
passing at all times over all railroads and on all railroad trains, or any part thereof, 
in this State, free of charge. 

Seo. 25. Nothing in this act shall be construed to estop or hinder any person or 
corporation from bringing suit against any railroad company for any violation of 
any of the laws of this State*for the government of railroads. 

Seo. 26. In construing this act, unless such meaning be repugnant to the context, 
or to the manifest intention of the Legislature, the term ^* railroad company " shall 
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indnde and be oonstmed to mean any incorporated railroad company, or any express 
or transportation company, or any railroad bridge company, or any person or per< 
sons, lessee, assignee, trustee, receiver, partnership, joint-stock company, or corpo- 
ration, engaged wholly, partially, jointly or severally in laying out, constrncting, 
' owning, operating, using or maintaining any railroad operated by steam, or any 
portion or part of any snch railroad line. The word " person " shall include persons, 
partnerships, joint-stock companies, or corporations. 

Sec. 27. Sections fifty-six, fifty-seven, fifty-eight and fifty-nine of chapter twenty- 
three of the General Statutes are hereby repealed. 

Sbo. 28. This act shall take efiPect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the official State paper.

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Air Act Belatdto to Switch Gonkections at the Crossings of Railroads, aitd Providing for 

THEIR CONSTRirCTION AND MAINTENANCE. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That whenever in the judgment of the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners it is necessary to the convenience or accommodation of the public that two 
or more railroads that cross each other should connect at or near the point of cross- 
ing, for the transfer of cars from one road to another, the Board may require the 
construction of necessary switch connections between such railroads at the points 
where deemed necessary, in the following manner: Said Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners shall serve upon the railroad companies whose roads it is deemed neces- 
sary to connect, a certified copy of their finding and decision, in which shall be 
stated the character of connection to be built, whose duty it shall then be to con- 
struct such switch connections within such time as the said Board shall prescribe, 
and the expense of the same shall b6 borne equally by the companies whose roads 
so connect. If one of said companies shall build the whole of such switch, it may 
recover one-half the cost of the same from the company whose duty it was to con- 
struct one-half of such switch. 

Sbo. 2. Any railroad company failing or refi;i8ing to comply with the require- 
ments of the said board in relation to such switch, shall be subject to a penalty of 
five hundred dollars, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the State. 

Sbo. 8. The companies whose roads thus connect may operate and maintain such 
switch jointly. 

Sec 4. This act to take effect and be in force from and after the date of its pub- 
lication in the official State paper.

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CHAPTER C: 
[May ooUeel addUioncU fare.] 
Ak Act in Bbi.atiok to Bailboads. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Sbotiom 1. That in every case where any passenger on any railroad in the State 
of Kansas shall fail or neglect to purchase a ticket for his or her journey, prior to 
taking passage on the train of snch railroad company, it shall be lawful for such 
railroad company to charge and collect from snch passenger, in excess of the legal 
rate of fare, the sum of ten cents for each jonrney of fifteen miles or less, and the 
sum of fifteen cents for each jonrney of more than fifteen miles and not exceeding 
fifty miles, and the sum of twenty-five cents for each journey of fifty miles or more: 
Provided, That this act shall not apply to any passenger taking passage on any rail- 
road train (from any station) at which snch railroad company fails to keep tickets 
on sale, or at which such company shall neglect or fail to keep its ticket office open 
for the sale of tickets at least thirty minutes immediately prior to the starting of 
such train. 

Sbo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication in 
the official State paper.

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The extent to which State regulation might go in the matter of regulat- 
ing the freight rates charged by a railroad company upon freights trans- 
ported by it, has been a question of some uncertainty, and various views 
have been taken. The matter was finally brought before the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the case of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific 
Eailroad Company. This case was decided by the Supreme Court and 
their opinion filed at the October term, 1886, in which the court discuss 
quite fully the powers of the State in this regard under the commerce 
clause of the Constitution. The opinion, as being the final exposition of 
the law by the highest tribunal in the nation, is of great importance, and 
we give the substance of it in this, report. The following is the syllabus of 
the opinion : 

Wabash, St. L. & P. Rly. Co. v. State of Illinois. 

In Error to the Supreme Court of the State of Illinois, — October 25, 1886, 

A statute of Dlinois enacts if any railroad company shall, within that State, 
charge or receive, for transporting passengers or freight of the same class, the 
same or a greater sum for any distance than it does for a longer distance, it shall 
be liable to a penalty for unjust discrimination. The defendant in this case made 
such discrimination in regard to goods transported over the same road or roads 
from Peoria, in Dlinois, and from Oilman, in Illinois, to New York ; charging more 
for the same class of goods carried from Oilman than from Peoria, the former be- 
ing 86 miles nearer to New York than the latter, this difference being in the length 
of the line within the State of Dlinois. 

1. This court foUows the Supreme Court of Illinois, in holding that the statute of 
Illinois must be construed to include a transportation of goods under one contract, 
and by one voyage, from the interior of the State of Illinois to New York. 

2. This court holds further, that such a transportation is "commerce among the 
States," even as to that part of the voyage which lies within the State of Illinois, 
while it is not denied that there may be a transportation of goods which is begun 
and ended within its limits, and disconnected with any carriage outside of the State, 
which is not commerce among the States. 

8. The latter is subject to regulation by the State, and the statute of Illinois is 
valid as applied to it. But the former is national in its character, and its regula- 
tion is confided to Congress exclusively, by that clause of the constitution which 
empowers it to regulate commerce among the States. 

4. The case of Munn v. Illinois^ 94 U. S. 118, Chicago, Burlington <Sb Quincy R, R, 

Co. V. Iowa, id. 155, and Pdk v, Chicago db N, W. R, R, Co,., id. 164, examined in regard 

to this question, and held, in view of other cases decided near the same time, not to 

establish a contrary doctrine. 

(847) 
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5. Notwithstanding what is there said, this court holds now, and has nerer con- 
sciously held otherwise, that a statute of a State, intended to regulate or tax, or to 
impose any other restriction upon the transmission of persons or property or tele- 
graphic messages from one State to another, is not within that class of legislation 
which the States may enact in the absence of legislation by Congress ; and that such 
statutes are void, even as to that part of such transmission which may be within the 
State. 

8. It follows that the statute of Illinois, as construed by the Supreme Court of 
the State, and as applied to' the transaction under consideration, is forbidden by the 
Constitution of the United States ; and the judgment of the court is reversed. 

Waitx, C. J., and Gbat and BbadijEt, JJ., dissent. 
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
